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Heightened international presence seen for 
the SSHRC

A clear impression that 
Canada could be much more 
active in international colla- 
borative research emerged 
from recent talks | had in 
Britain and France with our 
counterpart councils in the 
social sciences and the 
humanities. 


The principal reasons for my 
visit to Europe in November 
were, first, fact-finding — to 
fix in my own mind the state 
of funding of research in our _ .. 
field in these and other  naré Fortier, President, SSHRC 
countries, in view of govern- 

ment financial restraint policies — and second, participation 
in the fourth General Conference of National Social Science 
Councils in Paris, November 19-22. The 40-member 
Conference, of which the SSHRC is a member, is a standing 
committee of the nongovernmental International Social 
Science Council, which has consultative status with Unesco 
and other international bodies.

My talks in Britain, with representative of the British Council, 
the Social Sciences Research Council (SSRC), the Associa- 
tion of Commonwealth Universities and the U.K. Office of Arts 
and Libraries, were coloured, of course, by the recent 
announcement by the British Government that there would be 
a three to fivefold increase in university tuition fees for foreign 
students (this means, for example, a jump of from £ 1,000 to 
£3,000 for students in the social sciences and the humanities), 
and by the general unease over the reductions in funding of 
from 10 per cent to 15 per cent for many organizations. The 
British Council itself, which promotes British cultural 
relations abroad, has had its Grant-in-Aid from government 
cut by 12 per cent in real, not inflationary, terms. 


For the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council of 
Canada, this increase in tuition fees in Britain has serious 
effects, particularly for our doctoral fellowship students 
which, according to our latest figures, include 114 scholars 
wanting to study at British universities. One can only deplore 
that this traditional link with Britain will thus be weakened, and 
that so many of our bright young scholars will be prevented 
from pursuing work at Oxford, Cambridge, the London School 
of Economics and other universities. Representatives of the 
SSRC agreed with me, however, that if these links are going to 
be severed we should seek to strengthen our work in joint 
scholarly seminars and collaborative projects on subjects to 
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be developed. Two topics in particular came in for some 
discussion — one on population aging, which is one of the 
topics we are pursuing in our program of research in areas of 
national concern, and another (which the SSRC suggested) 
on the devolution and decentralization of administrative and 
political powers within a state. On the latter point, SSRC 
representatives suggested that Canadians have had much 
more experience than the British, with our longstanding 
tradition of federal-provincial negotiation and agreement, and 
that a collaborative session with scholars of both countries 
could be helpful to the British in future developments that are 
almost certain to arise vis a vis Scotland and Wales. Our 
Council will thus be making suggestions about possible 
groups and people for participation in seminars on these 
topics for 1980-81. 


On the subject of fee increases for foreign students in general, 
the talk in Britain at present is that Common Market countries 
may be considered as British for the purposes of the new 
regulations. As the proposal is far from settled, | naturally 
raised the point: “What is the status of Commonwealth 
countries in these proposals? Is some consideration being 
given to according them special status too?” 


My question to the SSRC representatives about the place of 
social sciences and humanities research in the over-all 
research picture — a subject | was to pursue later in Paris — 
brought general agreement that there is no rationalization of 
effort in this field in Britain any more than there is in Canada. 
The SSRC’s budget was cut more drastically than that of the 
research councils in medicine and the natural sciences, for 
example. | was encouraged to press the subject at the Paris 
conference and was assured of SSRC support. 


A word about the makeup of the Paris conference. The 40 
member bodies of the Conference of National Social Science 
Councils vary from the Western-bloc type (such as the 
SSHRC), the Eastern-bloc academy or institute, and the Third 
World regional councils — such as the Latin American 
Council for the Social Sciences based in Argentina. There are 
some 20 councils in Western industrialized countries that are 
similar to ours — that is, government-supported research 
councils with a mandate to fund scholarly research. The 
councils which | found most similar to the SSHRC — from the 
point of view of proportion of funding in relation to population, 
and with roughly the same amount of freedom to direct their 
programs — were those of the Scandinavian countries. About 
one-third of their budgets goes toward what we would term 
directed research. 


The proposal which | made to the meeting, and which became 
part of the General Conference recommendations for the 
1980s, was this: that the SSHRC organize aseminar of experts, 
to be held in Canada in 1981, which would study the possibility 
of establishing conditions, formulae or criteria which would 
help governments reach decisions on how much of their 
research funds ought to be allocated to the human sciences, in 
the hope that the results of studies following such a seminar 
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would be endorsed by Unesco, or the OECD, in the same 
fashion as the rule of thumb of 2.5 per cent of GNP for research 
and development was endorsed in the 1960s. My proposal was 
well received, though thought by some to be verging on the 
utopian! But | was assured of the participation in the 
suggested seminar of some half-dozen research councils, 
including those of Britain, France, the Scandinavian countries 
and Korea. 


It was my general impression at this conference that 
international bodies such as Unesco, the OECD, and their 
related organizations would welcome much greater partici- 
pation from Canada than they have had in the past, not only in 
the form of the official bilateral agreements for scholarly 
exchange to which we are party now, but also inseminars and 
meetings of all kinds. | have mentioned the interest shown in 
joint seminars by the SSRC in Britain. In France, similar 
suggestions arose out of my talks with representatives of the 
Centre national de la Recherche scientifique (CNRS) who, 
incidentally, asked me to convey to Canadians that the 
Council's Zola project (Critical edition of the correspondence 
of Emile Zola — University of Toronto, funded under the 
SSHRC Negotiated Grants program) has been warmly 
acclaimed in scholarly circles in France, and that the first 
published volume has met with ‘stunning success’.” These are 
gratifying words indeed to bring back to Canada. The CNRS is 
currently working toward developing a project in “science, 
technology and human values,” which is one of the possible 
areas of research on subjects of national interest developed 
for workshop discussion in the SSHRC (see the report 
elsewhere in this bulletin). The CNRS would be happy to 
develop a joint project with our Council if this subject should 
be chosen by the SSHRC for research funding in its 1980-81 
program year. 


SSHRC presents its five-year plan to 
government 


On June 22, 1979, the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council adopted a five-year plan for presentation to 
the Government of Canada. Following is a summary of the 
main points. 


The plan contains, first, a strong plea in support of the social 
sciences and humanities - and, as a concomitant, scholarly 
research in these fields - as giving meaning and value to 
Canadian life. Technological advances can be seen as futile, 
even dangerous, without an essential, underlying human 
base; public decision-making runs the risk of grave error, 
without an enlightened understanding of human behaviour. 


The Council then describes its programs and its role in human 
sciences research, and identifies major existing problems and 
new directions it would like to pursue. 


Major program thrusts for the years 1980-85 centre around 
four priorities: independent research; research on subjects of 
national importance; dissemination of the results of research; 
and building up the infrastructure, facilities and instruments 
required for effective scholarship. 


The Council proposes three alternatives for growth in its 

funding over the next five years. 

e An annual funding increase equivalent to anticipated 
growth in the Gross National Product (GNP) would 
primarily allow the Council to support a modest 
improvement in the existing base of independent research. 

e Annual growth equivalent to that of the GNP plus 17 per 
cent would permit a breakthrough in the level of research in 
the social sciences and the humanities within the 
framework of established priorities. 


e An annual growth rate equivalent to that of the GNP plus 5 
per cent would permit normal expansion of independent 
research and would also enable the Council to vigorously 
develop research on subjects of national importance. 


The Council’s view is that the first choice represents an 
undesirable status quo and the second would not be realistic 
in the short term. It has therefore opted for, and recommended 
to government, the third alternative, which it has some hope of 
implementing successfully. 


Copies of the five-year plan have been distributed to senior 
officials of universities, learned societies and their federations 
and/or associations, to provincial ministers of education, and 
to various research and academic organizations. The plan has 
sparked quick and vigorous response from many quarters. 
Extra copies have been requested for wider distribution and 
further study, and the Council has been invited by anumber of 
organizations to send representatives to discuss the plan. 
There have been inevitable questions and criticisms from 
respondents, but above all, gratification, that the Council 
should be thus openly engaged in discussion of systematic 
program development. 


The next move will be that of the government. The plan has 
been received with interest by the Secretary of State and will 
follow its normal course through cabinet. 


Program staff hold information sessions at 13 
Canadian universities 


One of the Council’s most direct means of providing university 
scholars with information about its programs — and of 
receiving suggestions and criticism in return — is the 
individual visit by program staff, planned jointly by the 
Council and the universities. 


Officers from the Research Grants and Fellowships Divisions 
and the Office of International Relations over the past few 
months have visited 13 universities across Canada. In 
September, Patrick Mates met with research directors, deans 
and faculty at Guelph, Waterloo and Wilfrid Laurier 
Universities, Sheila Armstrong visited education faculties at 
British Columbia, Victoria and Simon Fraser, Gilles Jasmin 
visited the University of Montreal, and Norman Lamont met 
with arts and professional faculties at the Universities of 
Manitoba and Winnipeg. In October and November, Jean Van 
Loon, France Landriault and George Tillman — all from the 
Office of International Relations — held meetings with 
administrative staff and faculty at the Universities of Calgary, 
Manitoba, Winnipeg, Toronto, York, Montreal and Laval. 


Patrick Mates observed in his latest round of visits that there 
was some misunderstanding of the purpose of the Council’s 
new research program on subjects of national interest. He was 
asked to explain the ways in which it related to, and differed 
from, the Research Grants program. He also encountered 
scholars who wondered if the Council had priorities in its 
grants for research, some scholarly disciplines seeming to be 
favoured over others. He explained that the Council responds 
to applications put to it, and tries to ensure that potential 
applicants from all scholarly disciplines are given equal 
consideration in the adjudication process. 


Officers agree that the visits help potential grant applicants 
— particularly those outside the central region of Canada — to 
understand more clearly the nature of the particular Council 
programs available to them. Scholars seek officers’ advice 
about how to present a project proposal and how to sort out 
the range of available programs, both within the SSHRC andin 
the other government granting agencies. Overlapping 
projects, in disciplines such as psychology, which might fall 


within the ambit of more than one of the three granting 
councils (SSHRC, Medical Research Council, Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Council) are a frequent 
source of questions. Officers find on occasion that they must 
also enlarge on the wording of regulations in Council 
brochures, and they may then note unclear passages which 
might be corrected at the next printing. If policy changes are 
suggested, these can be brought to the appropriate Council 
committee for discussion. “The staff visits help us not only to 
get a better reading of needs and to evolve programs to meet 
them, but also to forestall at least some administrative and 
policy difficulties before they arise,” Jean Van Loon says. 


Visits to other universities are planned, and officers will be 
pleased to respond to further requests. 


First Jules and Gabrielle Leger 
Fellowship awarded 


Professor Jacques Monet, S.J., of the Department of History, 
University of Ottawa, was the recipient of the first Jules and 
Gabrielle Léger Fellowship at a ceremony in Ottawa on 
November 6 before a group of invited guests representing 
academic and cultural agencies and institutions. 


The $25,000 award is to be given annually to a Canadian 
scholar conducting research on the “history, the role and 
function of the Crown and of the Governor General in a 
parliamentary democracy.” 


In introducing Secretary of State David MacDonald, Andre 
Fortier, President of the Council, thanked the Government of 
Canada for its renewed commitment to the award, which had 
been established by the previous administration as an 
expression of the regard of the people of Canada for the 
retiring vice-regal couple.

In response, the Minister commented: “This event today is 
especially noteworthy because the subject of the Léger 
research fellowship is of vital current interest to all the people 
of Canada. A commission, with which I’m sure you are 
familiar, published a report in 1975 making a strong case for 
greatly increased development of Canadian studies. The 
broadening and deepening of our knowledge of our history, 
through these projected new studies of the Crown and of the 
Governor General, will thus truly help us ‘to know ourselves’,

in Tom Symons’s words. These reflections on our past — both 
painful and felicitous — can strengthen our desire to build, 
together, a country of which we can be proud.” 


Professor Thomas H.B. Symons, Vice-President of the 
Council and Chairman of the Advisory Academic Committee 
established to set the terms of reference of the fellowship and 
to adjudicate the applications, read the citation for Professor 
Monet. The distinguished fellowship winner, he said, has been 
Chairman of the Department of History at the University of 
Ottawa, President of the Canadian Historical Association 
contributor of some 20 studies (two on governors general) to 
the Dictionary of Canadian Biography, author of a book on 
French-Canadian nationalism, The Last Cannon Shot, andthe 
recently-published The Canadian Crown, La Monarchie au 
Canada. Professor Monet has been engaged in research over 
the past three years on the political and constitutional history 
of the role of the Governor General since 1840, working in 
close collaboration with Government House staff and with 
access to official archives. 


Mme Léger, in presenting an illuminated scroll to Professor 
Monet, commented particularly on his work at Rideau Hall 
during the Léger’s tenure, and on the rich documentation and 
invaluable experience he had gained there. “Jacques Monet is 
uniquely fitted,” she said, “to help create a greater and deeper 
understanding among the people of Canada of the role and 
functions of the Crown and of the Governor General, as the 
terms of his award state. We look forward, Jacques, to seeing 
the fruits of your work in the years to come.” 


Choosing new subjects for research in areas 
of national interest 


With the Council’s announcement on February 15 of its new 
$1.6 million program of grants for research in areas of national 
interest, and the selection of population aging and the 
strengthening of research resources as research subjects for 
the first year of the program, work began at once on 
identifying other subjects for subsequent competitions. The 
staff of the Planning and Evaluation Division, through a 
mailing of some 300 letters last February, invited the research 
community of Canada — universities, foundations, non 
university-federated institutes and agencies, learned societies 
and their federations (the Canadian Federation for the 
Humanities and the Social Science Federation of Canada) — 
to suggest areas in which they saw need for concerted 
research effort, preferably involving a wide range of scholarly 
disciplines. 


Responses varied widely. However, a number of suggestions 
coalesced around four topics: literacy and language in 
Canada; the family and socialization of the child; relations 
among the Canadian communities; and science, technology 
and human values. Workshops were held in October and 
November to examine the state of research in these fields in 
Canada and to develop reports for the consideration of 
Council. Grants were given to four scholars to plan the 
workshops and choose participants who were nationally 
recognized specialists in their field. These included writers, 
scholars and professionals in the areas covered by the 
research subjects, and representatives of universities, 
educational, social and cultural agencies, government, labour 
and the private sector. Workshop organizers were Michael 
Hornyansky, Brock University; David Radcliffe, University of 
Western Ontario: Richard Simeon, Queen’s University, and 
Clifford Hooker, University of Western Ontario. Repre- 
sentatives of the Council, Advisory Academic Panel and staff 
also attended each workshop as observers. Reports of the 
workshops are being prepared, and will be reviewed by the 
Council in the process of selecting a new research topic for 
1980-81. 


New Consultative Group reports coming up 


The reports of two Council consultative groups are in the final 
stages of preparation for publication and should be ready for 
distribution early in the new year. 


The Consultative Group on Canadian Archives was composed 
of nine archivists and scholars under the chairmanship of lan 
Wilson, Provincial Archivist of Saskatchewan. The committee 
was set up in response to the long-expressed concerns of 
archivists and researchers about the inadequacy of training 
programs, lack of coordination in archival activity, the need 
for advancement of professional standards, and the necessity 
to foster public awareness of the importance of Canadian 
archives and to act quickly to preserve perishable historical 
records. The report surveys the Canadian archival tradition 
and the situation today, including the roles of the various 
federal and provincial bodies and networks, professional 
associations, and conservation institutes. The report makes 
19 recommendations covering subjects such as the need for 
coordinated archival networks, a more solid legislative base 
for future development of public archives, increased 
involvement of the public in archival concerns, and a 
suggested parliamentary committee of inquiry to study 
problems relating to the disposition of business records of 
international corporations operating in Canada. 


The 11-member Consultative Group on Scholarly Publishing, 
under the chairmanship of Ronald Baker, former President of 
the University of Prince Eward Island, examined and reported 
on the present situation in scholarly publishing in Canada and 
made recommendations to the Council on subjects such as 
strengthening the infrastructure of scholarly publishing and, 
in view of rising printing costs, assisting more low-cost 
periodicals. There are also specific recommendations to 
publishers on alternatives to the present system of publishing. 
The report offers, in addition, an extended description of 
contemporary scholarly communication in Canada and 
discusses the various possibilities among new economies, 
new technologies and marketing techniques. In light of the 
rapid changes in publishing technology, the group also 
included in an appendix a detailed section on printing, 
composing and reproduction techniques — from hot metal, to 
computer setting and microfiche. 


The reports will be printed, in the soft-cover 6 x 9 inch format 
of previous consultative group reports. They will be 
distributed, free of charge, to all groups and individuals 
responding to questionnaires and otherwise participating in 
the surveys, and to related agencies — governmental and 
nongovernmental both in Canada and abroad — directly 
concerned with the issues raised by the groups. 


Scholars and local 
Tsimshian experts exchange views 
at Hartley Bay conference 


An unusual conference in August, perhaps the first of its kind, 
at the Tsimshian reserve in Hartley Bay, British Columbia, 
organized by Dr. Margaret Seguin of the University of Western 
Ontario Department of Anthropology, brought together 
interested and expert members of the Tsimshian community 
at Hartley Bay, anthropologists, historians, archaeologists, 
linguists, and language teachers from other Coast Tsimshian 
communities. The conference theme was “The Tsimshian: 
Images of the Past, Views of the Present.” The Conference 
Grants program of the Council assisted with a grant of $3,000. 


A unique feature of the conference, according to Dr. Seguin, 
was that it was held in the native community itself, with the 
cooperation and active participation of the Tsimshian elders, 


and not in an academic setting. The format allowed for 
academics to present current research on Tsimshian culture, 
followed by additions and amendments where necessary by 
native discussants. The following example, from the report of 
the conference prepared by Carole Farber and Margaret 
Seguin, shows how the sessions worked. Dr. Marjorie Halpin 
of the Museum of Anthropology at the University of British 
Columbia presented the complex crest system of the 
Tsimshian as she had reconstructed it from early anthropo- 
logical accounts and museum objects. She presented the 
system at a public gathering, verbally and visually. As she did 
so, the oldest and most knowledgeable women in the village 
contributed to the description and correction of the crest 
system. The discussion lasted for three hours, and the village 
women offered to participate in additional sessions with Dr. 
Halpin. The conference report concludes: “The discussions 
yielded new and important insights into the complexities of 
Tsimshian culture, and the nuances of the Coast Tsimshian 
language. That the process was intriguing to scholars and 
community members alike created a sense of intellectual 
excitement that will last for a long time.” 


Robert Després named to the Council 


Robert Després, of Quebec City, the most recently appointed 
(April 1) member of the 22-member Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council, is President and Chief 
Executive Officer of Netcom Inc., National Cablevision Ltd. 
and Comgen Inc. He holds a master’s degree in commerce 
from Laval University, and is a member of the Society of 
Management Accountants and the Certified General Ac- 
countants’ Association. He was named an Officer of the Order 
of Canada in 1978 and Fellow of the Society of Management 
Accountants in 1979. 


Among his public positions, Mr. Després has served as Deputy 
Minister of Revenue for the Province of Quebec (1965-1969), 
President and General Manager of the Quebec Health 
Insurance Board (1969-1973), President of the University of 
Quebec (1973-1978), and member of the Quebec Commission 
of Inquiry on Financial Institutions and of the Royal 
Commission of Inquiry on Financial Management and 
Accountability.

Secretary of State David MacDonald announced the 
appointment on November 7 of Dr. Thomas H.B. Symons, 
Vice-President of the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council, to the federal government’s newly formed 
15-member Advisory Committee on Cultural Policy. Accord- 
ing to the announcement, “advice from the committee, federal 
cultural agencies, provinces and other sources will be sought 
by the Department of the Secretary of State in order to develop 
a Blue Paper on arts and culture that will be considered by a 
Joint Parliamentary Committee by late next spring. This 
parliamentary inquiry will consider possible directions and 
options for arts and culture policy in the 1980s.” 


Dr. Symons, founding President of Trent University from 1961 
to 1972, is Vanier Professor at Trent and Chairman of the 
Commission on Canadian Studies. He was awarded the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws by Mount Allison 
University on October 19.

Council’s project publication wins prize at 
Leipzig Book Fair 


The Council-funded Erasmus project at the University of 
Toronto Press received the news in October that its two latest 
volumes had won a bronze medal in the design competition 
“The Most Beautiful Books in the World” at this year’s Leipzig 
Book Fair. The books are Volumes 23 and 24 of the Collected 
Works of Erasmus, designed by Antje Lingner and based on 
the design for the series by the late Allan Fleming. 


The Collected Works of Erasmus is a project of the Negotiated 
Grants Division of the Council, which has committed itself to 
grants totalling $2 million, in five-year stages, and dependent 
on the progress of the work. Involved is the translation from 
Renaissance Latin of the complete writings of the Dutch 
scholar-priest (ca. 1469-1536), whose thought spanned 
virtually every conceivable facet of politics, education and 
theology in this turbulent period of history. Until now, most of 
Erasmus’s writings have been inaccessible to those not 
conversant with Renaissance Latin. The first volume of the 
projected 62 in the series appeared in 1974; the last is 
tentatively scheduled for the year 2001. 
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Strategic research grants and the SSHRC

First let me say something 
about our Council's ap- 
proach to so-called strategic 
grants in general.

the first kind of confusion that arises in the community — 
the terminological one. The original intention from the 
viewpoint of our Council, and of NSERC too, | believe, was 
to identify areas or themes of “national interest” and to 
devote special financial attention to developing them. It is 
important to note that in this context the word “national” 
does not have any “federal” or “political” connotation. It is 
intended to represent the interest of the whole country. 
Strategic grants are to be devoted to special areas requiring 
particular attention.

It will be recalled that all the granting Councils have, in the 
past 10 or 15 years, considered it necessary to devote special 
attention to certain areas. In the SSHRC, the origin of 
negotiated grants, the special attention devoted in the social 
sciences in the 1960s to establishing a doctoral support 
program, and various other initiatives are clearly exam ples of 
strategic intervention in important research domains. 


It is quite natural that strategic grants should have generated 
controversy in the academic community. The SSHRC has a 
basic hinterland of some 20,000 academics (professors and 
researchers) in Canadian universities mainly. This is about 
half the total number of academics teaching in Canada. | 
understand that the similar hinterland of NSERC is about 
12,000 academics, and of the Medical Research Council 
(MRC) approximately 6,000 persons. We have clearly a larger 
basic constituency and potential clientele than the other two 
councils together. The contacts and feedback between our 
Council and our community are much more complex and 
broadly based — and also turbulent — than is the case with the 
other two Councils. The corollary of all of this is that we have 
much more sustained and frequent individual and group 
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dealings with the clientele we serve. In the nature of things, of 
course, the human sciences themselves involve more contact 
with people than contact with objects. It is also true to say that 
the SSHRC represents more disciplines. In addition, we have 
the humanities as one large group of our mandated 
disciplines; on the whole, they are less interested in strategic 
grants and, generally, they by nature require a much longer 
lead time between the initiation of research and its results. 


The strategic grants policies have naturally evoked numerous 
tensions. It is natural for a Council such as ours to experience 
tensions between itself and the community it serves, and 
between itself and the representatives of the taxpayers who 
finance us. But such tensions are not only inevitable, they can 
also be creative, and we always hope that out of the tensions 
more light than heat will be generated. Our Council, which 
draws more than half of its members from academic life, and 
our Advisory Academic Panel, which consists entirely of 
academics, are not very different from the outside scholarly 
communities which they support. So the differences of 
opinion which one hears in universities over strategic grants 
and their role tend to be repeated in discussions within our 
Council and Academic Panel. Whatever the earlier con- 
troversy, however, the SSHRC, supported by its Academic 
Panel, decided that it was proper to propose to the 
Government a package of strategic themes and, if the package 
and the matching money were suitable, to administer a 
strategic grants program. The big question that arose in the 
Council was, how do you stay honest in selecting themes? The 
central point here is, | believe, the need for sufficient 
intellectual lead time in new initiatives. Fortunately, we had 
the benefit of several excellent consultative group reports, 
most of which were made to the Canada Council, including 
Needs of Scholars at Small Universities, and University 
Research Libraries. We also had an important consultative 
group on the problems of gerontology. As you know, we 
picked the population aging theme as a central focus for our 
first major national interest area. A key principle in selecting 
an area or theme for attention is that we preferred not to 
establish any exclusivity for a single discipline if possible. 
Across the country there had already been several 
presidential groups in the universities on the problems of 
population aging as they affected research. 


Reactions to our population aging program have been quite 
favourable, especially of course in the social science 
community. An important point on our aging program came 
out at a Calgary conference on gerontology in June 1979. Four 
distinguished U.S. scholars (from New York, California, 
Ilinois and North Carolina) told us that we should in no 
circumstances rely in our calculations of Canadian research 
needs in aging on U.S. data, because the ethnic mix was 
different, regional disparities were not comparable, age 
tendencies within the population were different and it was vital 
that in the field of aging we seek Canadian-based data. In the 
social sciences, it is essential, of course, that the data be 
context-oriented. This is particularly important to Canada 
because it is a clear research justification for maintaining the

east-west axis instead of giving way to the natural tendency to 
follow a north-south axis. 


| should say a word about the methods of identifying new 
themes in the national interest. Consultation is intended to be 
very wide, and it remains entirely open-ended. Clearly the 
research community did not always see it that way and this is 
one of the reasons why the Social Science Federation of 
Canada organized this colloquium — to bring our viewpoints 
closer. Two important issues raised earlier in this session 
were: 1) the goals which the Government may be expecting on 
strategic grants and 2) the important additional question of 
who has the right to specify what the themes should be. 


It think it is essential to distinguish between government inthe 
abstract and the national interest in this particular case. First, 
governments obviously change. Second, the expertise of the 
research community and of the granting Councils is an 
extremely important factor in determining what the national 
interest goals for research might be. On who has the right to 
specify the themes, | think it extremely important that, for our 
Council, at least, the Social Science Federation of Canada and 
the Canadian Federation for the Humanities have a major input 
into decisions and that the significance of this colloquium 
for instance not be underestimated in the consultation 
process. 


This brings me to the question of how our Council has iden- 
tified national themes hitherto. The initial consultation proc- 
ess took place in February 1979,,when all universities were 
written to. Not as many replied as we would have liked, but the 
initial scan was presented to our Academic Panel and Council. 
They selected four of the numerous themes suggested as 
deserving further study in workshops. These were: the family 
and socialization of the child; literacy and language in 
Canada; relations among the Canadian communities, and, 
perhaps the most successful one to date, science, technology 
and human values. Of course this is only part of the initial scan 
of possible areas or themes in the national interest. It’s not for 
us to tell you, it’s for you and the academic community to tell 
our Council what the fruitful areas would be. Some of the other 
themes that are being considered include Canadian studies. 
One important aspect of the area for the humanities is English 
Canadian Literature, another is French Canadian Literature. 
There is also the whole problem of Canadian history, which is 
of current concern to many historians across the country. And 
there is the important complex of women’s studies and the 
potential new domain of business administration or public 
administration. 


| should also emphasize that when a workshop has been held 
in one part of the country on one of the subjects that our 
Council has indicated are of some potential interest, this does 
not mean that one single group then has a monopoly over the 
kind of research content or the kind of area or theme in the 
national interest which our Council might later adopt. Nothing 
stops another group taking the same subject, approaching it 
differently. 


From our Council’s point of view the resulting polemic can be 
quite significant and fruitful in our approach to strategic 
grants. In a word, you tell us, don’t let us tell you. Active 
involvement of the research community in establishing the 
new themes and areas would be particularly welcome to our 
Council.

Changes in international programs 
of the SSHRC 


Last year the Council published the brochure /nternational 
Scholarly Exchange Programs 1980-81. Since then there have 
been certain changes to some of these programs. 


e Following the decision of the federal government, a one- 
year moratorium has affected official academic exchanges 
with the Soviet Union. It is planned that the exchanges will 
resume in 1981, with candidates who were to be nominated 
during 1980 receiving priority in 1981. 


e A new program is being established to enable Canadian 
universities to invite eminent scholars from abroad to 
spend up to four months in a Canadian university. 


@ The Council's exchange with the Japan Society for the 
Promotion of Science has been expanded. 


e Applicants for joint seminars under the program of grants 
to facilitate international collaboration in research may 
now request up to $500 for the circulation of the results of 
their meeting. 


e Over the course of the coming year the Council will 
gradually withdraw from the administration of the 
programs established and funded by the Department of 
External Affairs. Another organization, as yet undetermin- 
ed, will assume responsibility for the administration of 
these programs. 


The Council will distribute an information sheet with fuller 
details of these changes during the summer. Prospective 
applicants in universities should ask for this information from 
their university office of research administration or from the 
Council’s Office of International Relations. 


New links with Chinese scholars

During September and October 1979, | undertook an 
extensive visit to the People’s Republic of China to investigate 
recent developments in the field of the humanities and the 
social sciences as well as the institutional structure of 
research in the Chinese Academy of the Social Sciences anda 
number of China’s major comprehensive universities. 


At the December 1979 meeting of the Council, following 
discussion of the report of my visit, it was agreed that the 
Office of International Relations should pursue discussions 
with the Chinese Academy with a view to reaching an 
agreement on a program of scholarly exchanges starting in 
1981. At its March 1980 meeting, the Council accepted the 
invitation of the Chinese Academy to send a delegation to 
China later this year to hold further discussions to promote the 
development of scholarly relations between the two 
organizations. This invitation was a follow-up to preliminary 
talks which | had had with a senior representative of the 
Academy and other Chinese officials during my visit last fall. 
On the Canadian side, early this year the Office of 
International Relations convened a Special Advisory Commit- 
tee on Scholarly Relations with the People’s Republic of China 
to enable Canadian scholars to advise the Council on the 
further development of scholarly relations between the 
Chinese Academy and the SSHRC. This committee, under the 
chairmanship of Professor Jean Jones of McMaster University 
and a member of the Council, is composed of leading 
Canadian sinologists and other interested scholars. 


The Chinese Academy of Social Sciences was established in 
1977 as an independent organization to coordinate research 
in China in the social sciences and humanities. This initiative 
gives China’s social scientists both greater prestige and 
greater independence that at any time since the establishment 
of the People’s Republic in 1949. 


The Academy has a Scientific Research Planning Bureau, 
staffed by scholars, with specific responsibility in the planning 
and conduct of research. In addition, there is an Agency for 
Coordinating the Research Program of Institutes, which is 
also staffed by established scholars and researchers. 


Scholarly input is particularly strong at the level of the 
Research Institutes. The Academy currently has a staff of 
some 1,500 researchers, including many of China’s outstand- 
ing social scientists and humanists, working in the 21 separate 
Research Institutes under its direction. The institutes, which 
have their own Academic Councils, play a crucial role in 
carrying out advanced research in the social sciences and 
humanities. 


With government support, the Academy is drawing up long- 
term plans, paralleling those for the “Four Modernizations” 
(agriculture, industry, national defence, science and tech- 
nology) for the development of the social sciences by 1985. In 
March 1978, the Academy convened a national meeting of 
scholars and workers in the field to begin drawing up detailed 
research plans for future development. Official support is 
being provided to the Academy, especially those institutes 
engaged in policy-oriented research, in the fields of 
economics, law, world politics and ethnology. 


China is now actively seeking contacts with foreign scholars 
and wishes to exploit the achievements of foreign scholarship. 
The sending abroad of Chinese students and junior scholars, 
the increasing presence of Chinese scholars at international 
symposia, the invitations to foreign scholars to lecture at 
Chinese universities, the signing of major cultural and 
educational agreements with a number of Western countries 
and Japan all attest to this renewed interest. 


The Academy’s leaders have stressed that itis keen to develop 
close links with the scholars of countries such as the United 
States, Britain, Germany, France and Canada. Since its recent 
establishment, the Academy has signed agreements with 
Britain, France, Italy, Yugoslavia, Germany and a number of 
other countries. It plans to increase the number of agreements 
wherever there is mutual interest in fostering scholarly 
relations between Chinese and foreign scholars. 


Needs of scholars at small universities 


In Charlottetown on March 19 and 20, the University of Prince 
Edward Island sponsored a lecture/discussion meeting on the 
needs of scholars at small universities led by Edward Sheffield, 
chairman of the SSHRC Consultative Group which produced 
a report on the subject in 1977. Dr. Sheffield was formerly a 
member of the Higher Education Group, Ontario Institute for 
Studies in Education. Ronald Baker, former president of the 
University of Prince Edward Island, and for many years 
member of the Canada Council, chaired the meeting. Jean 
Lengellé, Director of the Council's Negotiated Grants 
Division, attended the meeting on behalf of the Council. 
Lengellé, along with Maureen Woodrow of the Planning and 
Evaluation Division, are working out a program to assist 
scholarly development in isolated universities. The sessions 
provided a useful sounding out of people’s needs, Lengellé 
reports, and will be followed by other consultations during the 
summer. He and Maureen Woodrow will be asking members of 
the university community to give their views, and will be 
visiting a substantial number of small universities during the 
course of their survey. 


Strategic grants program guidelines, 1980-81 


1. Population aging 

The Council approved at its March 27, 28 meeting a revised set 
of guidelines for grants in population aging under its Strategic 
Grants program. The guidelines emphasize that the grants 
cover research concerned with the problem of the structure of 
an aging society, as well as research on the understanding of 
social factors affecting individual adjustment to aging. The 
Council encourages research in both the micro and macro 
aspects of an aging society and it is hoped that not only social 
scientists, but also humanists, using an approach to the 
subject through critical studies in various fields, will take 
advantage of these programs. The Council will accept 
research projects on the population aging topic within the 
fields and disciplines it normally supports, as outlined in its 
Grants Programs brochure. 


Applications should be addressed to the Strategic Grants 
Division of the Council. Following are the types of grants 
offered, with competition closing dates, where applicable 
(Copies of the guidelines may be obtained from the Council 

Secretariat or the Information Division, Box 1610, Ottawa 

K1P 6G4). 

1) Special Research Grants: deadline for receipt of applica- 
tions — June 1, 1980. 

2) Postdoctoral Fellowships: October 1, 1980. 

3) Reorientation Grants: September 1, 1980. 

4) Research Workshops: May 31 for Council decision in 
December; July 31 for Council decision in March; 
November 30 for Council decision in June. 

5) Institutional Grants (grants to existing research centres, or 
grants for the development of research centres): no 
deadline, but applicants should allow a minimum of six 
months for processing an application. 

6) Research Initiatives. Applications will be accepted for work 

on any aspect of population aging which does not fit within 

the provisions of the preceding programs but which fall 
within the terms of reference of the Council. Letters of 
application should be addressed to the Strategic Grants 

Division. 

Research Tools and Facilities. In light of the need to 

establish basic research resources, the Council will 

consider proposals for development of research tools and 
facilities — such as bibliographies, concordances, library 
resources and publication of conference proceedings. 

Detailed guidelines have not been established, but 

interested applicants may address letters of proposal to the 

Strategic Grants Division of the Council. 
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2. Research resources 

Guidelines issued in February 1979 for the Research 
Resources program under the Council's program of research 
in areas of national concern (Strategic Grants) have now been 
revised. Following are highlights from the new guidelines. 
Detailed information and application forms are available from 
the Council Secretariat. 


The Research Resources program for Canadian university 
libraries offers two forms of assistance: a) to buy material 
related to an existing specialized collection of national 
significance, and b) to buy a highly desirable book or books 
for which no library funds have been budgeted — and in 
circumstances described in the guidelines as constituting a 
“fleeting opportunity” to acquire the item. Both types of 
purchases should be related to a collection of national 
significance which would firmly establish the reputation of the 
collection. 


a) Strengthening of Specialized Collections. The purpose of 
this program is to strengthen specialized collections of 
national significance. The Council interprets “national” to 


mean collections which are indispensable resources for 
research scholars and students all across Canada. Purchase 
of current library materials or general Canadiana collections 
will not be supported, though the Council will consider 
applications for the strengthening of special areas within 
Canadiana collections which have national or regional 
importance. Requests are to be for purchase of books, not 
manuscripts, archival material or microtexts of archival 
material. The maximum for which an institution may apply is 
$40,000, the minimum $2,500. 


b) Fleeting Opportunities Program. The guidelines interpret 
material of “national” significance as in program a) above. 
Requests are to be for purchase of books, not manuscripts, 
archival material or microtexts of archival material. As in 
program a), grants are not to be used to buy current library 
materials; these are the responsibility of the library. The 
material to be purchased must be offered privately or through 
a public auction with a specific date and a published 
suggested price list, the Council's contribution to betied to the 
median of the estimated price range. It is essential that the 
material be offered for a limited time only. The maximum for 
which a institution may apply is $10,000, the minimum $1,000. 
The value of the requests must be matched dollar for dollar 
with funding from the institution. 


Conference reports 


Four interesting reports that have come to the Council 
recently from conferences funded under the Research 
Communications program cover widely ranging issues 
such as women’s rights, the role of sport psychologists, 
macromarketing and Canada-European relations. 


Women’s issues are discussed in the report of the Second 
Annual General Meeting of the Ottawa-based Canadian 
Research Institute for the Advancement of Women, held in 
Quebec City in November 1978. The conference topic was 
“Women’s Health — Physical, Emotional and Social.” (CRIAW 
met again at the University of Alberta in November 1979, with 
funding assistance from the SSHRC.) The proceedings of the 
1978 conference are published in the Spring 1979 number of 
Atlantis, a twice-yearly women’s studies journal published at 
Acadia University, Wolfville, Nova Scotia. The 29 papers in the 
book, all by specialists in their field (including medical 
doctors, psychologists, sociologists, a pharmacologist, a 
nurse, and community and women’s rights leaders) cover 
subjects such as pensions and poverty — the health of elderly 
women, the drugless approach to prevention and treatment; 
feminist services and research mental health collectives; the 
evolution of a native women’s movement; women and mental 
illness, and women living in isolated areas. 


The recently published book Coach, Athlete and the Sport 
Psychologist, by Peter Klavora and Juri V. Daniel, grew out of 
the Applied Sciences Symposium of the 1978 Congress of the 
Canadian Society for Psychomotor Learning and Sport 
Psychology. The goal of the symposium was to bridge the gap 
between the sport scientist and the sport practitioner. A 
quote in the book from track medallist Bruce Kidd shows the 
practical-scientific focus of the proceedings: “I have a highly 
developed sense of competitiveness. On the one hand it 
helped me enormously as an athlete, but until | learned — 
painfully and still incompletely — to keep it under control in 
other situations, it made it difficult, if not impossible, to 
function completely or to provide emotional support for 
friends and loved ones. | have now come to realize that 
athletes do not have to have the ‘killer instinct’ to be 
successful. Psychologists could help us become more 
civilized human beings.” The book is available from the 
University of Toronto School of Physical and Health 
Education. 


Macromarketing: A Canadian Perspective, published in 1980, 
is the proceedings of the Third Triennial Marketing Workshop 
held at York University in 1979. Topics included the marketing 
of contemporary art in Canada, the marketing aspects of 
Canadian merger policy, public policy aspects of electronic 
funds transfer in Quebec, the law and Canadian consumers, 
and consumer energy consumption and _ conservation 
research. There are 14 scholarly papers (318 pages) in the 
book, which is available from the American Marketing 
Association (222 South Riverside Plaza, Chicago 60606). 


As political science professor Marie Fleming of the University 
of Western Ontario explains in her editor’s introduction to the 
proceedings of the first European Politics Group workshop in 
Ottawa in December 1978, the group was established to help 
bridge the enormous geographical distances in Canada for 
political scientists working in the specialized field of Canada- 
European relations, and to help increase communication 
among them. It was also intended to encourage the 
participation of disciplines other than political science whose 
focus is on Western European studies. The format of this 
report follows that of the conference: papers are presented by 
scholars, followed by critical commentary by colleagues. In 
briefing sessions, conference participants were also given the 
opportunity to hear the views of government policy-makers in 
the field, presented by members of Parliament, and 
representatives of the Department of External Affairs and 
Industry, Trade and Commerce. The nature of the links 
between Canada and the European Community were 
examined in sessions with local E.C. Commission repre- 
sentatives. The 313-page workshop report is available in 
university libraries or through interlibrary loan (The European 
Community and Canada — E.C. Relations, Marie Fleming, ed., 
European Politics Group, 1979.). 


Council awards first grants 
on population aging 


On February 18 the Council announced its first grants in the 
field of population aging under its program of support to 
research in areas of national concern. Grants totalled 
$1,016,776 ($848,644 from the 1979-80 budget; $168,132 from 
the approved 1980-81 budget). Awards included individual 
research grants, postdoctoral fellowships; reorientation 
grants, and a workshop grant to an institution. The full 
communiqué, with lists of names, titles of projects and 
amounts awarded is available from the Council's Information 
Division. 


Doctoral fellowship survey 


The Planning and Evaluation Division of the SSHRC is 
conducting a survey of Canada Council doctoral fellowship 
holders who obtained their first PhD fellowships in 1972, 1973 
or 1974. The survey will ask about the fellows’ experience in 
looking for work, their aspirations and the education the 
Council helped support. A similar survey, conducted in 1973, 
revealed that of a group that received their fellowships in the 
60s, most completed their PhDs and were employed at jobs 
related to research or at universities. It is suspected that the 
situation today may be different. As the purpose of the 
fellowships program is to help develop highly qualified 
researchers in Canada, the SSHRC is attempting to discover 
how well the program is meeting this objective. 


Recipients of PhD fellowships in 1972, 1973 or 1974 who have 
not already done so are urged to get in touch with the 
Council’s Planning and Evaluation Division as soon as 
possible.

Jean Van Loon joins staff of CRTC 


The Council regrets to announce the departure of Jean Van 
Loon, who has been chief of Programs in the Office of 
International Relations, to joint the staff of the Canadian 
Radio-Television and Telecommunications Commission, 
effective April 14. Jean Van Loon has become well known to 
many people in the research community across Canada and 
abroad since she joined the Canada Council’s Research 
Grants staff in 1974. Her wide experience and understanding 
of Council work and of the needs of researchers in the social 
sciences and humanities fields will be sorely missed by 
colleagues and members of Council alike. She is a graduate of 
Carleton University (BA 1965) and Queen’s (MA 1969), and 
had been with the Office of International Relations since June 
1978. 


New doctoral completion 
program in administrative studies 


The Council approved at its March 27, 28 meeting a program 
of Doctoral Completion Grants for university staff in 
administrative studies. At least 20 awards will be available for 
1980-81, with tenure beginning in the fall of 1980, and 
applications will be adjudicated competitively. Awards are 
valued at $12,000 for a full year, plus costs of tuition fees and 
travel for the award holders and dependents. The terms and 
conditions of this program are still under consideration, but 
for 1980-81, on atrial basis, they will be generally similar to the 

SSHRC Doctoral Fellowships program, with the following 

additional features: 

e only faculty from departments of administrative studies, 
business administration, commerce, management or 
public administration are eligible; 

® applicants must have held a full-time position in the 
faculty/department for two years and be assured of areturn 
to a full-time appointment on completion of their degree; 

e the competition is open to eligible faculty regardless of 
whether or not they have completed their doctoral course 
work; 

e applicants must be nominated by the dean, director or 
chairman of their faculty/department; 

e awards tenable in 1980-81 are normally renewable for one 
year. 


The special competition for 1980-81 will be adjudicated by an 
ad hoc committee of the Council. Nominations for these 
grants should be sent to the Fellowships Division of the 
Council.

University of Quebec and SSHRC 
exchange visits 


On January 22, 1980, senior officials of the University of 
Quebec, rectors of its four member universities, and directors 
of its constitutent institutes and schools met with SSHRC 
officers and program directors in Ottawa. 


The purpose of the visit was to inform Council staff about the 
structure and general setup of this large and complex 
university network and the focus of research in each of the 
member institutions, in order to help staff get aclearer picture 
of the type of SSHRC research assistance best suited to 
particular needs. The university staff presentations, with 
charts showing objectives, sources of funding, etc., helped 
clarify the extremely varied programs of this university, which 
pursues different objectives in each of the different regions. 
The University of Quebec at Chicoutimi, for example, focuses 
its research effort on the “Moyen-Nord” region, with emphasis 
on mineral resource development, atmospheric and climat- 
ology research, fisheries productivity in the Lac St-Jean, 
Saguenay and St. Lawrence waters, and the socioeconomic 
aspects of regional development. 


On March 6, SSHRC president André Fortier, executive 
director John Nicholson, and a group of program directors, 
paid a reciprocal visit to the head office of the university at 
Sainte-Foy, and met with senior university officials and with 
the vice-deans of research of each of the member institutions. 
They discussed Council programs and the ways in which they 
can best serve the university's research requirements and 
expectations. 


Negotiated Grants program workshops 


The Council agreed in March 1979 that it would set up 
procedures on an experimental two-year basis to permit 
potential applicants to the Negotiated Grants program to 
benefit from consultation with distinguished scholars at the 
formative stage of their proposals. Paramount to the Council’s 
decision was the desire not only to improve the quality of grant 
applications but also to encourage exchange among scholars. 
Three such workshop-consultations have been held over the 
past year, with some success, and the Council has given the 
go-ahead for more in 1980-81. Potential applicants to the 
Negotiated Grants program may request a_ scholarly 
workshop-consultation after they submit their letter of intent 
to the Council. Costs of the workshops are shared with the 
university.

Humanities and Social Sciences Research in 
Jeopardy? 


André Fortier, president of the SSHRC, speaking at the annual 
meeting of the Canadian Association of Graduate Schools 
(CAGS) in Ottawa in November, outlined the Council’s 
progress toward meeting its first-year goals as set out in its 
five-year plan in 1979, but expressed considerable concern 
for the future. 


On the positive side he mentioned, in particular, the new pro- 
grams the Council has introduced. These have included the 
Strategic Grants program for research and for reorientation of 
scholars in the field of population aging, support for the 
extension of research resources and additional support for the 
Dictionary of Canadian Biography; Postdoctoral Fellowships 
(awarded both under the general fellowships program and 
also under Strategic Grants); Doctoral Completion 
Fellowships for faculty in management studies; increased 
support for international travel to scholarly meetings, for 
participation in joint international research and for Canadians 
invited to lecture abroad; and a research time stipend, which 
allows scholars time off from teaching and administrative 
duties to carry out specific research projects. 


In the consultative group area, Mr. Fortier mentioned the 
release of the report of the consultative group on scholarly 
publishing, and the formation of anew consultative group on 
research and education in law. 


- But for all these advances, Mr. Fortier said, “many unknowns 


and dangers continue to bedevil research and scholarship in 
the humanities and social sciences.” 


First, and most obvious, he cited the continuing negative 
reaction and pessimism of a large number of scholars and 
their representative bodies toa strategy (as outlined inthe five- 
year plan) that is, admittedly, new, but which still leaves room 
for all within the Council’s program structure. This pessimism, 
Mr. Fortier acknowledged, stems from honest intentions anda 
commendable idealism, which expects society to appreciate 
pure and independent research (and its implications for the 
study and nurture of human values) to the extent that it will 
foot the bill unconditionally. Such an implied appreciation of 


human values, of course, cannot be accepted as a given, Mr. 


Fortier said. Values are transmitted and cultivated by those 
schooled in them. He called on the collective wisdom of 
humanists, in particular, to initiate “a more positive dialogue.” 
He feels that the future of research depends to a great extent 
on the fostering of such dialogue, on creating deeper 


understanding between the humanists of the world and 


society. 


Mr. Fortier’s second concern is about how far the collective 
will of government will go in accelerating overall growth in 
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research and development. In view of the large number of 
economic problems Canada is now facing, governments are 
hard put to maintain their long-term objectives, such as the 
announced target of 1.5 per cent of the Gross National 
Product by 1985 for R&D. “Thus far, it seems that the target 
will neither be abandoned or lowered,” he observed, “as the 
Hon. John Roberts reaffirmed in the House of Commons on 
October 31.” What will be the effect on the growth plans of the 
three research councils? “No one knows yet,” Mr. Fortier said, 
“but | imagine it is not going to be easy for the government, or 
for the councils, to maintain the full thrust and intent of their 
respective plans.” 


Narrowing his focus from the encouragement of research in 
general to that of the humanities and social sciences in 
particular, Mr. Fortier repeated his oft-expressed concern 
that the government's statements about R&D are directed 
mainly toward science and technology. “The social sciences, 
and more so the humanities, are simply bypassed,” he said, “to 
the benefit of our sister sciences.” But he also voiced a fear 
that in some academic circles the same view obtains. He cited 
his appearances as an advocate on behalf of the humanities 
and social sciences before various academic groups. “Each 
time | received a great deal of sympathy but little support.” He 
added that his remarks were not meant as criticism but merely 
to make the point strongly, once again. Because, he 
concluded, he has no intention of bowing down to a despair 
that presupposes our society and our leaders will not one day 
acknowledge the importance of research in the human 
sciences. 


“The time has come, | think, for the government to say clearly 
what importance it attributes to the human sciences in the 
realm of research. But the time has also come for academic 
leaders — university presidents, deans of graduate schools, 
university vice-presidents or directors of research — to take a 
stand and indicate what importance they themselves attach to 
the human sciences in research and scholarship. 
Researchers, too, must speak up and say what exactly they 
expect from government and from their universities, and how 
they intend to make their own existence and contribution felt 
and appreciated by the general public. In my view, only this 
kind of active involvement can ensure our building a Canada 
that is economically, socially and culturally independent.”

Council Visit to Alberta Provides Forum for 
information Exchange 

Meetings in Alberta on October 23 and 24 between the 
SSHRC and university and provincial government officials 


provoked a warm exchange of information which cleared up 
many points of confusion about Council programs and 
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The purpose of the stipend, which provides salary 
replacement for a research grant holder, is to enable scholars 
to devote a greater portion of their time to carrying out a 
specific research project by releasing them from their normal 
teaching and administrative duties. 


The stipend request must be related to a clearly defined 
research proposal, and be shown to be a necessary part of the 
proposed project. The stipend request will be assessed along 
with the project itself according to the usual procedures of the 
Research Grants program. 


The Council will accept requests up to a maximum of eight 
months of full salary replacement per year, on the 
understanding that a four-month period is normally available 
to faculty of universities or other post-secondary institutions 
for research. The total amount of research time which may be 
received under the stipend program may not, however, exceed 
12 months within a three-year period. 


A document detailing these regulations and new grant 
application forms have been prepared and are available at 
university offices of research administration or from the 
Research Grants Division of the SSHRC. 


Grants to Canadian Scholars to 
Lecture Abroad 


In line with the objective stated in the SSHRC’s five-year plan 
of “attaining international recognition for Canadian scholar- 
ship,” a program of travel assistance has been established in 
the Council’s Office of International Relations for Canadian 
scholars invited to lecture abroad. 


The competition is open to Canadian citizens who hold full- 
time faculty appointments at a Canadian university and who 
have received an invitation from at least one foreign university 
or other institution of higher learning to give a series of 
lectures and seminars. 


Applications will be assessed by a committee of scholars 
which will meet once a year. The requests will be judged onthe 
likely impact of the proposed lecture series on enhancing 
international recognition of Canadian scholarship and on 
diversifying contacts between Canadian and foreign scholarly 
communities. Other things being equal, preference will be 
given to invitations from countries with which scholarly 
contacts are difficult because of language or cultural 
differences, distance or other barriers. 


Grants will cover up to return economy air fare. The inviting 
institution is expected to cover accommodation and expenses 
as well as any honorarium which may be offered. 


For visits during the academic year 1981-82, the closing date 
for applications will be May 1, 1981, with decisions to be 
announced in June. For subsequent years, the dates will be 
October 1 and January, respectively. 


Application forms will be available soon from the candidate’s 
university grants administration office or from the Council’s 
Office of International Relations. 


World University Service Takes Over Govern- 
ment of Canada Awards Program 


The Government of Canada Awards program for foreign 
nationals wishing to study in Canada and the Government of 
Manitoba scholarships, formerly administered by the SSHRC 
on behalf of the Department of External Affairs and the 
Government of Manitoba, have now passed to the World 
University Service of Canada (WUSC). The contract between 


External Affairs and WUSC was signed on December 5. 
The Council’s previous commitments under this program 
continue to March 31, 1981.

Assistance to International Conferences 
Held in Canada 


At its December 1980 meeting the Council approved 
establishment of a program of grants to conferences of major 
international scholarly organizations when these are held in 
Canada. (The Council already makes individual travel grants 
available to Canadian scholars representing their learned 
societies at such congresses held abroad.) 


There will be one competition a year with a deadline of July 1. 
Results will be announced in the fall. 


Applicants must be Canadian citizens officially sponsored 
by a recognized international scholarly organization whose 
principal objective is the furtherance of advanced research in 
the humanities and social sciences. Grants may be used to 
meet travel and subsistence costs of participants as well as 
organizational and administrative expenses of the confer- 
ence.

Consultative Group on Research and 
Education in Law Formulates Issues 


The Council’s Consultative Group on Research and 
Education in Law, which has held four meetings since its 
announced formation last fall, has defined its terms of 
reference and formulated the central issues to be addressed. 


In a memorandum to the December 18, 19 meeting of the 
Council, the group describes the overall goal of the study as 
focussing on “the present state and major needs of legal 
research in Canada, treating education as the context in which 
the research is situated.” 


The members have so far been concerned mainly with the 
development of a program of research, according to John 
McKennirey, research director and executive secretary of the 
consultative group. Plans are under way for major surveys of 
Canadian deans of law, professors of law, and of Canadian 
legal publications. Analyses will also be made of current 
curricula and curricula policies, and of existing reports on 
legal education in the various provinces. 


In its memorandum to the Council, the group points out that 
some aspects of legal education — such as curriculum and 
teaching methods — have been studied frequently and 
exhaustively, responding to local circumstances and con- 
cerns. Other aspects of legal education — such as bar 
admission, public education in law, and continuing education 
of the profession — are under active review as well. 


The group has therefore decided that the special focus of its 
study should be legal scholarship in the broad sense — 
including some aspects of study at the undergraduate and 
graduate level — and legal research and publishing. “This 
field has been seriously neglected,” the memorandum states, 
“and is in urgent need of an examination leading to practical 
recommendations.” 


Under the heading “Context/Education” in its list of issues to 
be addressed, the consultative group has identified subjects 
for investigation such as: an analysis of law faculties and 
graduate students in law, resource allocation within the 
faculties; preparation for professional practice; and law 
faculties’ responsibility for other aspects of legal education, 
including admission to the bar. 


Under “Focus/Research”, the group envisages: 1) an 
inventory of legal research, including a profile of academic 
legal researchers in Canada, sources of funding, etc; 2) an 
assessment of legal research and scholarship (an examination 
of the adequacy of resources, law as an academic discipline, 
and strategic areas for Canadian legal research), 3) a 
diagnosis of the formative influences on legal research and 
scholarship, which will include the impact of education (as 
reviewed in the earlier section of the study) and other 
formative influences of, for example, law reform commissions, 
government departments and other contractors for research 
in law; and, finally, 4) recommendations.

Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship for 1981 
Goes to Phillip Buckner 


The recipient of the 1981 Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship 
is University of New Brunswick history professor Phillip A. 
Buckner, the SSHRC announced on January 19. 


The Léger Fellowship was established by the Government of 
Canada in honour of the Rt. Hon. Jules Léger and Madame 
Léger in recognition of their service to the people of Canada 
during their vice-regal term. It is administered by the Council 
and is awarded annually to an outstanding Canadian scholar 
to study “the history, the role and the function of the Crown 
and of the Governor General in a parliamentary democracy.” 
The fellowship carries with it a basic award of $20,000 plus up 
to $5,000 for research and travel expenses. 


Phillip Buckner, for the past 10 years editor of the 
distinguished Canadian scholarly journal Acadiensis, and a 
specialist in pre-Confederation Canadian history, a period 
about which he has written extensively, will use his fellowship 
to prepare a full-length biography of Sir John Harvey, who 
served in the British North American colonies, starting in 1812 
as Deputy Adjutant General of Upper Canada, then as 
lieutenant governor of Prince Edward Island (1836-37), New 
Brunswick (1837-41), Newfoundland (1841-46) and Nova 
Scotia (1846-52). Harvey’s long service in the colonies, 
through turbulent times which saw the transfer from pre- 
responsible to responsible government, placed him at centre 
stage in this period of our constitutional history. His contribu- 
tion, which Buckner has detailed in his essay on Harvey for the 
Dictionary of Canadian Biography, can be seen as pivotal in 
the evolution of the office of governor, not only within Canada 
but also elsewhere in the British Empire-Commonwealth. 


Professor Buckner is a native of Toronto and a graduate in 
history of the University of Toronto (BA) and the University of 
London (PhD). Among his writings in Canadian history, 
published or in press (and in addition to his article on Sir John 
Harvey), are 22 biographies and an article on the Colonial 
Office and Canada for the Dictionary of Canadian Biography. 
He is also co-editor, with David Bercuson, of Eastern and 
Western Perspectives: Papers from the 1978 Joint Atlantic 
Canada/Western Canadian Studies Conference, published by 
the University of Toronto Press. 


Last year’s fellowship recipient, Dr. James A. Gibson, 
president emeritus of Brock University, received his award at 
the June meeting of the SSHRC at a luncheon hosted by the 
Council and attended by the late Rt. Hon. Jules Léger and 
Madame Léger, the Hon. Francis Fox, Secretary of State and 
Minister of Communications, and invited friends of Dr. and 
Mrs. Gibson. 


The Council announces that the deadline for applications for 
the 1982 fellowship is October 1, 1981, with announcement in 
December. 


Rt. Hon. Jules Léger 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
deeply regrets the death on November 22, in Ottawa, of the 
Rt. Hon. Jules Léger, former Governor General of Canada, in 
whose name the Council's first prestige award for scholars in 


the humanities and social sciences was established — The 
Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship. \|In creating the 
fellowship, which was presented by the government as a 
farewell gift to their Excellencies at a dinner in Ottawa on 
January 18, 1979, Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau spoke of “the 
great debt of gratitude” owed to the Légers by the people of 
Canada for their contribution to a heightened understanding 
of the role and function of the vice-regal office. That 
contribution continued within our Council, for Mr. Léger took 
a keen and personal interest in the work of the fellowship 
selection committee.

Social Sciences Research Register 
Funded by Council 


The SSHRC has awarded grants totalling $236,447 to the 
Social Science Computing Laboratory of the University of 
Western Ontario for a two-year pilot project to produce a 
bilingual Canadian register of research and researchers in the 
social sciences. Project director is Professor Edward H. Hanis. 


The register, which goes by the acronym of SocScan, is a 
machine-readable social science information system. Raw 
material for the system comes from a questionnaire 
completed by individual Canadian social scientists. The 
questionnaire seeks information about the researchers in four 
principal categories: (1) biography (name, address, creden- 
tials, status); (2) current research (titles and description of 
research projects); (3) publications (citations for at least three 
recent publications); (4) current areas of professional 
expertise and specialization. 


As Council executive director John Nicholson points out, this 
grant is one of several new initiatives for the Council. It is not 
support of research per se, but it is in line with the objectives 
stated in the Council’s five-year plan to support research tools 
and instruments, and with recommendations of consultative 
groups on university research libraries and archives to 
support research resources. The Council is also pleased with 
the bilingual capacity of the project, said Dr. Nicholson. The 
goal of SocScan is to expand coverage to all estimated 12,000 
social scientists in Canada by April 1982, to produce a 
hardcover reference document, and to extend the data bank 
to the humanities in the future. 


The project will be assessed by the Council at the end of the 
pilot phase. 


Conferences — A New Look at Native Cultures 


Ethnohistory — a relatively new but already widely accepted 
academic discipline which combines the studies of history, 
anthropology, archaeology and other related disciplines — 
was the banner under which an important conference was 
convened Oct. 30 - Nov. 1 at Wilfrid Laurier University, 
Waterloo, Ontario. The conference received financial 
assistance from the SSHRC under its Conference Grants 
program. 


The purpose of the conference, under the co-chairmanship of 
Laird Christie of the Department of Sociology and 
Anthropology and Barry Gough of the Department of History 
at Wilfrid Laurier University, was to bring together for the 
exchange of ideas scholars with interests in ethnohistory and 
ethnology. The organizers write: “Before 1945, it is fair to say, 
the study of native cultures in North America was almost 
wholly the province of anthropologists and archaeologists. 
Scholars gave scant attention to the Indians except as 
background to the processes of white settlement and 
industrialization. Since that time, however, partly out of 
political necessity to solve native land claims and partly 
because of a growing awareness by North Americans, both 
native and non-native, of the importance of native cultures in 
the development of Canada and the United States, scholars 
have undertaken a new brand of inquiry generally known as 
ethnohistory.” 


A number of conference participants touched on the 
importance of understanding native cultures and history in 
order to arrive at a correct interpretation of, for example, the 
process of treaty-making — which is of striking importance 


today as native peoples challenge constitutional issues and 
take their claims before the courts. 


The papers presented at the conference, by some dozen 
leading scholars in Canada and the United States, covered a 
wide range geographically — from southern and eastern 
Canada and the United States to the subarctic. Subjects 
ranged from Micmac demography and the Mississauga land 
cessions to the ethnohistory of Parry Island, Northwest 
Territories. Conference proceedings will be published.

First Collective Agreement 

The Council and the Public Service Alliance of Canada on 
December 12 signed a collective agreement on behalf of 
Council employees in the Administrative and Foreign Service 
category. It is the Council’s first such contract since it was 
established in 1978. 


The two-year contract, retroactive to April 1, 1980, covers the 
period to March 31, 1982. The employees concerned are 
involved in administration, finance, information, fellowships 
and research grants programs. Annual leave, maternity leave, 
overtime, and travel time are the principal fringe benefits 
covered by the agreement. Approved salary increments are an 
average of 9.8 per cent for the first 13 months of the contract, 
from April 1, 1980, to April 30, 1981, and an average of 8.7 per 
cent for the 11 remaining months, ending March 31, 1982. 
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Humanities and Social Sciences Research in 
Jeopardy? 


André Fortier, president of the SSHRC, speaking at the annual 
meeting of the Canadian Association of Graduate Schools 
(CAGS) in Ottawa in November, outlined the Council's 
progress toward meeting its first-year goals as set out in its 
five-year plan in 1979, but expressed considerable concern 
for the future. 


On the positive side he mentioned, in particular, the new pro- 
grams the Council has introduced. These have included the 
Strategic Grants program for research and for reorientation of 
scholars in the field of population aging, support for the 
extension of research resources and additional support for the 
Dictionary of Canadian Biography; Postdoctoral Fellowships 
(awarded both under the general fellowships program and 
also under Strategic Grants); Doctoral Completion 
Fellowships for faculty in management studies; increased 
support for international travel to scholarly meetings, for 
participation in joint international research and for Canadians 
invited to lecture abroad; and a research time stipend, which 
allows scholars time off from teaching and administrative 
duties to carry out specific research projects. 


In the consultative group area, Mr. Fortier mentioned the 
release of the report of the consultative group on scholarly 
publishing, and the formation of a new consultative group on 
research and education in law. 


But for all these advances, Mr. Fortier said, “many unknowns 
and dangers continue to bedevil research and scholarship in 
the humanities and social sciences.” 


First, and most obvious, he cited the continuing negative 
reaction and pessimism of a large number of scholars and 
their representative bodies to a strategy (as outlined in the five- 
year plan) that is, admittedly, new, but which still leaves room 
for all within the Council’s program structure. This pessimism, 
Mr. Fortier acknowledged, stems from honest intentions anda 
commendable idealism, which expects society to appreciate 
pure and independent research (and its implications for the 
study and nurture of human values) to the extent that it will 
foot the bill unconditionally. Such an implied appreciation of 
human values, of course, cannot be accepted as a given, Mr. 
Fortier said. Values are transmitted and cultivated by those 
schooled in them. He called on the collective wisdom of 
humanists, in particular, to initiate “a more positive dialogue.” 
He feels that the future of research depends to a great extent 
on the fostering of such dialogue, on creating deeper 
understanding between the humanists of the world and 
society. 


Mr. Fortier’s second concern is about how far the collective 
will of government will go in accelerating overall growth in 
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research and development. In view of the large number of 
economic problems Canada is now facing, governments are 
hard put to maintain their long-term objectives, such as the 
announced target of 1.5 per cent of the Gross National 
Product by 1985 for R&D. “Thus far, it seems that the target 
will neither be abandoned or lowered,” he observed, “as the 
Hon. John Roberts reaffirmed in the House of Commons on 
October 31.” What will be the effect on the growth plans of the 
three research councils? “No one knows yet,” Mr. Fortier said, 
“but | imagine it is not going to be easy for the government, or 
for the councils, to maintain the full thrust and intent of their 
respective plans.” 


Narrowing his focus from the encouragement of research in 
general to that of the humanities and sociai sciences in 
particular, Mr. Fortier repeated his oft-expressed concern 
that the government's statements about R&D are directed 
mainly toward science and technology. “The social sciences, 
and more so the humanities, are simply bypassed,” he said, “to 
the benefit of our sister sciences.” But he also voiced a fear 
that-in-some academic circles the same view obtains. He cited 


his Appearances as an advocate on behalf of the humanities 
p a 


“and social sciences before various academic groups. “Each 


time | reggien’e great deal of sympathy but little support.” He 
added “his remarks were not meant as criticism but merely 
\to make the point strongly, once again. Because, he 
concluded, he has no intention of bowing down to a despair 
that presupposes our society and our leaders will not one day 
acknowledge the importance of research in the human 


sciences. 


“The time has come, | think, for the government to say clearly 
what importance it attributes to the human sciences in the 
realm of research. But the time has also come for academic 
leaders — university presidents, deans of graduate schools, 
university vice-presidents or directors of research — to take a 
stand and indicate what importance they themselves attach to 
the human sciences in research and scholarship. 
Researchers, too, must speak up and say what exactly they 
expect from government and from their universities, and how 
they intend to make their own existence and contribution felt 
and appreciated by the general public. In my view, only this 
kind of active involvement can ensure our building a Canada 
that is economically, socially and culturally independent.”

Council Visit to Alberta Provides Forum for 
Information Exchange 

Meetings in ‘Alberta on October 23 and 24 between the 
SSHRC and university and provincial government officials 


provoked a warm exchange of information which cleared up 
many points of confusion about Council programs and 
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policies and provided Council members and staff with a better 
understanding of the particular problems of Alberta 
universities. Both sides had expressed concerns before the 
meetings about improving the participation and success rates 
of Alberta scholars in Council research programs. 


Meetings were held in Edmonton with administration heads 
and faculty of the University of Alberta and Athabasca 
University, and with the Minister and officials of the provincial 
Department of Advanced Education and Manpower. Sessions 
in Calgary brought together administrators and faculty of the 
Universities of Lethbridge and Calgary. 


In general, questions were raised by university participants 
about the administration of Council programs and what 
appeared to some applicants — and would-be applicants — to 
be cumbersome procedures. Council staff acknowledged 
these concerns and stated that efforts were being made to 
simplify procedures and to ensure that application forms 
would arrive at university research offices in time. 


The effect of the physical and psychological distance between 
the Alberta scholarly community and the Council office in 
Ottawa was offered as a partial explanation of researchers’ 
failure to take advantage of Council funding to the extent that 
perhaps they might. It was agreed that visits of Council staff to 
universities were vital means of lessening this communication 
gap, and it was hoped that visits could be maintained and even 
stepped up in the future. 


The Council's Strategic Grants program also sparked 
questions. There was confusion about the priorities of the 
Council for this program in relation to independent research, 
and about the ways in which Strategic Grants “themes” or 
subjects are chosen for funding. SSHRC representatives 
reiterated the Council's objectives as set out in the five-year 
plan, which give top priority to independent research. They 
explained the Canada-wide consultation process for selection 
of Strategic Grants themes, pointing out that scholars are 
invited to participate in this selection process by submitting 
suggestions and commenting on subjects put forward for 
discussion. Provincial officials stressed that although the 
criterion for a Strategic Grants theme was that it must be a 
subject in the “national” interest, it should also be possible to 
ensure that research subjects could address provincial and 
local interests as well. Issues such as the dramatic growth in 
urban communities and the relations between federal, 
provincial and municipal governments, for example, touch 
both national and local interests. 


A brief to the Council presented by the University of Alberta 
Faculty of Arts posed questions about ways in which the 
consequences of the university’s location could be minimized, 
the Council's setting of priorities and policies, the improve- 
ment of administrative procedures for applications and the 
timing of decisions, and the adjustment of funding levels to 
what it termed the “realities of life.” 


At the Council’s business meeting in Calgary on October 
25,members agreed that the Alberta visit had been invaluable 
in helping to improve communication and asked that there be 
one out-of-town visit per year in their regular schedule of 
meetings.

New SSHRC Scholarly Exchange Agreement 
with China 


in late 1980, André Fortier, president of the SSHRC, signed a 
memorandum of understanding with the People’s Republic of 
China that will permit scholarly exchanges with the Chinese 
Academy of Social Sciences. 


Under the agreement, each of the two parties will exchange 
scholars for up to 60 person-weeks a year to conduct research 
and to give lectures in humanities and social sciences 
disciplines. They will also exchange academic publications 
and research materials. 


In 1979 Mr. Fortier signed a similar agreement in Budapest 
with the Academy of Sciences of Hungary. The Council now 
has bilateral agreements with France, the Soviet Union and 
Japan, in addition to China and Hungary. 


The Canadian delegation to China in November, led by Mr. 
Fortier, was composed of Edwin Pulleyblank of Vancouver, 
Professor of Asian Studies, University of British Columbia, 
and Jerome Chen of Toronto, Professor of History, York 
University. 


The purpose of the exchanges, Mr. Fortier said, is “to establish 
closer ties with international scho'arly bodies, to learn from 
foreign experts in our fields, and to help make the work of 
Canadian scholars better known abroad.” 


Under the new agreement with China, the sending country will 
cover international travel expenses and the receiving country 
will defray domestic travel costs. The Canadian side will make 
available a per diem allowance to visiting Chinese scholars 
and Canadian scholars in China will have board and lodging 
provided. The receiving side will also bear the costs of 
necessary medical care. 


To launch the new program, the SSHRC will hold an 
informal competition this spring. Applications for visits in the 
1981-82 academic year should be submitted by March 1, 1981, 
and announcement of results will follow shortly thereafter. 
Applicants should use the Councils general bilateral 
exchange application form, marking “China” on the frontpage 
as the country of preference. 


For visits in the 1982-83 academic year, a formal competition 
will be held in the fall of 1981. Forms will be sent to all 
universities over the summer and the application deadline is 
October 1, 1981. Awards for this competition will be 
announced the following January, and the same procedure 
will be followed for subsequent years. 


Research Time Stipend 


Applications for the new Research Time Stipend under the 
Council's Research Grants program have been coming in ata 
brisk pace since the October competition closed, according to 
officers of the Division. About one-fifth of applicants have 
requested the stipend. 


The Research Time Stipend was introduced in August 1980 
and the first awards will be made starting April 1, 1981. The 
next deadline for applications for the stipend, under the 
Research Grants program, is May 15, 1981, for consideration 
at the December 1981 meeting of the Council. 


The purpose of the stipend, which provides salary 
replacement for a research grant holder, is to enable scholars 
to devote a greater portion of their time to carrying out a 
specific research project by releasing them from their normal 
teaching and administrative duties. 


The stipend request must be related to a clearly defined 
research proposal, and be shown to be a necessary part of the 
proposed project. The stipend request will be assessed along 
with the project itself according to the usual procedures of the 
Research Grants program. 


The Council will accept requests up to a maximum of eight 
months of full salary replacement per year, on the 
understanding that a four-month period is normaily available 
to faculty of universities or other post-secondary institutions 
for research. The total amount of research time which may be 
received under the stipend program may not, however, exceed 
12 months within a three-year period. 


A document detailing these regulations and new grant 
application forms have been prepared and are available at 
university offices of research administration or from the 
Research Grants Division of the SSHRC. 


Grants to Canadian Scholars to 
Lecture Abroad 


In line with the objective stated in the SSHRC'’s five-year plan 
of “attaining international recognition for Canadian scholar- 
ship,” a program of travel assistance has been established in 
the Council’s Office of International Relations for Canadian 
scholars invited to lecture abroad. 


The competition is open to Canadian citizens who hold full- 
time faculty appointments at a Canadian university and who 
have received an invitation from at least one foreign university 
or other institution of higher learning to give a series of 
lectures and seminars. 


Applications will be assessed by a committee of scholars 
which will meet once a year. The requests will be judged onthe 
likely impact of the proposed lecture series on enhancing 
international recognition of Canadian scholarship and on 
diversifying contacts between Canadian and foreign scholarly 
communities. Other things being equal, preference will be 
given to invitations from countries with which scholarly 
contacts are difficult because of language or cultural 
differences, distance or other barriers. 


Grants will cover up to return economy air fare. The inviting 
institution is expected to cover accommodation and expenses 
as well as any honorarium which may be offered. 


For visits during the academic year 1981-82, the closing date 
for applications will be May 1, 1981, with decisions to be 
announced in June. For subsequent years, the dates will be 
October 1 and January, respectively. 


Application forms will be available soon from the candidate’s 
university grants administration office or from the Council's 
Office of International Relations. 


World University Service Takes Over Govern- 
ment of Canada Awards Program 


The Government of Canada Awards program for foreign 
nationals wishing to study in Canada and the Government of 
Manitoba scholarships, formerly administered by the SSHRC 
on behalf of the Department of External Affairs and the 
Government of Manitoba, have now passed to the World 
University Service of Canada (WUSC). The contract between 


External Affairs and WUSC was signed on December 5. 
The Council’s previous commitments under this program 
continue to March 31, 1981. New queries should be addressed

Assistance to International Conferences 
Held in Canada 


At its December 1980 meeting the Council approved 
establishment of a program of grants to conferences of major 
international scholarly organizations when these are held in 
Canada. (The Council already makes individual travel grants 
available to Canadian scholars representing their learned 
societies at such congresses held abroad.) 


There will be one competition a year with a deadline of July 1. 
Results will be announced in the fall. 


Applicants must be Canadian citizens officially sponsored 
by a recognized international scholarly organization whose 
principal objective is the furtherance of advanced research in 
the humanities and social sciences. Grants may be used to 
meet travel and subsistence costs of participants as well as 
organizational and administrative expenses of the confer- 
ence. Write to the Office of International Relations. 


Consultative Group on Research and 
Education in Law Formulates Issues 


The Council's Consultative Group on Research and 
Education in Law, which has held four meetings since its 
announced formation last fall, has defined its terms of 
reference and formulated the central issues to be addressed. 


In a memorandum to the December 18, 19 meeting of the 
Council, the group describes the overall goal of the study as 
focussing on “the present state and major needs of legal 
research in Canada, treating education as the context in which 
the research is situated.” 


The members have so far been concerned mainly with the 
development of a program of research, according to John 
McKennirey, research director and executive secretary of the 
consultative group. Plans are under way for major surveys of 
Canadian deans of law, professors of law, and of Canadian 
legal publications. Analyses will also be made of current 
curricula and curricula policies, and of existing reports on 
legal education in the various provinces. 


In its memorandum to the Council, the group points out that 
some aspects of legal education — such as curriculum and 
teaching methods — have been studied frequently and 
exhaustively, responding to local circumstances and con- 
cerns. Other aspects of legal education — such as bar 
admission, public education in law, and continuing education 
of the profession — are under active review as well. 


The group has therefore decided that the special focus of its 
study should be legal scholarship in the broad sense — 
including some aspects of study at the undergraduate and 
graduate level — and legal research and publishing. “This 
field has been seriously neglected,” the memorandum states, 
“and is in urgent need of an examination leading to practical 
recommendations.” 


Under the heading “Context/Education” in its list of issues to 
be addressed, the consultative group has identified subjects 
for investigation such as: an analysis of law faculties and 
graduate students in law; resource allocation within the 
faculties; preparation for professional practice; and law 
faculties’ responsibility for other aspects of legal education, 
including admission to the bar. 


Under “Focus/Research”, the group envisages: 1) an 
inventory of legal research, including a profile of academic 
legal researchers in Canada, sources of funding, etc; 2) an 
assessment of legal research and scholarship (an examination 
of the adequacy of resources, law as an academic discipline, 
and strategic areas for Canadian legal research); 3) a 
diagnosis of the formative influences on legal research and 
scholarship, which will include the impact of education (as 
reviewed in the earlier section of the study) and other 
formative influences of, for example, law reform commissions, 
government departments and other contractors for research 
in law; and, finally, 4) recommendations.

Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship for 1981 
Goes to Phillip Buckner 


The recipient of the 1981 Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship 
is University of New Brunswick history professor Phillip A. 
Buckner, the SSHRC announced on January 19. 


The Léger Fellowship was established by the Government of 
Canada in honour of the Rt. Hon. Jules Léger and Madame 
Léger in recognition of their service to the people of Canada 
during their vice-regal term. It is administered by the Council 
and is awarded annually to an outstanding Canadian scholar 
to study “the history, the role and the function of the Crown 
and of the Governor General in a parliamentary democracy.” 
The fellowship carries with it a basic award of $20,000 plus up 
to $5,000 for research and travel expenses. 


Phillip Buckner, for the past 10 years editor of the 
distinguished Canadian scholarly journal Acadiensis, and a 
specialist in pre-Confederation Canadian history, a period 
about which he has written extensively, will use his fellowship 
to prepare a full-length biography of Sir John Harvey, who 
served in the British North American colonies, starting in 1812 
as Deputy Adjutant General of Upper Canada, then as 
lieutenant governor of Prince Edward Island (1836-37), New 
Brunswick (1837-41), Newfoundland (1841-46) and Nova 
Scotia (1846-52). Harvey’s long service in the colonies, 
through turbulent times which saw the transfer from pre- 
responsible to responsible government, placed him at centre 
stage in this period of our constitutional history. His contribu- 
tion, which Buckner has detailed in his essay on Harvey for the 
Dictionary of Canadian Biography, can be seen as pivotal in 
the evolution of the office of governor, not only within Canada 
but also elsewhere in the British Empire-Commonwealth. 


Professor Buckner is a native of Toronto and a graduate in 
history of the University of Toronto (BA) and the University of 
London (PhD). Among his writings in Canadian history, 
published or in press (and in addition to his article on Sir John 
Harvey), are 22 biographies and an article on the Colonial 
Office and Canada for the Dictionary of Canadian Biography. 
He is also co-editor, with David Bercuson, of Eastern and 
Western Perspectives: Papers from the 1978 Joint Atlantic 
Canada/Western Canadian Studies Conference, published by 
the University of Toronto Press. 


Last year’s fellowship recipient, Dr. James A. Gibson, 
president emeritus of Brock University, received his award at 
the June meeting of the SSHRC at a luncheon hosted by the 
Council and attended by the late Rt. Hon. Jules Léger and 
Madame Léger, the Hon. Francis Fox, Secretary of State and 
Minister of Communications, and invited friends of Dr. and 
Mrs. Gibson. 


The Council announces that the deadline for applications for 
the 1982 fellowship is October 1, 1981, with announcement in 
December. 


Rt. Hon. Jules Leger 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
deeply regrets the death on November 22, in Ottawa, of the 
Rt. Hon. Jules Léger, former Governor General of Canada, in 
whose name the Council's first prestige award for scholars in 


the humanities and social sciences was established — The 
Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship. \n creating the 
fellowship, which was presented by the government as a 
farewell gift to their Excellencies at a dinner in Ottawa on 
January 18, 1979, Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau spoke of “the 
great debt of gratitude” owed to the Légers by the people of 
Canada for their contribution to a heightened understanding 
of the role and function of the vice-regal office. That 
contribution continued within our Council, for Mr. Léger took

Social Sciences Research Register 
Funded by Council 


The SSHRC has awarded grants totalling $236,447 to the 
Social Science Computing Laboratory of the University of 
Western Ontario for a two-year pilot project to produce a 
bilingual Canadian register of research and researchers in the 
social sciences. Project director is Professor Edward H. Hanis. 


The register, which goes by the acronym of SocScan, is a 
machine-readable social science information system. Raw 
material for the system comes from a questionnaire 
completed by individual Canadian social scientists. The 
questionnaire seeks information about the researchers in four 
principal categories: (1) biography (name, address, creden- 
tials, status); (2) current research (titles and description of 
research projects); (3) publications (citations for at least three 
recent publications); (4) current areas of professional! 
expertise and specialization. 


As Council executive director John Nicholson points out, this 
grant is one of several new initiatives for the Council. It is not 
support of research per se, but it is in line with the objectives 
stated in the Council's five-year plan to support research tools 
and instruments, and with recommendations of consultative 
groups on university research libraries and archives to 
support research resources. The Council is also pleased with 
the bilingual capacity of the project, said Dr. Nicholson. The 
goal of SocScan is to expand coverage to all estimated 12,000 
social scientists in Canada by April 1982, to produce a 
hardcover reference document, and to extend the data bank 
to the humanities in the future. 


The project wil! be assessed by the Council at the end of the 
pilot phase. 


Conferences — A New Look at Native Cultures 


Ethnohistory — a relatively new but already widely accepted 
academic discipline which combines the studies of history, 
anthropology, archaeology and other related disciplines — 
was the banner under which an important conference was 
convened Oct. 30 - Nov. 1 at Wilfrid Laurier University, 
Waterloo, Ontario. The conference received financial 
assistance from the SSHRC under its Conference Grants 
program. 


The purpose of the conference, under the co-chairmanship of 
Laird Christie of the Department of Sociology and 
Anthropology and Barry Gough of the Department of History 
at Wilfrid Laurier University, was to bring together for the 
exchange of ideas scholars with interests in ethnohistory and 
ethnology. The organizers write: “Before 1945, it is fair to say, 
the study of native cultures in North America was almost 
wholly the province of anthropologists and archaeologists. 
Scholars gave scant attention to the Indians except as 
background to the processes of. white settlement and 
industrialization. Since that time, however, partly out of 
political necessity to solve native land claims and partly 
because of a growing awareness by North Americans, both 
native and non-native, of the importance of native cultures in 
the development of Canada and the United States, scholars 
have undertaken a new brand of inquiry generally known as 
ethnohistory.” 


A number of conference participants touched on the 
importance of understanding native cultures and history in 
order to arrive at a correct interpretation of, for example, the 
process of treaty-making — which is of striking importance 


today as native peoples challenge constitutional issues and 
take their claims before the courts. 


The papers presented at the conference, by some dozen 
leading scholars in Canada and the United States, covered a 
wide range geographically — from southern and eastern 
Canada and the United States to the subarctic. Subjects 
ranged from Micmac demography and the Mississauga land 
cessions to the ethnohistory of Parry Island, Northwest 
Territories. Conference proceedings will be published. °

Assignment Pool of Treasury Board Canada. She is currently 
on assignment to Health and Welfare Canada as director of a 
task force on consultation and constituency liaison. 


Norman Lamont, currently Director of the Council's 
Fellowships Division, has assumed the dual role of director of 
that division and of the Office of International Relations. 


Stephen Goban has been appointed Assistant Director, Office 
of International Relations and Fellowships Division. He comes 
to the Council after six years of service with the Association of 
Universities and Colleges of Canada, where he was Assistant 
Director of International Relations and Contractual Arrange- 
ments. 


Heather Steele, Research Grants Officer in the fields of 
literature and music for the past 13 years, has been appointed 
Assistant Director of the Research Grants Division. 


Sheila Armstrong, who joined the Canada Council staff as a 
Research Grants Officer, education, in 1977, has been 
appointed Director of the new Strategic Grants Division. 


France Landriault, a member of the program staffof the Office 
of International Relations since 1979, has been appointed 
Grants Program Officer in the Strategic Grants Division. 


Luce Bernard, Research Grants Officer, anthropology and 
related disciplines, resigned from the Council in November to 
take up a position in Research Administration Services, 
University of Montreal. 


Yves Charette, a native of Montreal and a graduate of the 
University of Sherbrooke (MA), joined the staff as a Research 
Grants Officer, economics, in December. He comes to the 
Council from McGill University, where he was doing 
postgraduate work in economics. 


Hubert Kunzer, formerly a Program Officer under contract in 
the Office of International Relations, left the Council in 
November to take up a position with the World University 
Service of Canada. 


Elaine Roper, a graduate of Bishop’s University and a 
specialist in business administration, has been appointed 
Program Officer in the Office of International Relations. 


Claire Boisvert, formerly an officer in the Fellowships Division, 
resigned from the Council in September to return to her 
studies. 


Mary Reeve, who formerly worked as a Fellowships Officer 
with the Canada Council, has joined the SSHRC as a term 
employee to replace Claire -Boisvert. 


Marina Rizkallah, Publications Officer in the Information 
Division, is on maternity leave from the Council, from the end 
of October 1980. 


Carole Réhel, formerly a Parliamentary Returns and Technical 
Liaison Officer in the Communications Division of the Ministry 
of State for Science and Technology, has joined the 
Information Division, under contract, to replace Marina 
Rizkallah. 


First Collective Agreement 

The Council and the Public Service Alliance of Canada on 
December 12 signed a collective agreement on behalf of 
Council employees in the Administrative and Foreign Service 
category. It is the Council's first such contract since it was 
established in 1978. 


The two-year contract, retroactive to April 1, 1980, covers the 
period to March 31, 1982. The employees concerned are 
involved in administration, finance, information, fellowships 
and research grants programs. Annual leave, maternity leave, 
overtime, and travel time are the principal fringe benefits 
covered by the agreement. Approved salary increments are an 
average of 9.8 per cent for the first 13 months of the contract, 
from April 1, 1980, to April 30, 1981, and an average of 8.7 per 
cent for the 11 remaining months, ending March 31, 1982. 
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New Funding for the Council 


In a statement issued January 19, André Fortier, president 
of the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council, 
welcomed the government’s decision to increase its fun- 
ding to the Council by $11 million over the next three years. 


“We are particularly heartened by the government’s action 
because we have been concerned for some time about our 
growing marginality as a funding Council compared with 
the other federal granting councils in the natural and 
medical sciences. We think the government’s actions con- 
firm our view that research in the humanities and social 
sciences is essential to the health of the nation,” Mr. 
Fortier said. 


The new funds will be used to support research in Cana- 
dian studies and on subjects of national importance. 
However, as Communications Minister Francis Fox 
pointed out, “This new emphasis will mean that support for 
independent research in other areas will be sustained. The 
principle of excellence in the quality of research will con- 
tinue to be the Council’s governing concern.” 


Figures released with Mr. Fortier’s statement show that 
over half of the Council’s budget (53.3%) will continue to 
be used for independent research and training, while 
37.4% will go to the Canadian studies program. 


The Council plans to use the new funds in support of three 

fundamental objectives: 

1. The development of Canadian studies. The Council 
defines these as “research, research training, com- 
munications and related activities in fields of the social 
sciences and humanities that promote knowledge about 
Canada by dealing with aspects of Canada’s cultural, 
social, political and economic conditions, physical set- 
ting and place in the world.” 

2. Strategic themes of national interest. These have been 
worked out by the Council in close collaboration with 
the research community and they include: population 
aging; the family and the socialization of children; and 
the human context for science and_ technology. 
Strategic programs based on research on women in the 
work world and native studies have also been planned. 

3. The establishment of a solid and coherent basis for 
research in institutions all across Canada. This involves 
support for the development of research resources and 
collections and the enhancement of research 
capabilities in small universities as well as programs to 
further research in management studies and to increase 
public awareness of the results of research and scholar- 
ship. 


Conseil de recherches en 
sciences humaines du Canada 
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Mr. Fortier emphasized that within these new “themes” 
and “areas”, individual researchers and teams of resear- 
chers will continue to be responsible, as they have always 
been, for devising their own research projects. “Scholars 
have already produced many excellent and imaginative 
strategic research proposals,” he pointed out. Peer 
assessment of project proposals will continue in order to 
ensure that the Council’s high standards for scholarship 
are maintained. It is worth repeating, Mr. Fortier explained, 
that ‘neither Strategic research nor our new emphasis on 
Canadian studies can be construed as ‘directed’ research.” 


The focus on Canadian research is a timely and farsighted 
move on the part of the government, at a time when many 
other governments are promoting scientific and 
technological research at the expense of the humanities 
and social sciences. As Professor John Trent, executive 
director of the Social Science Federation of Canada com- 
mented, “Most of our problems, whether it be unemploy- 
ment, productivity, national unity, inflation or the environ- 
ment, have social causes. Their solution requires factual 
knowledge and social expertise that only fundamental 
research can provide. The federal government appears to 
have recognized this fact, even in a period of fiscal 
stringency.” 


Implementation of the new funding involves the allocation 
of $1 million to the 1981-82 budget and $5 million to the 
budgets of the two following years. Details for the distribu- 
tion of funds in the 1983-84 budget are not available as the 
$5 million granted in that year represent a continuation of 
the 1982-83 funds into the 1983-84 base amount and 
therefore do not reflect the increases that will be required 
to expand the new programs. By early 1983 the Council will 
know if additional funds have been allocated, and in the 
autumn of that year the Council plans to submit to the 
government an assessment of the new directions taken by 
Council programs, along with projections for future years.

Aid to Scholarly Communication 


Substantial changes in the program of support for scholar- 
ly publishing have been recommended to the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council in the report 
Aid to Scholarly Communication, released in January 1982. 
The Council invites comment on this report, drawn up by a 
Joint Committee of the Council and the Advisory 
Academic Panel appointed to examine the current program 
of assistance and to discuss ways to ensure wider and 
more rapid circulation of research results and increased 
accessibility of these results to users. The costs of tradi- 
tional forms of scholarly publishing are escalating at an 
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alarming rate. However, the Council is committed to in- 
creasing public awareness of research findings and thus 
wishes to make the most efficient use of the funds 
available. In particular, applications of modern 
micrographic and electronic technology to scholarly com- 
munication deserve to be encouraged. 


The Committee, chaired by Paul Park, Dean of the Faculty 
of Education at the University of Western Ontario and a 
member of the Council, recommended the establishment 
of a single program of aid to scholarly communication, to 
become operational in 1983-84. Under the present program, 
individual grants are made to learned journals and annual 
block grants to the Social Science Federation of Canada 
and the Canadian Federation for the Humanities for the 
publication of book-length manuscripts. The proposed new 
program would continue to provide basic grants for tradi- 
tional forms of scholarly publishing and, in addition, make 
funds available for the support of innovative projects. The 
latter would include projects in modes other than print 
(€.g., microform, online data bases, etc.) and projects 
which apply technology to the publishing process. 
Although the initial outlay for equipment and training for 
these innovative projects might be sizable, such projects 
would contribute greatly to the development of more cost- 
effective methods of circulating 
scholarly material. Furthermore, the ex- 
ploration of new modes of communica- 
tion would eventually permit the Coun- 
cil not only to support research com- 
munication in a much wider range of 
Subjects than hitherto, but also to help

Robert Hubbard Awarded the Jules and 
Gabrielle Léger Fellowship for 1982 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
(SSHRC) has awarded the 1982 Jules and Gabrielle Léger 
Fellowship to Dr. Robert H. Hubbard, O.C., of Ottawa. Dr. 
Hubbard, former Cultural Adviser to the Governor General 
of Canada, is Honorary Historian and Archivist at Rideau 
Hall and Adjunct Professor of the History of Art at Carleton 
University. 


The Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship was established 
in 1979 by the Government of Canada in honour of the Rt. 
Hon. Jules Léger and Madame Léger in recognition of their 
contribution to the office of Governor General. It is ad- 
ministered by the SSHRC and is awarded annually to an 
outstanding Canadian scholar to study the history, role 
and function of the Crown and of the Governor General in a 
parliamentary democracy. Previous recipients were Pro- 
fessor Jacques Monet, S.J., of the University of Ottawa, Dr. 
James A. Gibson, President Emeritus of Brock University, 
and Professor Phillip A. Buckner of the University of New 
Brunswick. The award is worth $20,000, plus up to $5,000 
for research and travel expenses. 


the results of scholarship reach a wider 
audience. 


An integral part of the Committee’s 
proposal is the organization at regional 
centres of demonstrations of the ap- 
plication of technology to scholarly 
communication, to acquaint the 
academic community with new 
methods of disseminating research 
results and of communicating with 
fellow researchers. The Committee 
hopes that these demonstrations could 
take place during 1982. 


Implementation of the new program 
would involve the appointment of an 
advisory body of specialists in scholar- 
ly communication and in communica- 
tions technology, as well as a program 
jury, similarly composed. Innovative 
projects would be independently 
assessed for the contribution they 
would make to the process of scholarly 
communication. The Council would 
also maintain close collaboration with 
institutions, agencies and associa- 
tions involved in the storage, retrieval 
and transmission of scholarly 
materials, with a view to establishing 
information banks and networks for 
handling bibliographic information, 
specialized data sets and complete 
texts and graphics.

Robert Hubbard is one of Canada’s most distinguished art 
historians and has published widely in the fields of pain- 
ting, sculpture, architecture and social history. He is 
author of Rideau Hall, an Illustrated History of Government 
House, Ottawa, published in 1977. Dr. Hubbard was 
Curator of Canadian Art in the National Gallery of Canada 
from 1947 to 1954 and Chief Curator from 1954 to 1978. He 
was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society of Canada in 
1962 and was awarded an honorary LLD by Mount Allison 
University in 1965. In 1977 he was appointed an officer of 
the Order of Canada. 


Dr. Hubbard began his association with Rideau Hall as 
honorary historian in 1961. In that capacity he developed 
an interest in the architectural history not only of that 
house, but also of the official residences of lieutenant 
governors of the provinces. He has now begun work on a 
complementary book to his history of Rideau Hall which 
will be an illustrated history, in a social context, of the 
residences of the governors of New France and British 
North America and those of the lieutenant governors of the 
provinces, from the time of Champlain to the present day. 
His Léger award will help him to complete the research and 
writing for this work and bring it to publication. 


Dr. Hubbard received the Léger fellowship on December 
17, 1981 at a Government House reception hosted by Their 
Excellencies the Governor General and Mrs. Edward 
Schreyer and in the presence of Madame Gabrielle Léger. 
Guests included the president of the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council, André Fortier, Council 
members and staff, and friends of Dr. Hubbard. 


Council Visit to the Maritimes 


In October 1981, members and staff of the Council spent 
five days in New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island to 
learn about the concerns of the academic and research 
communities in the Maritimes. Visits to the University of 
New Brunswick, St. Thomas University, the Université de 
Moncton, Mount Allison University and the University of 
Prince Edward Island were arranged and the Council met 
with administrators, faculty and students. Representatives 
from the Maritime Provinces Higher Education Commis- 
sion and the Humanities Association of Canada (Sackville 
branch) were also received. 


One of the more pressing concerns that emerged from 
these meetings was the lack of public awareness of the 
Council’s activities and it was suggested that considera- 
tion be given to increasing direct communication with 
faculty by the circulation of a bulletin and by advertising 
and announcements in university periodicals. Personal 
_ contact with scholars during visits to the various regions in 
Canada was also recommended. 


The Council would like to thank their hosts at the univer- 
sities they visited, as well as the organizations that sent 
representatives to meet with Council members. The 
Maritimes visit has raised a number of important points 
that will be dealt with in subsequent meetings of the Coun- 
cil. 


Council’s Report on Archives Receives 
Award 


The Council’s Consultative Group on Canadian Archives 
has received from the Society of American Archivists a cer- 
tificate of commendation for its 1980 report Canadian Ar- 
chives. The Waldo Gifford Leland prize was accepted on 
behalf of the Group by its chairman, lan Wilson, provincial 


archivist for the Saskatchewan Archives Board, at the 
Society’s annual banquet in Berkeley, California, in 
September 1981. The prize is awarded each year to “the 
author of an outstanding contribution in the field of ar- 
chival history, theory, or practice.” 


Recommendations and statistics from the report have 
been used in many of the provinces in preparing archival 
policy and legislation. “Signs of provincial archival net- 
works increase, particularly in Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British 
Columbia. And | know our view of archival service has 
given smaller archives a basis for hope and a certain 
militancy,” lan Wilson says. “Plans are being made for a 
National Archival Congress in Kingston in June 1982, 
bringing together delegates of all associations of archival 
users to discuss the future of the archival system, focus- 
ing on our report and the responses to it.” 


Australia-Canada Colloquium 


A colloquium entitled ‘Public Policies in Two Federal 
Countries: Canada and Australia’ took place at the 
Australian National University in Canberra in September 
1981. Sponsored by the University and by the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council of Canada, the 
colloquium was co-chaired by Professor D. Anthony Low, 
vice-chancellor of the University, and Professor Thomas 
H.B. Symons, vice-president of the Council. 


Organized to examine government policies and programs 
in the two countries, and to discuss their similarities and 
differences within the framework of the problems they 
were designed to treat, the five-day colloquium included 
sessions dealing with constitutional reform, economic 
development, cultural policy, health and welfare provision 
and higher education and research. Among the speakers 
were the Hon. Robert Stanfield and the Hon. E. Gough 
Whitlam, former prime minister of Australia. The opening 
address was given by His Excellency Sir Zelman Cowen, 
Governor-General of Australia. 


At the December meeting of the Council, Professor 
Symons reported that the colloquium had been remarkably 
successful and he warmly recommended that the Council 
sponsor a similar colloquium to be held in Canada in 1983. 
Members of the Council were unanimous in support of this 
recommendation. 


Women in the Work World 


In October 1981 the Council received the report of the Con- 
ference on Women and the Canadian Labour Force which 
took place in January 1981 at the University of British 
Columbia. The conference, organized by Naomi Hersom, 
formerly of the University of British Columbia, currently the 
dean of the College of Education at the University of 
Saskatchewan, and Dorothy E. Smith from the Department 
of Sociology at the Ontario Institute for Studies in Educa- 
tion, brought together scholars from all across Canada in 
the fields of social sciences and humanities. 


The theme of women in the Canadian economy was broken 
down into sub-themes dealing with the changing structure 
of the labour force, the relationship of the domestic unit to 
the labour force, the role of education vis-a-vis women’s 
participation in the work world and the character of govern- 
ment involvement in these areas. 


From this conference emerged the recommendation that a 
strategic program be set up to provide for academic and 
policy-oriented research on women in the Canadian 
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economy. With the new funds allocated by the government, 
this theme will enter the planning stage in 1982, and a com- 
mittee has been set up to discuss the development of a 
research program in this field. The committee members 
are: Julyan Reid, Ministry of State for Social Development; 
Lorna Marsden, Department of Sociology, University of 
Toronto; Fred Wein, School of Social Work, Dalhousie 
University; Beverly Tangri, Department of Economics, 
University of Manitoba; Evelyn LaPierre-Adamcyk, Départe- 
ment de démographie, Université de Montréal; and Susan 
Trofimenkoff, Department of History, University of Toron- 
to. 


Calgary Conference 


The problems and issues posed by Calgary’s rapid growth 
were the topic of a three-day seminar at the University of 
Calgary in May 1981, sponsored by the Calgary Institute for 
the Humanities with funding from the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council. Participants represented all 
facets of Calgary life and included politicians, civic of- 
ficials, planners, businessmen, clergymen, journalists and 
leaders of community groups. Three guest speakers were 
invited: John Sewell, from the Department of Architectural 
Design at York University and former mayor of Toronto, 
who spoke on “Options to Fast Growth for Calgary”; 
Richard Meier, professor of environmental design at the 
University of California at Berkeley, who discussed “New 
Directions for Urban Ecology”; and Alan Artibise, history 
professor at the University of Victoria and visiting pro- 
fessor at the University of Manitoba, who gave a talk on 
“Canada’s Urban Past.” Discussions among the _ par- 
ticipants dealt with the character and future of Calgary’s 
development, the structure of the city council and com- 
munity participation in decision-making. Summaries of the 
discussions, along with copies of the speakers’ presenta- 
tions, have been put together in a report entitled Ca/gary’s 
Growth: Bane or Boon?, available from the Institute. 


F.R. Scott Conference 


The contributions of F.R. Scott to law, letters and the Cana- 
dian political scene cover the entire span of social 
sciences and humanities; his involvement in the broad 
issues of human rights and the complex cultural makeup 
of Canada have made him an important influence for Cana- 
dian unity. In February 1981, a two-day conference was 
organized by Dr. Sandra Djwa of the Department of English, 
Simon Fraser University, with funding assistance from the 
Council, bringing participants from all across Canada to 
honour and assess Scott’s achievements. The Council has 
received an interim report of the proceedings which will be 
published later in 1982 by the McGill-Queen’s Press. 


Conference presentations were grouped around four 
themes: personal views by friends of Scott; Scott as a 
Canadian poet; Scott’s political life, including his involve- 
ment in the League for Social Reconstruction; and Scott 
the man of law. Speakers included the late David Lewis, 
former head of the NDP party; Walter Tarnopolsky of the 
Faculty of Law at the University of Ottawa; Michael Oliver, 
director of the International Development Office of the 
Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada, the 
late MME Thérése Casgrain, former senator from Montreal; 
Justice Gerald Le Dain of the Federal Court of Appeal, pro- 
fessors Kenneth McNaught and Michiel Horn; poets Louis 
Dudek and Douglas Jones; and critic Leon Edel. Prime 
Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau was among the 200 people 
attending the conference and F.R. Scott himself and his 
wife Marian were also present. 
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Throughout the conference, Scott was described by the 
speakers as “an inspired teacher, a champion of 
minorities, a defender of civil liberties and a man of vi- 
sion.” For MM€ Casgrain, the life of Scott could be sum- 
med up in the words of Boissy: “The greatest happiness 
and the one most worthy of desire, is that of being useful 
and beloved in one’s country.” 


New Ethical Guidelines 


The Council would like to draw the attention of Institu- 
tional Review Committees to the publication of the revised 
Ethical Guidelines of September 1981. The new guidelines 
contain provisions for research in the humanities and the 
acquisition and use of cultural properties. Copies are 
available from the Information Division of the Council. 


Speeches by André Fortier 


Knowledge and Money 

“Something as vital as the expansion of knowledge 
through research cannot be the responsibility of a single 
supporting agency, nor of a limited set of performers; it 
must be concern of several.” André Fortier, president of 
the SSHRC, speaking to the First Grantors’ Conference of 
the Canadian Centre for Philanthropy in Toronto in 
November 1981, discussed trends in current research fun- 
ding. ‘What we are lacking in Canada is an organizational 
setup which could bring large-scale and concerted cor- 
porate support into the university field.” Such a setup 
would encourage independence and innovation in research 
and maintain a supply of highly-trained manpower to cor- 
porations and the academic community. Present levels of 
corporate funding are so low as to be almost negligible, 
while government funding lacks the flexibility that cor- 
porate support could bring to research. ‘‘The priorities of 
today will probably not be the priorities of tomorrow. If we 
do not devise means of developing a complete range of 
research in all fields, we shall perhaps be sorry for our 
shortsightedness. ... The needs are immense, the ideas 
not lacking. It only remains for us to act and organize.” 


Contribution of the Social Sciences to Survival and 
Prosperity 


“The human sciences are concerned with values, both in- 
dividual and collective. And it is these which give meaning 
to our biological and technological survival, which allow us 
to measure our quality of life.” In a speech to the Annual 
General Meeting and Conference of the Association of the 
Scientific, Engineering and Technological Community of 
Canada (SCITEC), André Fortier, president of the Council, 
examined the reluctance of industrialized societies to fund 
research in the human sciences, research which, in con- 


- trast to that in medicine, science or engineering, is not im- 


mediately, obviously “useful”. Speaking in defence of the 
human sciences, Mr. Fortier said, ‘I believe that their first 
and foremost contribution is in providing the base for an in- 
formed critique of the society as it evolves, as maybe it pro- 
gresses, under the stimulus of the numerous 
developments in science and technology, as well as in 
medical knowledge.” No one can ignore the impact of 
these developments on society. However, Canada lacks a 
well-developed research activity in the social sciences to 
help society to cope with the problems of change and to 
serve aS a basis for policy formulation and decision- 
making. Survival and prosperity demand enlightenment; 
the contribution of the human sciences is “enlightenment 
of the past to understand the present; enlightenment of our 
present and that of other peoples to sharpen the analysis 


of our own society; and enlightenment which comes of a vi- 
sion of the future which teaches the relative seriousness of 
our actions today.”

Citizenship Status in Council Programs 


At the December 1981 meeting of the Council it was agreed 
that both Canadian citizens and permanent residents (land- 
ed immigrants) living abroad should be eligible to apply for 
research grants. Paragraph 27 of the Guide for Applicants 
(1981), Research Grants Division formerly provided only for 
Canadian citizens: 
An application from a Canadian citizen resident 
abroad will be considered only if the subject of 
research is of special interest to Canada, or if the 
period of residence abroad is clearly temporary and 
the applicant is in a position to specify the intended 
date of return to Canada. 


To this paragraph will now be added the following provi- 
sion: 
Applications from permanent residents living abroad 
will also be considered, provided that applicants can 
furnish evidence that their period of residence out- 
side Canada is clearly temporary, and that they have 
a permanent position to return to in Canada upon 
completion of their project. 


The principle of equal treatment in Council programs for 
Canadian citizens and permanent residents is under review 
and a policy statement will be made some time in the com- 
ing months. 


Travel Grants to International Scholarly 
Conferences 


Ever since this program was established in 1979, the Coun- 
cil has received complaints from academics who felt that 
the deadlines stipulated were “impossible” to meet. 
Therefore, the Office of International Relations has decid- 
ed to change the period for which deadlines are applicable 
by bringing the period forward one month. Beginning 
March 1, the periods for conferences covered by the 
respective deadlines will be: 


Closing date Conferences held in 

March 1 the following July-October period 

July 1 the following November-February period 
November 1 the following March-June period 


Decisions will be announced approximately two and one 
half months after the closing date. 


New Council Members Appointed 


Since our last issue of Update, (February 1981) the Minister 
of Communications has announced the following appoint- 
ments to the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council. 


Jean Cadieux is a professor in the Faculty of Administra- 
tion and former Rector of the University of Moncton. He is 
a graduate of the Ecole des Hautes Etudes Commerciales, 
University of Montreal, and the Faculte de Sciences 
Economiques, Aix-en-Provence (D.Sc.Econ.). He has served 
on the executive committee and as Vice-President of the 
Association of Atlantic Universities, and for three years 


was national President of the World University Service of 
Canada (WUSC), 1975-78. Professor Cadieux’s work for 
WUSC and for other international organizations such as 
CIDA has taken him on missions to Zaire, Algeria and 
Senegal, and in 1980 he was visiting professor at the 
University of Benin, in Togo. His many studies and publica- 
tions include a report on bilingualism in the city of 
Moncton for the Royal Commission on Bilingualism and 
Biculturalism, a study of “social costs” in New Brunswick, 
a brief to the Commission of Inquiry on Nursing Care in 
New Brunswick, and a series of teaching guides on in- 
dustrial technology, public service staff training, and 
public administration. He is a member of the governing 
boards of numerous public organizations, including the 
Beaverbrook Art Gallery, Fredericton, and the Hopital Dr. 
Georges-L. Dumont, and has served as a director and 
former officer of the Société Nationale des Acadiens, the 
New Brunswick Institute of Chartered Accountants and the 
Institute of Public Administration of Canada. (Effective 
May 1981) 


Claude Garcia is Vice-President of the actuarial firm of 
Maison Hébert, Le Houillier et associés Inc. A native of 
Quebec, Mr. Garcia graduated in actuarial science from 
Laval University, and pursued doctoral studies at the Lon- 
don School of Economics (1966-69). He joined the faculty 
of the University of Montreal in 1972 and was a lecturer in 
social policy until 1974. In the public sector, Mr. Garcia 
served in the Quebec Department of Social Affairs from 
1969 to 1977 as director of planning for income security 
and social services and as Assistant Deputy Minister from 
1977-78. Mr. Garcia has been active in numerous public and 
professional bodies. He has been a member of the Board of 
Governors of the Canadian Council on Social Development 
since October 1977 and was elected president in 1979. Mr. 
Garcia was president of the regional executive of the In- 
stitute of Public Administration of Canada in 1976-77, anda 
member of the Quebec Pension Board in 1977-78. He has 
served as an alderman in the City of Sillery since 1974. (Ef- 
fective November 1981) 


Edward F. Ryan is Company Tax Solicitor, Imperial Oil 
Limited, Toronto. Before joining Imperial Oil Limited in 
1978, he was Consultant for four years to the Law Reform 
Commission of Canada. A graduate of the University of 
California at Los Angeles and the University of British 
Columbia (LLB), Mr. Ryan was awarded the LLM degree by 
Stanford University, where he taught contracts and legal 
writing in 1966-67. He was Professor of Law at the Universi- 
ty of Western Ontario from 1967-70, and was called to the 
Ontario Bar in 1969. He has been Counsel to the Ontario 
Law Reform Commission, and was Senior Counsel, 
1973-74, in the Policy Development Division of the Ontario 
Ministry of the Attorney General. Mr. Ryan has also served 
as Counsel to the Sub-Committee on the Canadian 
Penitentiary System of the House of Commons Standing 
Committee on Justice and Legal Affairs. Among his many 
professional writings are reports on family law, land 
registration, family property, maintenance on divorce - all 
for the law reform commissions - and reports on invasion 
of privacy by electronic listening devices, and acceptable 
law in an age of dissent. (Effective March 1981) 


Denis Winfield Stairs is Chairman of the Department of 
Political Science, Dalhousie University, President of the 
Canadian Political Science Association, and Member of 
the Advisory Committee on Academic Relations of the 
Department of External Affairs. Professor Stairs is a 
graduate of Dalhousie University (BA), Oxford University 
(MA) and the University of Toronto (PhD). He joined the 
faculty of Dalhousie University in 1966 and has held ap- 
pointments as Academic Director and Director of that 
university's Centre for Foreign Policy Studies, and as 
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Research Associate in the Carleton University School of In- 
ternational Affairs. In 1979 Dr. Stairs was elected a Fellow 
of the Royal Society of Canada. He is the author of The 
Diplomacy of Constraint: Canada, the Korean War and the 
United States, published by the University of Toronto 
Press. He has contributed numerous articles to scholarly 
journals and collections of essays on politics, both 
domestic and foreign, including “North American Con- 
tinentalism: Perspectives and Policies in Canada,” “Public 
Opinion and External Affairs: Reflections on the 
Domestication of Canadian Foreign Policy,” “200 Years of 
Successfully Resisting a Successful Rebellion: The Cana- 
dian Dilemma,” “The Press and Foreign Policy in Canada,” 
“Alone on Killers’ Row: The Policy Analysis Group and the 
Department of External Affairs” - to name only a few. Most 
recently he has contributed a chapter on foreign policy toa 
forth-coming book on Canadian constitutional change. (Ef- 
fective March 1981)

Council Meets with Standing Committee 
on Communications and Culture 


On March 26, members of the Council met with the House 
of Commons Standing Committee on Communications 
and Culture, presided over by Robert Gourd, the Liberal 
member for Argenteuil-Papineau. André Fortier, president 
of the Council, spoke about Council plans and programs 
and, with Council members Paul Park of the University of 
Western Ontario and Douglas Kenny of the University of 
British Columbia, answered questions from the Committee 
members. The seven MPs present displayed a deep in- 
terest in the concerns and goals of the Council and their 
challenging questions showed an awareness of the needs 
of the academic community. 


The greater part of the discussion centred on the Council’s 
strategy for the funding increase announced in January. 
Jack Burghardt, the Liberal member from London West, 
asked about the emphasis on Canadian studies, citing 
representations from a number of academics who fear that 
the increase in funding to this area will weaken the basis of 
independent scholarship in Canada. Mr. Fortier stressed 
that Canadian studies are as yet underdeveloped and 
pointed out that there will be an evaluation of the Council’s 
program directions in 1983 to ensure that this strategy is 
not causing an imbalance in Canadian research efforts. 


John Bosley, Conservative member for Don Valley West, 
raised the question of who should set the priorities for 
research in Canada - the Council (as representing the 
academic community) or the government? In his answer to 
this question, Mr. Fortier described the Council as “sitting 
in between” the academic community and the government: 
“| think it is a matter of dialogue”. The Council tries to take 
into account the views of the people it serves, first, but 
also the people who provide the money, that is, the public 
and the elected members, Mr. Fortier explained. 


Simon de Jong, the NDP representative from Regina East, 
asked whether the humanities might suffer from the em- 
phasis on strategic research. To this Mr. Fortier replied 
that the humanists were benefitting chiefly from the 
strategic programs designed to develop research tools and 
library resources, while the thematic research support 
tended to promote the social sciences. 


The question of the usefulness of research in the social 
sciences and humanities came from Harold Herbert, the 
Liberal member from Vaudreuil. He was concerned that in 
research he considered “of relatively little value”, the only 
one to benefit would be the individual researcher, which 
would seem to indicate that the SSHRC was taking ona 
purely educational role. Mr. Fortier maintained that, 
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neglected as they are, the social sciences and humanities 
are of benefit to the country. “I happen to believe... 
[that] many of the difficulties we have had in our country 
are due to the fact that we did not put enough effort into 
the human sciences, the social sciences, and medical 
science.” Mr. Park added that the federal role in training 
researchers is critical in the establishment of a solid base 
of high-quality scholarship, which is not a provincial fun- 
ding priority. Support for independent research (whether 
on a strategic theme or in one of the disciplines) done by 
experienced university and private scholars is more a con- 
cern of the federal government. 


The questions of Walter MacLean, Conservative member 
for Waterloo, raised the issue of short-term goals in 
strategic research which might mean ‘“‘the mothballing of 
the research sectors of our universities.” Mr. Fortier 
poirited out that the three strategic themes currently under 
way in Council programs (population aging, the family and 
the socialization of children and the human context of 
science and technology) are very far from being short-term 
in their implications, and were chosen as such. To 
Mr. MacLean’s questions concerning the Council’s at- 
titude to the Access to Information Act, he stressed that 
the Council supported the Act wholeheartedly, but had 
asked for a single exemption that would allow it to con- 
tinue its present system of peer assessment. Withholding 
the names of the assessors from the candidates permits 
the assessors to discuss the projects freely, and it is felt 
that without this anonymity, assessors might hesitate to 
give candid opinions, a change that would undermine the 
principle of peer assessment. 


Jack Masters, the Liberal representative from Thunder Bay- 
Nipigon, asked if Mr. Fortier envisaged a change in public 
support for the SSHRC which would put it on an equal 
footing with the other Councils in the natural and medical 
sciences. He cited the case of Japan, where a high level of 
funding for the social sciences and humanities appeared 
to be a contributing factor to the country’s prosperity. Mr. 
Fortier agreed with his opinion but admitted that he did not 
expect to see such a radical shift in public support. 


The meeting concluded with a reminder by Mr. Gourd that 
the Committee would be consulting the Council again next 
year when the estimates are discussed, and that perhaps a 
number of the questions raised could be explored in 
greater detail at that time.

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Program Directors Transferred 


On March 31, 1982, André Fortier, president of the Council, 
announced that three of the program directors would be 
transferring to new positions. 


Noel Gates, former director of Research Communication, 
has taken up the position of director of Research Grants. 
Mr. Gates has an MA from Queen’s University in political 
science and an MA from the University of Montreal in 
linguistics. He joined the Canada Council in 1967 as a pro- 
gram officer for Research Grants, and became head of 
Research Communication in 1972. 


Stephen Goban, formerly the assistant director of the Of- 
fice of International Relations and Fellowships Division, 
and acting director since January 1982, has been moved to 
the position of director of Research Communication. Mr. 
Goban has master’s degrees in political science and 
economics from the London School of Economics and 
from the University of Toronto. Prior to joining the Council 
in 1980 as assistant director in the Fellowships Division, 
he was assistant director of international relations for the 
Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada. 


Gilles Jasmin, the former director of Research Grants, has 
been promoted to director of International Relations and 
Fellowships. Mr. Jasmin, who has an MA from the Universi- 
ty of Ottawa in sociology, joined the Canada Council in 
1971 as a program officer, and became the director of 
Research Grants in 1978, shortly before the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council was formed. 


The Academic Community Comments on 
Council’s New Funding Strategy 


The announcement of increased government funding for 
the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council in 
January 1982 has provoked considerable controversy 
within the academic community. In particular, the Universi- 
ty of Toronto Caucus on Research and the Canadian 
Historical Association expressed concern over possible 
“adverse consequences” of the Council’s new emphasis 
on Canadian studies and strategic themes. Recently, 
however, the Council was pleased to find its programs and 
funding strategy defended in an article by John Trent, ex- 
ecutive director of the Social Science Federation of 
Canada, in the March 1982 edition of Social Sciences in 
Canada, the bulletin of the Federation, and in a speech to 
the Association for Canadian Studies at Concordia Univer- 
sity in March by the president of the Association, James E. 
Page. 


Both Trent and Page point out that because of the govern- 
ment’s “envelope” budgetary system which forces the 
SSHRC to compete with other departments and agencies 
for a set number of dollars, some measure of compromise 
with the government’s interests is inevitable. Nor is this 
situation peculiar to the social sciences and humanities: 
“... scientists have learned to base their pleas for research 
Support on hopes for heart and cancer cures rather than on 
urology,’ notes Trent. The Council’s tactics have served to 
make the government more aware of research needs in the 
social sciences and humanities. Trent calls Canadian 
Studies “a foot in the door to attract attention to our 
Capacities and our broader needs.” 


Page is quick to point out that the new program “does not 
divert money from other topics to Canadian ones. What the 
program does is to provide much needed encouragement 
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and support for Canadian studies in the social sciences 
and humanities.” Just how important is it to support Cana- 
dian studies? Trent notes that ‘“‘many universities, because 
of budget cutbacks in the 1970s, have not been able to im- 
plement the Canadian studies proposals put forth by their 
faculty members.” Page cites problems in the infrastruc- 
ture of Canadian studies, especially in Canadian archival 
science (the “foundation of Canadian studies”, according 
to the Symons report), and “the gradual collapse of in- 
digenous Canadian textbook publishing and growing 
reliance on foreign materials.” He finds it ironic that Cana- 
dian academics begrudge money spent on Canadian 
studies at a time when Canadian studies are attracting 
great interest abroad. 


The strategic grants program, which supports research in 
such topics as population aging, the family and the 
socialization of children and the human context of science 
and technology, Trent sees as preferable to government- 
supervised contract research, as peer review and scholarly 
exchange are maintained, while the contacts between the 
academics (research producers) and the public (users) are 
strengthened. 


No compromise can completely satisfy both sides. Never- 
theless, Trent and Page do draw attention to benefits that 
the academic community may have overlooked. As Trent 
puts it: “In balance, it will do more good than harm and cer- 
tainly more good than its critics admit.” 


Four Charter Members of Council 
End Their Term 


At its March 1982 meeting, the Council announced the 
retirement of four of its members and expressed its ap- 
preciation for their valuable service over the past years. All 
four were named to the Council at its creation in 1978. 


e Leslie Harris, president and vice-chancellor of Memorial 
University of Newfoundiand, served on the Advisory 
Academic Panel of the Canada Council from 1970 to 
1973. While a member of SSHRC, Dr. Harris served on 
the Executive and International Relations Committees. 


° Roland Parenteau is a professor at |’Ecole des Hautes 
Etudes Commerciales at the University of Montreal and 
on the board of La Presse. During his four years as a 
member of the Council, Professor Parenteau has been 
involved in the Negotiated Grants and Program Develop- 
ment Committees as well! as the Joint Council/Panei In- 
ternal Audit Committee. 


e Paul Park, dean of the Faculty of Education at the 
University of Western Ontario, was a member of the 
Canada Council for six years before the creation of 
SSHRC in 1978. He has served on the Advisory 
Academic Panel of the Canada Council and has been a 
member of the Executive Committee and the Ad Hoc 
Committee on Ethics, as well as Chairman of the Joint 
Council/Panel Committee on Programs of Aid to 
Scholarly Communication. 


e Peter Podovinikoff is Chief Executive Officer of the B.C. 
Central Credit Union and former President of the Cana- 
dian Cooperative Credit Society. For three of his four 
years as a member of the Council, Mr. Podovinikoff was 
a member of the Audit Committee. 


At an informal dinner given in their honour, the President, 
André Fortier, expressed his own and the Council’s ap- 
preciation for the personal, distinctive and valued contribu- 


tion of each of these members. ‘‘The variety of views of 
people merging from different backgrounds and en- 
vironments always provides for healthy discussions and 
objective decisions,” he noted. Paul Park was singled out 
in recognition of his ten years of service to the two Coun- 
cils, and presented with a plaque. 


Council Program Changes Announced 


Research Grants Division 


e A new grant category has been established for large- 
scale research undertakings to replace the programs 
formerly administered by the Negotiated Grants Divi- 
sion. Major research grants are intended to support pro- 
jects carried out under the direction of experienced 
researchers that will make a significant contribution to 
the advancement of knowledge, for which the budget 
will exceed $100,000 in one year or $250,000 over three 
years. These grants will be awarded by means of an an- 
nual competition (deadline July 1), for a maximum 
period of five years. For a full description of application 
procedures and criteria, please write to or call the 
Research Grants Division of the Council. 


e The SSHRC is pleased to announce that as of May 15, 
1982, the research time stipend offered as part of the 
Research Grants Program is available to independent 
scholars. This award is designed to release scholars 
from their regular professional duties for up to twelve 
months in a three-year period so that they may devote 
themselves to carrying out a specific research project. 
Two categories are available for scholars who do not 
hold a full-time teaching position at a post-secondary in- 
stitution. The maximum amounts for each category are 
$24,000 and $35,000, the latter being reserved for senior 
researchers who have already made a substantial con- 
tribution to Canadian scholarship. Further details are 
available from the Research Grants Division of the 
Council. 


Fellowships Division 


e The eligibility criteria for the doctoral fellowships pro- 
gram have been amended to read as follows: 


This competition is open to persons who, 
-by the time of taking up the award, can 
provide evidence that they will have com- 
pleted either: 
a) at least one year of doctoral studies; or 
b) a master’s degree, 
and will be pursuing full-time studies 
leading to the PhD or its equivalent. 


In previous years, applicants in this program were required 
to have completed, by the time of taking up the fellowship, 
one year of graduate study beyond the Honours BA or its 
equivalent, to have fulfilled all the requirements for the 
master’s degree and to be registered in a program of 
studies leading to the PhD degree or its equivalent. 


e The restrictions on the renewals of Postdoctoral 
Fellowships, i.e., “that award holders pursuing their 
studies at the university which awarded the doctorate 
may not normally be granted more than one 12-month 
fellowship”, have been dropped and all applications for 
renewal will be considered on the basis of satisfactory 
progress. However, the Council wishes to stress that: 


a)normally applicants are encouraged to undertake 
postdoctoral studies at a university other than that 
which awarded the doctorate; 


b) if they do choose to study at the same university, they 
will be expected to justify their choice in their 
application. 


e The Council is currently reviewing its policy on travel 
allowances for Special MA, Doctoral and Postdoctoral 
award holders and reserves the right to make changes 
for the year 1983-84. The present regulations are as 
follows: 


A travel allowance is granted to the award 
holder for travel to and from the main 
place of tenure and, under certain condi- 
tions, for travel for research purposes. A 
Doctoral Fellowship holder may also 
receive a travel allowance for his/her 
dependents provided that they are in 
residence with the award holder at the 
main place of tenure for at least six 
months during the fellowship period. 


® The value of Special MA and Doctoral Fellowships is at 
present $9,760 and that of Postdoctoral Fellowships 
$18,600. These amounts are increased every year based 
on inflation rates. 


Strategic Grants Division 


e The value of Doctoral Completion Fellowships in the 
Development of Management Research Program has 
been increased to $14,820. Reorientation Fellowships 
for individuals who do not hold a tenured appointment 
at a Canadian university but who do have a PhD are now 
worth $18,600. 


Research Communication Division 


e The administration of the program of Aid to Occasional 
Scholarly Conferences in Canada has been modified in 
order to provide for more efficient processing of ap- 
plications and to ensure the best possible use of 
available funds. As of May 1, 1982, the Council will base 
its decisions on the recommendations of a selection 
committee which will meet at reguiar intervals. 


A brochure containing brief descriptions of all Council pro- 
grams with updated information on the value of awards and 
program deadlines is available from the Information Divi- 
sion of the Council. 


What is the Advisory Academic Panel? 


The relationship of the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council with the scholarly community is a sym- 
biotic one: the Council provides assistance for university 
research and in turn bases its decisions on advice provided 
by a large body of specialists with whom it works in ongo- 
ing consultation. This collaboration is particularly evident 
in the role of the Advisory Academic Panel, whose 18 
members belong to universities across Canada and are 
broadly representative of various disciplines in the 
humanities and social sciences. The immediate past Chair- 
man of the Panel, C.W.J. Eliot, views the purpose and role 
of the Panel as follows: 


“It is difficult for one who is Chairman of the Advisory 
Academic Panel to be objective about the Panel’s role. 
That | and my colleagues think we have a significant part to 
play goes without question, otherwise few of us would be 
prepared to serve the Council. But what is that part? In 
simplest terms, it is the first word of our title: advisory. We 
give advice, mostly when asked, sometimes uninvited. We 
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react to proposals and policies being considered for im- 
plementation. We are concerned with the granting of 
money, and that the decisions surrounding these awards 
be sound and equitable. 


“The Council seeks advice from many different quarters. 
But it calls especially on the Panel, because it has a 
privileged position within the Council, in that it is privy to 
what is going on, has access to material not generally 
released, and its Chairman (or representative) is an 
observer who participates in the meetings of the Council. 
Why should the Council pay heed to the Panel? Firstly, 
because it is academic. It represents the largest consti- 
tuency served by the Council. Its individual members are 
scholars of reputation recognized as such within their 
various disciplines. And because it is academic, it is a body 
of experts who respect research and scholarship for what 
it is worth, not for its subject. Thus the Panel as academic 
is there to help the Council in carrying out its mandate. 


“While it is individuals who meet, it is as a pane/ that they 
Speak, a body representative not only of the academic com- 
munity, but also of the regions of our country. And itis asa 
panel that we seek collectively for that advice which we 
believe to represent the best wisdom we can offer the 
Council. It is through discussion and debate that we arrive 
at our recommendations, usually, but not always, with con- 
sensus. Occasionally an issue divides us, and it is then 
that we must either determine our advice by majority deci- 
sion or agree to hear more argument. In the end we must 
make up our minds, as we can offer no significant help to 
the Council unless we believe in what we say, unless our 
advice is born of our experience and deliberation express- 
ed without fear. 


“In summary, collectively as academics we tender advice. 
We do not ask that the advice be followed, but that it be 
respected. In the past several years we have learned, 
perhaps slowly, to live with an essential dichotomy, that 
there is an academic reality and a political reality. But we 
do no service to the Council if we blur the difference and 
endorse compromise merely to avoid tension. Advice 
demands truth - the purpose of research - and the quest 
for it is always demanding. 


“Yet as Chairman | have learned that there is a place for 
useful compromise in our attempts to find solutions. | have 
also learned that there are times when the Panel must ar- 
ticulate its principles with firmness and tact, to assist the 
Council in weighing the options before it when it makes 
decisions that affect the humanities and social sciences. If 
as panel and academics we give the Council the best aa- 
vice we know, then | believe that we have a worthy and 
necessary place within the Council.” 


At present, the members of the Advisory Academic Panel 
are: JérO6me Rousseau, McGill (Chairman); C.W.J. Eliot, 
Mount Allison (Past Chairman); André Beaudoin, Laval:

Thomas, York. Members are appointed for three years. The 
Panel meets three times a year and four sub-committees 
are Convened as necessary: the Steering Committee, which 
advises on policy; the Research Support Committee, which 
advises on the Research Grant, Leave Fellowship and 
Postdoctoral Fellowship programs, the Research Training 
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Committee, which advises on the Doctoral Fellowship and 
Special MA Scholarship programs; and the Research Com- 
munications Committee, which advises on publications, 
conferences, infrastructure and international programs. 


Council Receives Reports of 
Research Completed 


Among the reports of Council-funded research, the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council has recently 
received the following books. 


The Council was pleased to hear that Claude Bissell has 
been named a joint winner of the 1982 Toronto Book Award 
for The Young Vincent Massey. Bissell, former president of 
the University of Toronto and a professor in the English 
department, received two Council grants totalling over 
$25,000 for his study of Canada’s first native governor 
general. Massey’s diplomatic, political and cultural ac- 
tivities before 1935 are chronicled in a carefully researched 
account with numerous anecdotes that bring the man and 
his milieu to life. 


Another Canadian governor general is profiled in Jules 
Léger by Jacques Monet, s.j., of the University of Ottawa. 
This bilingual work, based on research for which Monet 
was awarded the Jules and Gabrielle Léger fellowship in 
1979, contains a wide selection of excerpts from Léger’s 
writings on a number of topics from the Crown to the arts 
and the universities in Canada. His role as governor 
general is discussed in an article written by Léger in 1980 
especially for this work, entitled ‘‘“A Pause for Reflection”, 
in which he attempts to counter Canadian indifference 
towards the position. 


Why do so many young people from apparently respectable 
backgrounds become delinquents, knowing that their acts 
are criminal and that they are risking not only immediate ar- 
rest and punishment, but the ruin of their futures? This is 
the question posed by Maurice Cusson of the University of 
Montreal in his book Délinguants pourquoi? Dissatisfied 
with the answers hitherto brought forward, Cusson 
analyzes the wealth of information on juvenile delinquency 
in terms of the motives for criminal behaviour and con- 
cludes that young people strive to realize certain objec- 
tives vital to human existence (action, power, possession) 
and that if such objectives are unattainable in a legitimate 
way, they will turn to delinquency to satisfy their needs. 
Mr. Cusson carried out his research as part of a five-year 
study on deliquency at the University of Montreal, under 
the Council’s former Negotiated Grants program. 


Margaret Gillett’s study of the struggle of women to gain 
admission to and equality at McGill University has been 
published under the title We Walked Very Warily. Through 
anecdotes, biographical sketches and archival material, in- 
cluding dozens of photographs, she follows the course, 
not only of women’s education at McGill, but also of the 
issue of higher education for women in the nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries. 


Left, right, up, down, back, front - J.A. Laponce of the 
University of British Columbia has made a multi- 
disciplinary study of spatial metaphors in a fascinating 
book entitled Left and Right: The Topography of Political 
Perceptions. ‘We use space to give shape to our thoughts 
and in turn these shapes generate and constrain new 
ideas.” Laponce examines the left-right dyad in biological, 
physical, anthropological, cultural and symbolic terms to 
create a new approach to political thinking. 


Hugh MacLennan: A Writer’s Life, by Elspeth Cameron of 
the University of Toronto, is the result of research started 
in 1975 with a Canada Council grant. This biography draws 
extensively on MacLennan’s letters to present a very per- 
sonal account of this life, in particular the problems beset- 
ting a Canadian writer. “The evolution of his own life and 
his inherent nature symbolize that process and the nature 
of the majority of people living here.” 


“Science as we in the West know it is in terminal crisis 
and, | believe, must be fundamentally altered in a truly 
revolutionary way for the first time in 2500 years.” So 
begins an unusual book called The Stone Monkey by Bruce 
Holbrook, a cultural anthropologist at the University of 
Prince Edward Island. Holbrook examines the Western 
scientific outlook, finding it anti-sensual and _ anti- 
democratic and proposes an alternative: the Chinese vi- 
sion of science united with art in which the goal is not 
merely understanding, but the realization of human poten- 
tial. Holbrook, who speaks fluent Mandarin, studied for a 
number of years with a Chinese physician-scholar and 
presents, not just an outsider’s description of foreign tradi- 
tions, but an appreciation of the radically different reality 
and worldview on which Chinese science is based. 


The Council would like to thank all researchers who have 
sent books and reports of completed research and regrets 
that because of space limitations only a few can be men- 
tioned here. 


Conference Reports 


The SSHRC has recently received reports of two con- 
ferences held with assistance from the Council Program of 
Aid to Occasional Scholarly Conferences. 


A conference on Academic Freedom: Principles and Prac- 
tice was held February 18-20, 1982, at Memorial University 
of Newfoundland, organized by David Thompson of the 
department of philosophy and sponsored by the depart- 
ments of history, philosophy and sociology. Speakers at 
this conference included Michiel Horn from York Universi- 
ty, who reviewed the history of academic freedom in 
Canada; John F. Graham of Dalhousie and A.E. Malloch of 
McGill, who discussed contemporary financial and struc- 
tural problems facing the university which affect academic 
freedom; Nicholas Farnham, Executive Director of the In- 
ternational Council for the Future of the University, who 
spoke on “Academic Freedom and Moral Responsibility”; 
and Tina Day from the Association of University Teachers 
(U.K.) who discussed tenure in relation to academic 
freedom. 


This conference, the first of its kind in Canada, involved 
more than thirty members of Memorial’s faculty and reach- 
ed a wide audience through televised broadcasts of the 
plenary sessions. Videotapes of these sessions are 
available from the university and publication of the pro- 
ceedings is planned. 


The Hugh MacLennan Conference at University College, 
University of Toronto, held February 25-27, 1982, attracted 
some 250 participants. Organized by Ben Shek of the Cana- 
dian Studies Department of University College and Elspeth 
Cameron, MacLennan’s biographer and coordinator of the 
Canadian literature program at New College, the con- 
ference included dramatic readings from MacLennan’s 
work, screenings of Each Man’s Son and Two Solitudes, 
and personal reminiscences of MacLennan by Marian 
Engel, Robert Kroetsch, Constance Beresford-Howe and 
Solange Chaput-Rolland. MacLennan’s books’ were 
discussed in three sessions: “Canadian Society in 


MacLennan’s Work’, with Stanley B. Ryerson of the Univer- 
sity of Quebec at Montreal and Jacques Brazeau from the 
University of Montreal; “Critical Reception of MacLennan’s 
Fiction”, with W.J. Keith of the University of Toronto and 
Robin Mathews from Carleton; and ‘“‘MacLennan’s Place in 
the Tradition of Canadian Letters”, with Eli Mandel from 
York and Antoine Sirois from Sherbrooke. Hugh MacLen- 
nan himself spoke at the closing luncheon. 


The organizers of the conference are editing the texts of 
the papers, commentaries and discussions and hope that 
this publication will be available in a few months’ time. 


The Information Division of the Council thanks the 
organizers of these conferences for forwarding press 
releases and clippings about these events. 


Consultative Group on Research and 
Education in Law Enters Report 
Writing Stage 


When last reported in Council Update a little over a year 
ago (Feb. 1981), the Consultative Group on Research and 
Education in Law, under the chairmanship of Professor 
Harry Arthurs of Osgoode Hall Law School, had held its in- 
itial planning meetings for its inquiry into the status of 
Canadian legal research and its educational context. The 
research and consultation has now been completed and 
the Group has reached the stage of preparing the report of 
its findings and formulating its recommendations. A draft 
report is scheduled for discussion in early September with 
the Consultative Group’s Advisory Panel, chaired by the 
Right Honourable Bora Laskin, and the final report is to be 
submitted to the SSHRC in October. 


Every effort has been made in the study to encourage sub- 
missions by all parties interested in the subject of legal 
scholarship and its relationship to legal education. 
Nonetheless, surprisingly few briefs were received, 29 in 
all. Although letters of invitation were sent out, no written 
comments were received from any of the law societies, law 
foundations or government legal departments. Only one of 
the Law Reform Commissions - that of Saskatchewan - 
responded. 


To ensure, however, that it was aware of current thinking 
about legal research, the Consultative Group organized a 
series of five regional consultations during 1981, in Van- 
couver, Saskatoon, Halifax, Toronto and Montreal. Each 
meeting involved about 20 to 35 invited participants 
representing a wide variety of constituencies: the bar, the 
law societies, the bench, the Law Reform Commissions 
and law foundations, government departments, university 
administrations, the law faculties and law students. A 
detailed report on each consultation was prepared, pro- 
viding the Consultative Group with a substantial source of 
information on the current concerns of those involved with 
legal education and research. 


Two research reports have been submitted to the Con- 
sultative Group as part of its own over-all research pro- 
gram. Alice Janisch of Toronto was commissioned to 
survey Canadian legal literature for selected years from 
1958-1980, and to classify her findings according to sub- 
ject area and research methodology. Her report, “Profile of 
Published Legal Research” (38 p.) reveals, among other 
things, a preponderance of traditional, doctrinal studies, a 
great deal of government-sponsored publications, and a 
widely diffused production across many fields. These fin- 
dings confirm some of those reported in the other research 
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report for the Consultative Group, by staff Research Direc- 
tor John McKennirey, entitled “Canadian Law Professors: 
Report of the Survey of Full-Time Professors of Law at 
Canadian Law Faculties” (150 p.). McKennirey’s report 
presents a detailed profile of the formation, occupational 
setting, research orientation and methods, teaching prac- 
tices and attitudes towards research and education of 
Canadian law professors, based on replies from over half 
of their number. 


A second staff report on the law faculties themselves is in 
preparation. The Consultative Group has also conducted a 
survey of the many institutions supporting legal research, 
whether by grant or contract or through actual in-house 
research. 


Promoting Public Awareness 
of Research Results 


One of the objectives of the Council since its inception has 
been the dissemination of the results of research beyond 
the limited range of the researchers themselves. Without 
developing a formal grants program, the Council has never- 
theless taken some steps to foster a better dialogue bet- 
ween research scholars and the public at large. Beyond the 
ongoing activities of the Information Division, it has pro- 
moted some projects and funded others. 


Hebdo-science, a French-language news service based in 
Quebec which supplies stories to the weekly press and 
some electronic media, was set up in 1978. The Council 
began supporting it in 1979 and has done so ever since. 
The success of Hebdo-science stimulated a move toward 
establishing a Science News Syndication Service in 
English for which the Council funded a market feasibility 
survey. The results proved satisfactory, and, for 1982-83, 
the Council is supporting both services with grants of 
$26,400 each. 


The Canadian Science Writers’ Association/Association 
des rédacteurs scientifiques, and the Association des 
communicateurs scientifiques du Québec have also receiv- 
ed grants to assist with administrative costs. 


The Council has contributed to various science and 
technology exhibitions, both with its own display and with 
funding. It has supported, for example, Quebec Science 
Week, a seminar at the 1982 Montreal exhibition on 
science and technology (Salon de la science et de la 
technologie), and the mounting of an audio-visual ar- 
chaeological display at the University of Quebec at Trois- 
Riviéres. 


Workshops for the general interested public have been 
sponsored by the Calgary Institute for the Humanities, one 
in 1981 and one in 1982, calling on the expertise of 
humanist scholars in tackling specific social issues. Par- 
ticipants in the workshops have included public policy 
decision-makers, the news media and the general public. 
The Council has helped defray workshop costs. 


Most of these project applications have been made 
simultaneously to the three federal granting councils, 
which collaborate in examining the requests and in sharing 
responsibility for support. By such cooperation the Coun- 
cil continues to ensure that the human sciences receive 
their due in any government-supported science public 
awareness initiatives. 
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Reactions to the Park Report on 
Scholarly Communication 


In January, the Council issued a new report on Aj/d to 
Scholarly Communication, produced by a joint committee 
of members of the Council and of its Advisory Academic 
Panel under the chairmanship of Paul Park, Dean, Faculty 
of Education, University of Western Ontario. The report has 
been distributed to university presses, learned societies, 
the Social Science Federation of Canada and Canadian 
Federation for the Humanities, and comments have been 
invited by all interested parties. 


The report proposes to encourage the use of new 
technologies in scholarly publishing, as a means to pro- 
vide for cheaper and faster communication among those 
engaged in research. 


Reaction to date has focussed on the adaptibility of pre- 
sent channels of communication to new _ electronic 
technologies. Certain of the replies which have been 
received stress the losses in real communication which 
would likely result from turning to microform or com- 
puterized communication. Other respondents have asked 
to what extent the Council would be willing to fund ex- 
perimental work before committing itself to a major 
change in the form of its support. 


Copies of the report are still available on request, and the 
Council continues to invite comments. 


SSHRC Staff Changes

Officer to Senior Fellowships Officer in the Fellowships 
Division. 


Héléne Régnier is replacing France Landriault in the 
Strategic Grants Division. Ms. Régnier studied sociology at 
the University of Ottawa and will be working in the popula- 
tion aging program while at the Council. 


Christina) Roberts-van Oordt joined the Council as 
Research Grants officer in March 1982. She has a PhD in 
French and Russian literature from the University of Toron- 
to and has studied in Canada, the U.S., France and Ger- 
many. Until her appointment at the Council she was work- 
ing On a project at Glendon College, York University, entitl- 
ed “La Francophonie”. 


Nina Stipich, who came to the Council in May 1981, has 
been made a permanent member of staff, as program of- 
ficer in the Research Grants Division. Ms. Stipich has a 
doctorate in progress at the University of Sussex in 
Brighton, England, where she studied political philosophy 
and social theory. 


Council Sponsors Workshops 
on Native Studies 


In March 1981, Professors D.H. Poonwassie and D.N. 
Sprague of the University of Manitoba convened the first 
Council-funded native people’s workshop in Winnipeg. At 
this meeting about thirty” participants, including 
academics and non-academics, native and non-native peo- 
ple, discussed the potential role of the Council in support- 
ing research on native issues. As a follow-up to the Win- 
nipeg workshop, the Council has established a Task Force 
of experts to advise the Council on all aspects of a pro- 
jected new program of research in the area of native 
studies, which it anticipates introducing in the 1983-84 
fiscal year. 


The Task Force members are: Russel Barsh, University of 
Washington; Lillian Basil, Vancouver; John W. Beaver, Ed- 
monton; Serge Bouchard, Montreal; Hugh Brody, Scott 
Polar Research Institute, Cambridge; Walter Currie, 
Gabriel Dumont Institute, Regina; Milton Freeman, Univer- 
sity of Alberta; Harvey McCue, Trent University; Andrew 
Mikita, Prince Edward Island; Christine Morris, University 
of Lethbridge; John Spence, Montreal; Douglas N. 
Sprague, University of Manitoba; Sally M. Weaver, Universi- 
ty of Waterloo. 


In order to broaden the input into planning the proposed 
new program of research on native issues, the Council is 
sponsoring a series of regional workshops across Canada. 
These workshops will allow the Council to consult with 
native researchers and native organizations to refine ideas 
and guidelines for the new program.

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Research Grants Move to Competitive 
Adjudication 


The Council wishes to bring to the attention of scholars in 
the social sciences and humanities, and university deans 
of graduate studies and research administrators, certain 
changes which must be introduced into the Research 
Grants program, and which will affect applications submit- 
ted in time for the adjudication of March 1983. The deadline 
for these applications will be October 15, 1982. 


The Research Grants program has so far been conducted 
aS a non-competitive program in which all projects found 
to have scholarly merit received assistance, determined on 
the basis of submitted budgets and subject to the Coun- 
cil’s published rules. In this respect the program has dif- 
fered from the other major activities of the Council, in 
which the adjudication process is accomplished by means 
of a competition. 


In recent months it has become apparent that the Research 
Grants program will suffer from a shortage of funds by the 
spring of 1983 owing to an increase in the number and size 
of applications. At the same time, it is clear that the Coun- 
cil cannot, in the present difficult circumstances, expect 
large infusions of money from the government. Additional 
funds have been provided in support of Canadian studies 
in 1982-83, and part of these can properly be applied to the 
Research Grants program. These is no indication that any 
further additional money can be obtained for 1983-84. 


Despite these constraints, the Council must maintain the 
balance of programs without impairing their quality. This 
means that it will now be necessary to use competitive ad- 
judication in allocating Research Grants, as is the case 
with all other major Council activities. 


Accordingly, the following measures will be introduced in 
time for the adjudication of March 1983: 


1. The adjudication will take the form of a competition, in 
which applications will be scored and ranked according 
to their merit. 


2. The adjudication will be conducted by the existing 
eleven committees of scholars (see list below). 


3. Applicants will be requested to name the committee to 
which they wish their application to be submitted. 


4. Amounts approved for grants will be determined on the 
basis of submitted budgets according to established 
practice. 


5. The Council will keep the operation of the new com- 
petitive system under close review.

Applicants are asked to take particular note of these new 
procedures. Committees will, in judging each application 
before them, continue to take account of the written 
assessments of independent experts. Further details con- 
cerning the administration of the competition will be 
released in the next few months. 


In the meantime, applicants are advised to present their re- 
quests in the usual manner and in time for the deadline of 
October 15, 1982, designating the committee of their 
choice in box 11 of the application form. A new revised 
Guide for Applicants and application form will be issued in 
1983.

The additional categories of cost, which must be directly 
related to the project, are: 


a. salaries of office staff, including editorial assistants; 


b. travel and subsistence of editorial board, subject to the 
limits established by sections 80-88 of the Council’s 
Guide to Applicants (1981 edition). 


Contributors’ fees and publication expenses related to 
such projects are not eligible. 


The new amendment makes it possible for the Council to 
extend additional support to editorial projects which fall 
below the limits established for major research grants and 
which are found to have sufficient merit. 


The Council accepts under its rules governing applications 
for major research grants, those editorial projects 
estimated to cost $100 000 or more for any single twelve 
month period, or $250000 or more for any three year 
period. (See Regulations Governing Applications for Major 
Research Grants, February 1982, Sections 2 and 23-25). 


Canadian Studies Research Tools Program 


1. a. For future competitions, the requirement that institu- 
tional applicants contribute 20 per cent of total direct 
project costs has been dropped. The Council will now 
pay up to a maximum of $75 000 per year in direct pro- 


ject costs without requiring an institutional contribu- 
tion. 


b. As all applications submitted to the Research Tools 
program will be sent for external written assessment, 
both individual and institutional applicants should in- 
clude the names of two or three referees - scholars, 
librarians, or archivists who would be able to provide 
such an assessment. (N.B. Deadline: February 1, 
1983) 


. All proposals for scholarly bibliographies, catalogues, 


inventories or indexes of materials in Canadian studies 
should in the future be submitted to the Research Tools 
program of the Strategic Grants Division, except for 
those forming an integral part of a research project 
which would ordinarily be eligible under the terms of the 
Research Grants program. Proposals in areas other than 
Canadian studies will be considered under the terms of 
the Research Grants program, provided they conform to 
the requirement set out in the Guide for Applicants 
(1981), section 20. 


. Projects intended to result in the production of dic- 


tionaries and other similar works of reference should 
still be submitted to the Research Grants Division. They 
will be considered under the terms of the Research 
Grants program provided that the final work is likely to 
be of significant use to research and scholarship and 
that it does not fall under the exclusions of section 19 of 
the Guide. Other proposals for dictionaries and similar 
works which do not meet the above conditions will not 
be considered by the Council. 
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André Fortier, president of the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council since its inception in 1978, retired from the 
public service in October 1982. He was succeeded by William E. Taylor, Jr. (see story below). The staff of the SSHRC Infor- 
mation Division has prepared the following tribute to Mr. Fortier. In the next issue of Update, we shall publish the results of an 


interview with our new president, Dr. Taylor. 


André Fortier 


On October 28, André Fortier closed his office door on a 
30-year career of public service, the last four-and-a-half as 
the president of the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council. 

André Fortier has seen and contributed to enormous 
growth in support for the arts, the humanities and social 
sciences during his career, from his first position as a 
federal Treasury Board officer to Under Secretary of State 
and head of two federal cultural agencies: the Canada 
Council and the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council. 

Under his leadership the Canada Council established its 
Touring Office and Art Bank, expanded its Explorations 
grants program to include the arts, instituted regional 
juries for adjudicating Explorations applications, and ex- 
panded its assistance to writing and publishing, and to per- 
forming arts companies - including many new and exciting

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William E. Taylor, Jr., New President 


The appointment of William E. Taylor, Jr., as president of 
the SSHRC was announced by the Prime Minister on Oc- 
tober 28, 1982. 

William Taylor has been Director of the National 
Museum of Man (including the Canadian War Museum) 
since 1967. In order to ensure administrative continuity in 
the planning of the new National Museum of Man 
facilities, he will continue in this post until the initial stages 
have been completed and serve concurrently as SSHRC 
President. 

A specialist in Canadian Arctic archaeology and the ar- 
chitect of the Museum’s extensive national research and 
outreach programs, Dr. Taylor has an Honours BA in an- 
thropology from the University of Toronto, an MA in 
sociology from the University of Illinois, and a PhD in an- 
thropology from the University of Michigan. In 1975, the 
University of Calgary awarded him an LLD.

regional theatres. On the humanities and social sciences 
side, the Council began to support large editorial projects 
such as the Dictionary of Canadian Biography, which con- 
tinues to this day, and a program of General Research 
Grants to universities. 

As tirst president of the new Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council (which was split off from the 
Canada Council by an act of Parliament in 1977 to leave 
the former body responsible solely for the arts), André 
Fortier directed the launching of a review and evaluation 
of all programs inherited from the former Council, the 
development of a five-year plan, the expansion of interna- 
tional scholarly exchanges, the introduction of support to 
university research libraries, and the establishment of new 
programs of support for research on subjects of national 
importance and in the field of Canadian studies. 


The periods from 1965 to 1969 and from 1972 to 1975 
were times of great expansion for the Canada Council, Mr. 
Fortier recalls. When he started his tenure as treasurer of 
the Council it had a budget of some $3 million for the arts, 
the humanities and the social sciences; as director he left 
the Council managing a budget of over $50 million. At the 
SSHRC he saw the budget grow from some $33 million in 
the first operating year, 1978-79, to over $56 million in 
1982-83. 

Money tells one story, of course - more funds for 
publishing, performing arts companies, individual per- 
forming and visual artists, writers, composers and 
choreographers; and for universities, scholarly publishers 
and individual researchers. 

All benefited in those times of prosperity and expansion 
and they were exciting times indeed — though, as Mr. For- 
tier mused in a CBC series on the 25-year history of the 
Canada Council, burgeoning programs inevitably bring 
their own brand of problems. In the arts, with more 
grants money to allocate from increasing parliamentary 
appropriations, all parts of the country and all types of 
creative activity demanded their share of the support. The 
problems of setting priorities for such funding, acute at all 
times, change only in degree when there is more money to 
spread around. The question is always the same: should 
one give priority to assisting only the organizations and in- 
dividuals that have reached some international standard of 
excellence, or should one assist all creative work, even at 
its beginning stages? Should creative potential, in other 
words, be given an opportunity to develop and to grow? 

It is a measure of André Fortier’s wisdom and working 
style that he never categorically accepted an either/or posi- 
tion on this vexing question. He had a concept of balanced 
support for competing enterprises, whether in the arts or 
scholarship, which allowed for schools to contend, for 
diversity to be expressed. The mandate of both the Canada 
Council and the SSHRC is to promote and assist creative 
activity (which includes scholarly activity in André For- 
tier's lexicon), and these objectives found in him a pas- 
sionate advocate. He is as appreciative of the fine line of a 
finished dancer's art as he is in the work of a talented stu- 
dent; of the excavations of a distinguished archaeologist as 
of the academic plans of a young doctoral fellow. 

This belief in the potential for human creativity and an 
eagerness to provide the opportunity for its development 
wherever it is found have tended to bewilder some who 
worked with André Fortier - both those of rigidly elitist 
bent who thought that universal standards of excellence

Before his appointment as Director of the National 
Museum of Man, he was Arctic archaeologist and Chief of 
the Archaeology Division at that Museum from 1956 to 
1967. He has been a Japan Foundation fellow, a visiting 
professor in Alaska and a research associate of the School 
of American Research in Santa Fe. Dr. Taylor is a fellow 
of the Royal Society of Canada, the Royal Geographical 
Society of Great Britain, Sigma Xi, the Arctic Institute of 
North America and the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, serves on several museum boards 
and has often represented Canada at international scholar- 
ly congresses. 

Dr. Taylor’s research in Ontario, Quebec, Illinois, 
Arizona and across Arctic Canada has yielded a long list of 
books, papers and addresses in archaeology, museology 
and Inuit art and culture. His more recent publications in- 
clude prefaces and contributions to Thule Eskimo Culture 
(Archaeological Survey of Canada); The Arctic, by Fred 
Bruemmer; Indians of Canada, by Diamond Jenness; The 
Home Children, edited by Phyllis Harrison; Morrisseau, 
by J. Pollock and L. Sinclair; and the Canadian Guild of 
Crafts’ Inuit Sculpture Catalogue. 

Dr. Taylor was awarded the Queen’s Jubilee Medal in 
1977, the 1980 Bicentennial Medal of the Society of Anti- 
quaries of Scotland and in 1982 received the Royal Society 
of Canada Centenary Medal for his work at the National 
Museum of Man. 


must be applied in all instances and those who equally 
rigidly championed the cause of democracy in the arts. 
Fortier’s belief in excellence was expressed in two ways: an 
excellence of the present and of the future. This was 
sometimes seen as endangering a policy of support for 
established organizations and individual artists; it was 
feared that support for the untried, for community arts ac- 
tivity, for example, might draw off energy - and funds - 
from what was perceived to be excellent by world stan- 
dards. 

Fortier recognized that dilemma and chose to live with 
it, coming down neither on one side nor the other. He saw 
to it that the Canada Council refined its programs, made 
compromises when necessary, kept its budgets under 
scrutiny, insisted on high standards of staff work, and 
tested new and more efficient ways of doing things. He 
eschewed extreme positions and chose to follow a policy of 
keeping funding priorities in balance. In his work of keep- 
ing a keen managerial eye on the Council's granting activi- 
ty, he made himself familiar with artists and arts groups all 
across the country, and was unerringly candid and disarm- 
ing in explaining the Council's position to sometimes 
hostile questioners in the arts community and the news 
media. 

Political questions inevitably pose problems for public- 
ly supported funding bodies, and in André Fortier’s time at 
the Canada Council, he had to face the problems of pro- 
viding support to artists and scholars who were avowed 
communists or political separatists. Those questions were 
resolved on the side of the individual, as he explained in a 
recent speech at Simon Fraser University on the subject of 
patronage and the arts. More recently, at the SSHRC, 
Fortier has faced the criticism of certain parts of the 
academic community for his part in encouraging the Coun- 
cil to accept an increased parliamentary appropriation for 


research in Canadian studies and strategic areas of national 
importance ~ even though he made it clear that support for 
traditional independent research would not suffer 
thereby. Other scholars, recognizing the tact, skill and 
perseverance required to win increased government 
recognition of the importance of research in the humanities 
and social sciences, were generous and vocal in their praise 
of his efforts. As Fortier has explained many times in 
speeches and in interviews in discussing the allocation of 
grant funds for one type of activity over another, balance 
is the operative word. In the SSHRC’s priorities for fun- 
ding, support for specified areas of research and scholar- 
ship must be balanced with support for traditional re- 
search, and the one must not draw strength from the 
other. He adds, however, that the programs for each must 
be systematically evaluated, and that the Council must be 
able to adapt and change with the needs of the community 
~ indeed of the nation. 

A sensitivity to the needs of the arts and culture com- 
munity, a commitment to seeing cultural activity grow, 
and a skill in working with ‘the system” to the benefit of 
cultural agency clients and the community at large - these 
are among the great contributions André Fortier has made 
to cultural growth in this country and to the increased un- 
derstanding of the work of our artists and scholars abroad. 

His particular genius, expressed sometimes in a flood of 
original and audacious ideas - coupled with the courage to 
test these ideas and to put the best of them into effect - 
makes André Fortier a stimulating colleague, and an exact- 
ing and demanding employer. His wit, generosity and 
warmth have bound him to his friends. These and the 
many other individuals in every part of Canada who have 
come to admire him during his many years of service in 
visible and vulnerable positions will wish him well in his 
new post-retirement activities. His next “plunge,” as he 
put it in his farewell message to his colleagues, will be 
motivated by that characteristic of mind and heart which 
he expressed so often and which is stated in the simple 
word “service.” Many Canadians are thus looking forward 
with great expectation, informed by experience, to the next 
fruitful career of André Fortier, public servant. 


Council Visits British Columbia Universities 


As part of its policy of ongoing consultation with the 
academic community in Canada, the Council travelled to 
British Columbia to meet with faculty, administrators and 
students at the University of Victoria, the University of 
British Columbia, Simon Fraser University and Royal 
Roads Military College from October 19 to 22. At these 
meetings, the members and staff of the Council were able 
to learn about the situation of the academic community in 
British Columbia and to answer questions about Council 
policy and programs. 

One issue that was raised at all of the meetings was that 
of support for independent research. Scholars in British 
Columbia appeared to be concerned that the Council's pro- 
motion of research in Canadian studies and in strategic 
areas might cause a distortion of funding patterns un- 
favourable to independent research. This is a question 
that the Council has addressed repeatedly since the an- 
nouncement of additional government funding in 
January. André Fortier, President of the Council, stressed 
that the increase in the number of scholars doing research 
in Canadian studies has necessitated a search for additional 


funds to maintain the general level of support for re- 
search. Although the SSHRC would naturally like to see 
funds increase for every one of its programs, it was 
necessary to apportion the fixed sum available in a way 
that would best satisfy the needs of the government and 
those of researchers. Under the present arrangement, 
funds for independent research have been maintained 
while additional funds are available for those who want to 
pursue Canadian studies or research in strategic areas. 
However, Mr. Fortier reminded the British Columbia par- 
ticipants that support for the Council by the academic 
community was the best way to prevent further govern- 
ment intrusion in this area. 

A number of researchers asked about the new Research 
Grants competition - a structure forced upon the Council 
by increased demands for funding during a period of fiscal 
restraint. The new procedures have still to be tested in 
practice, but in order to speed up the processing of requests 
for small sums, the President asked the participants if they 
were in favour of raising the level of individual grants 
under the General Research Grants program from $2,500 
to $7,500. Some of the deans foresaw problems in 
monitoring the work of individual grant recipients in all in- 
stitutions and felt that this might lead to a weakening of 
the overall quality of Canadian research. Others sup- 
ported the idea provided that peer assessment was main- 
tained. 

In connection with the assessment of research grants, 
many faculty members suggested that the current policy of 
placing the emphasis in judging an application on the 
evaluation of the project proposal be modified to stress the 
“track record” of the applicant. Participants were also in- 
terested in the Council's choice of assessors for research 
grants. The staff of the Council very much appreciated 
this interest and asked faculty at all the universities to sug- 
gest the names of assessors, as program officers are always 
anxious to find qualified specialists capable of evaluating 
applications. 

The Council's studies on scholarly communication, 
management studies, education research, and research and 
education in law were commented upon by several of the 
deans at the meetings with university administrators. A 
variety of suggestions for stimulating the development of 
these areas were brought forward. Long-term support for 
research centres was also advocated by a number of par- 
ticipants, who consider this a very effective way of pro- 
moting research. 

Dozens of other questions were debated and many im- 
aginative ideas were put forward by professors, students 
and research administrators. A wealth of material in the 
form of briefs from deans at the University of British Col- 
umbia was provided - such documents are very useful to 
the Council in preparing policy, evaluating programs and 
keeping track of public opinion. For these, and for the 
hospitality extended to them at each of the universities in 
British Columbia, the Council would like to thank their 
hosts. 


Response to Applebaum-Hébert Report 


The report of the Federal Cultural Policy Review Commit- 
tee, under the chairmanship of Louis Applebaum and Jac- 
ques Hébert, was released in Ottawa on November 16. 
The report contains 101 recommendations to the federal 
government on a wide range of subjects - including the 
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principles of federal support for cultural agencies (of which 
the SSHRC is one), financial resources for cultural activi- 
ty, and problems and prospects in the fields of heritage 
resources, visual and performing arts, and the cultural in- 
dustries of broadcasting, film, publishing and sound recor- 
ding. 

The Council presented a brief to the Applebaum-Hébert 
Committee, Noble in Reason/La personne cultivée: ceuvre 
de connaissance et d'esthétique, in March 1981, copies of 
which are available from the Information Division. The 
Council's response to the Committee’s report is being 
prepared and will be discussed at the Council meeting in 
December. 

Norman Dahl, public relations officer at the Council, 
was seconded to the Federal Cultural Policy Review Com- 
mittee as general editor of this report. Copies of the book, 
a 400-page paperback, are available at bookstores carrying 
federal government publications. 


Council Members Appointed 


Since the June 1982 issue of Council Update, the Council 
has welcomed five new members, announced by the 
Minister of Communications. Mr Kristianson was ap- 
pointed in June 1982, Professor Crocker in July 1982 and 
Professor Paquet in November 1982. Professor Arthur 
and Professor Black were appointed in December 1982. 

Elizabeth Arthur is a professor of history at Lakehead 
University: She was born in Orangeville and received her 
first degree from the University of Toronto, where she 
studied modern history. She attended the Ontario College 
of Education, and later took up graduate studies at 
McGill. In 1949 she received a PhD in history; her thesis 
title was “The French Canadian under British Rule, 
1760-1800.” For the next 15 years she taught in schools in 
Northern Ontario and Quebec, before becoming an 
associate professor at Lakehead University in 1964. Pro- 
fessor Arthur has been active on a number of historical and 
heritage associations, written articles on Ontario history 
for books and journals, and contributed articles to the Dic- 
tionary of Canadian Biography. She is the editor of 
Thunder Bay, 1821-1892: A Collection of Documents. 

Naomi Black was born at Newcastle-on-Tyne in En- 
gland. After earning an undergraduate degree from Cor- 
nell University, she received a Fulbright travel grant and a 
French government fellowship to study at the University of 
Bordeaux. In 1956 she returned to the United States, and 
earned an MA and PhD from Yale in political science. She 
taught at Brown University and Indiana University before 
becoming assistant professor and later associate professor 
of political science at York University. Professor Black 
specializes in the study of international relations, 
diplomatic history, nationalisr and imperialism, and 
women in politics, and has published numerous articles on 
these subjects. She has been involved in both professional 
and community organizations, in particular the Canadian 
Political Science Association. She was one of the founders 
of the York-Toronto Research Colloquium on Women’s 
Studies and of the Inter-University Seminar on Interna- 
tional Relations. 

Robert Crocker is director of the Institute for Educa- 
tional Research and Development and professor in the 
Department of Curriculum and Instruction at Memorial 
University of Newfoundland. Born in Carbonear, New- 
foundland, he studied at Memorial University and at the 
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University of Alberta, where he received a PhD in science 
education. Professor Crocker has done extensive research 
and writing on elementary science education and is the 
author of Elementary Science Curriculum Study. Recently 
he received a Council grant for a project on teaching 
strategies. In 1978-79 he served as co-chairman of the 
Newfoundland Task Force on Education and in 1979 he 
acted as consultant to the Department of Education of 
Queensland, Australia. In addition to his teaching duties, 
Professor Crocker gives professional development 
workshops to teachers throughout Newfoundland and 
serves On numerous university committees. He has been a 
research grant assessor for the SSHRC for a number of 
years, and served as a member of the Advisory Academic 
Panel during the academic year 1981-82. 

Gerald Kristianson is president of G.L. Kristianson 
Limited, a firm of public affairs consultants in Victoria, 
British Columbia. He received a BA in political science 
from the University of British Columbia and a PhD from 
the Australian National University, where he specialized in 
the study of interest groups in politics. A book based on 
his research, The Politics of Patriotism, was published by 
the Australian National University in 1966. After two 
years as assistant professor of political science at the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan, he joined the Department of Ex- 
ternal Affairs, serving as First Secretary at the Canadian 
Embassy in Tokyo and later as Deputy High Commis- 
sioner in Guyana. In 1976 he established a consulting firm 
in Victoria that offers a variety of services to organizations 
concerned about the impact of government decisions on 
their interests. He also lectures on Canadian politics and 
international relations at the University of Victoria and the 
University of British Columbia. 

Jean-Guy Paquet has been rector of Laval University 
since 1977. Born at Montmagny, Quebec, he received a 
BA in physical engineering from Laval, an MA in 
aeronautical engineering from the Ecole nationale 
supérieure de ]’aéronautique de Paris, and a PhD in elec- 
trical engineering from Laval. Dr. Paquet has been 
teaching at Laval University since 1961, becoming head of 
the electrical engineering department in 1967 and vice- 
rector in 1972. He is the author of two books and more 
than 50 articles on control systems engineering and has 
written many papers on research and scientific policy. A 
fellow of the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science, and a member of the Royal Society of Canada 
and numerous other professional associations, he has serv- 
ed on numerous committees and task forces concerned 
with research administration and postsecondary educa- 
tion.

Cairns and Hamelin Win Molson Prizes 


Political scientist Alan C. Cairns of the University of Brit- 
ish Columbia and geographer Louis-Edmond Hamelin of 
the University of Quebec at Trois-Riviéres were two of the 
four recipients of this year’s Molson Prizes, along with 
singer Gilles Vigneault and publisher Jack McClelland. 
These prizes, worth $25,000 each, are awarded by the Can- 
ada Council to Canadians who have made outstanding 


contributions to the arts, social sciences or humanities. 
Forty-seven have been awarded since 1963, when the 
Molson Family Foundation first established the prizes. 

André Fortier chaired the jury that selected the two 
social sciences and humanities laureates. On October 8, in 
Trois-Riviéres he presented the prize to Dr. Hamelin, rec- 
tor of the University of Quebec at Trois-Riviéres, and a 
well-known specialist in the geography of the Canadian 
north. Mr. Fortier cited Dr. Hamelin’s contributions to 
the study of geography in Canada as director of the Laval 
University Geographical Institute and founder of Laval’s 
Centre for Northern Studies, as well as his research on the 
north which resulted in his books Canadian Nordicity: It Is 
Your North Too. Describing Dr. Hamelin as a kind of 
“missionary of the north,” Mr. Fortier said that “Dr. 
Hamelin has revealed us to ourselves as a northern 
people.” 

The presentation to Alan Cairns was made on October 
21, during the Council's visit to the University of British 
Columbia. In his speech at the presentation ceremony, 
Mr. Fortier touched on Professor Cairns’ achievements as a 
teacher, scholar and adviser to both federal and provincial 
governments. Professor Cairns served as a member of the 
Council's Advisory Academic Panel from its beginning in 
1978 until last year. “Although modest and unassuming, 
and less visible publicly than he should be, he has had a 
notable influence on the intellectual life of Canada,” Mr. 
Fortier said. 

The staff and members of the Council would like to 
congratulate Dr. Hamelin and Professor Cairns on winn- 
ing this prestigious award. 


Council Receives Reports of Research 
Completed 


Among the reports of Council-funded research, the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council has recently 
received the following books. 


Research Grants 


A work that will interest sociologists, anthropologists and 
linguists is the recently published L’Ontario francais du 
sud-ouest, témoignages oraux. Compiled by André 
Lapierre of the University of Ottawa, these transcriptions 
of interviews made in the late 1960s contain a wealth of in- 
formation about the lives of Franco-Ontarians in 
southwestern Ontario, from Windsor to Oshawa. The 
French-speaking population of this areas is heterogeneous 
in terms of its geographic, historical and cultural origins 
and constitutes a very varied linguistic group. The sub- 
jects of the interviews are of all ages and backgrounds; 
they talk freely about the problems of retaining a distinct 
francophone culture in a highly anglicized and americaniz- 
ed milieu from the point of view of religion, education and 
entertainment, and their fears that the younger generation 
will lose touch completely with its francophone heritage. 
An interesting addition to the history of science and the 
history of ideas is Gametes and Spores: Ideas About Sexual 
Reproduction 1750-1914 by John Farley of Dalhousie Uni- 
versity. Professor Farley examines early scientific at- 
tempts to understand the reproductive process and the 
controversies surrounding these attempts in the period 
which saw the discovery of asexual reproduction, the for- 
mulation of the theory of evolution and the development 


of new techniques in cytology. He also discusses the ideas 
and their proponents in the context of prevailing social at- 
titudes, in particular those concerning the place of women 
in society, and in terms of the change in the social rank of 
scientists from the eighteenth to the nineteenth centuries. 

Iran under the Safavids, by Roger Savory of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, paints a vivid picture of Iran in the 
period 1501-1736. This was a critical time in Iran's 
history, for it saw the development of a national identity, 
which, linked to the establishment of the Shi'i form of 
Islam as the official religion, helped to strengthen the coun- 
try and save it from absorption into the Ottoman empire. 
These developments coincided with a flowering of the arts, 
portrayed in the book with the aid of numerous illustra- 
tions. 

Oscar Wilde in Canada by Kevin O’Brien of St. Francis 
Xavier University is the first complete study of Wilde's lec- 
ture tour of 15 Canadian cities in May and October of 
1882. In both Canada and the U.S. his unconventional ap- 
pearance and eccentric manners were satirized in cartoons 
and newspaper articles and his lectures on “The Decorative 
Arts” and “The House Beautiful” often met with laughter. 
Even so, he did attract large audiences in Ontario, Quebec 
and the Maritimes, many of his Canadian press notices 
were favourable and he did win converts to his philosophy 
of aesthetics. In a letter from Halifax, Wilde wrote: “The 
Canadians are very appreciative people, but is is a great 
fight in this commercial age to plead the cause of Art.” 


Fellowships 


A new book by Harry H. Hiller of the University of 
Calgary, called S.D. Clark and the Development of Cana- 
dian Sociology, discusses and analyzes the career and 
work of the man often referred to as the “dean” of Cana- 
dian sociology. Professor Hiller describes Clark’s life in 
the context of four stages in the evolution of sociology in 
Canada - from his early work in the sociology program at 
McGill to his later research with its empirical emphasis on 
suburbanization and urban poverty. ‘The heritage of Brit- 
ish traditions and the strength of American institutions; a 
dislike of the colonialist posture, yet a persistent sense of 
existing on the periphery; an eagerness to emulate patterns 
adopted in other societies, followed by a struggle to 
develop distinctly Canadian ones - all of these elements 
can be found in Clark’s sociology.” 

Of interest to those in adult education and communica- 
tion studies is the book L’Aide a l’étudiant adulte dans un 
systéme multi-média de formation a distance by Roger A. 
Cormier of the University of Sherbrooke. This work is the 
result of a year of observation, discussion and study at 
London's Open University, which has 60,000 adults enroll- 
ed at 232 regional centres using electronic teaching 
methods throughout the United Kingdom. Professor Cor- 
mier is particularly interested in the role and work of the 
“resource person” in this and similar institutions. Tradi- 
tional teaching models are not always appropriate for 
these teachers and the book raises questions that must be 
considered by those involved in this increasingly popular 
form of education. 

Margaret Howell's Byron Tonight tells the story of Vic- 
torian actor-managers who attempted to adapt the works 
of Lord Byron to the melodramatic and spectacular re- 
quirements of the 19th century stage. In a period in which 
“the rising of mass taste eroded legitimate tragedy and 
made even the Patent Theatres (Covent Garden and Drury 
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Lane) into venues for mediocre histrionics, musicals, and 
pageantry,” the dialogue of Byron’s original dramas was 
often cut extensively and replaced with music, dances and 
tableaux. Although few performances were successful, 
Margaret Howell points out that “The Victorian managers 
who gave him a place behind the footlights unattained by 
any other Romantic writer at least conveyed fragments of 
his poetry to many men and women restricted to dull 
routine and pinched lives.”

A description of the clumsy political manoeuvring of 
Canada’s Minister of Militia and Defence during the 
First World War and the development of the Canadian 
Army. 


Ronald Rompkey. Expeditions of Honour: The Journal of 
John Salusbury in Halifax, Nova Scotia 1749-53. 
The diary of a colonial settler in 18th century Halifax. 


Clara Thomas and John Lennox. William Arthur Deacon: 
A Canadian Literary Life. 
A biography of the literary editor of Saturday Night 
and the Globe and Mail, describing his enormous in- 
fluence on Canadian writers and writing. 


Gene Waddell and Rhodri Windsor Liscombe. Robert

Education Research: Past and Future 


“Support of research in education by the SSHRC and its 
predecessor the Canada Council has not been perceived by 
education researchers as noteworthy for its vigour. 
Despite the fact that Canada’s educational enterprise in- 
volves in excess of 25% of the total population on a full- 
time basis and requires nearly 8% of the Gross National 
Product to finance it, the Council has never demonstrated 
the level of concern for education-related research that it 
has for other disciplines. 

The reasons for this apparent indifference are not dif- 
ficult to identify. In broad terms they stem from federal 
sensitivity to provincial jurisdiction over education and 
more specifically from the lack of tradition in scholarly, 
theoretical and empirical research within the education 
community itself. 

“The concerns of the Council as they relate to research 
in education were aired at a meeting convened in Thunder 
Bay on 4 March 1981. The President of the Council, Mr. 
André Fortier, expressed the view that the time was ripe 
for a comprehensive examination of the Council's past per- 
formance and possible future initiatives in the field. This 
led to the awarding of grants to the Canadian Association 
of Deans of Education, the Canadian Society for the Study 
of Education and the Canadian Society for the Study of 
Higher Education to carry out state-of-the-art reviews of 
research in education. A further contract was entered into 
with Miles Wisenthal to prepare a background paper on 
the Council's response to education research proposals 
from 1975 to 1980. 

“Views of how the SSHRC might serve the education 
research community more effectively are based on the cur- 
rent state of research as perceived by the three societies. 
Each of these has been published by the Council as follows: 


® Research on Postsecondary Education in Canada, Pro- 
fessor Edward Sheffield. (A report of the Canadian 

Society for the Study of Higher Education). 
¢ Education Research in Canada: Aims, Problems and 

Possibilities, John J. Stapleton, Michel Allard, Donald 

A. Maclver, Eric D. MacPherson, and Thomas R. 

Williams. (A report of the Canadian Association of 

Deans of Education). 
¢ Canadian Research in Education: A State of the Art 

Review, edited by John H.M. Andrews and W. Todd 

Rogers. (A report of the Canadian Society for the 

Study of Education).” 

The statement above is taken from Miles Wisenthal’s 
report, Education Research: Future Expectations and Past 
Performances. This study presents some general observa- 
tions arising from the three reports mentioned above and 
from an analysis of the education research proposals 
received by the Council from 1975 to 1980.

Changes to Council Programs 


Fellowships Division 


© Supplementary allowances for Special MA, new Doc- 
toral and Postdoctoral fellowships have been elimi- 
nated. Those who have held a Doctoral or Postdoctoral 
fellowship in 1982-83 and who obtain a renewal or a 
new Doctoral fellowship for 1983-84 will have the 
choice of accepting their award with supplementary 
allowances under the conditions prevailing in 1982-83, 
or of accepting an award of a slightly higher value 
without any travel allowances. Successful candidates 
will make this choice when they receive their Notice of 
Award in spring 1983. 


¢ The competition for Special MA scholarships is now 
open to nominees who have received, or who will 
receive a BA Honours degree or its equivalent from a 
foreign university. The award was previously available 
only to nominees from Canadian universities. 


Research Grants Division 


e The Council is reviewing the application procedures for 
the Research Grants competition (see August 1982 issue 
of Council Update) and will be publishing a description 
of the new procedures early in 1983. 


Research Communication Division 


¢ A new competitive program of assistance for learned 
societies or associations and for projects carried out by 


these associations has been established by the Council. 
Applications will be adjudicated by a committee of 
scholars and its recommendations will be presented to 
the Council for decision. The competition deadline is 
December 15; application forms and guidelines are 
available from the Research Communication Division 
of the Council. 


All Divisions 


¢ The Council will shortly be issuing a statement concern- 
ing the effect of the government's 6 and 5% restraint 
policy on Council awards. A detailed description will 
be published early in 1983 and a brief summary included 
in the next issue of Update.

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Meet the President ... 


How many of us have awakened, camped by an Arctic sea, 
to find a polar bear sitting placidly at the tent flap? Not 
many of us, surely. But Bill Taylor, president of the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council, has. And in 
characteristic fashion, with a leap and a shout, he sent the 
bear diving into Lancaster Sound as he dipped back into 
the tent for a rifle. ‘We both escaped.” 

That story, told with gestures and exclamation points - 
all of which make the bear's behaviour eminently 
understandable - is our introduction to Dr. William E. 
Taylor, Jr., internationally known Arctic archaeologist 
and, for the last 15 years, director of the National Museum 
of Man. Dr. Taylor brought his scholarship, ad- 
ministrative skills, enthusiasm and commitment to re- 
search and research excellence to the SSHRC in October of 
1982, when the government of Canada appointed him 
president. A final planning drive for the new National 
Museum of Man kept Dr. Taylor trying to handle two 
organizational in-baskets for three months. But he settled 
finally into the SSHRC offices in February 1983. 

This article, prepared from a taped interview (he hates 
taped interviews), attempts to introduce Dr. Taylor the 
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Arctic scholar, writer, administrator, art connoisseur, pro- 
moter and... abit of aclown. That last he admits to, as 
we shall see. 

Life for Bill Taylor started in Toronto. In school, he 
had a love affair first with history and then with ar- 
chaeology, which he discovered in Grade 9, though he 
knew very soon that it was not quite classical ar- 
chaeology. “Around Grade 12,” he recounts, “I found out 
there was a thing called ‘New World archaeology’ and that 
was it.” Spurred by this interest, which fast became a pas- 
sion, Taylor set his sights on the Arctic, and when he final- 
ly got there, it proved to be the most exciting experience of 
his life. It happened in the summer of 1950 and, “It totally 
wiped me out: the immensity of the spaces, the dramatic 
land and ice shapes, the awesome austerity. It’s a beautiful 
environment, often serene and private. And even when 
it’s not, it’s interesting. I suppose one is also bucked by the 
satisfaction of coping successfully and comfortably with 
harsh surroundings.” 

Studies to prepare him for this moment began in 1947, 
when Bill Taylor enrolled in anthropology at the Universi- 
ty of Toronto. This was followed by graduate work in an- 
thropology and sociology at the University of Illinois and, 
finally, a PhD in anthropology from the University of 
Michigan. 

All this took some time, with stints of archaeological 
field work in Ontario, Arizona, Illinois, Quebec and the 
north between university terms, and jobs as a teaching 
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fellow and research assistant. The first field trip to the 
Arctic came in 1950 when he was only 22. Many other 
trips followed, particularly after his appointment as Arctic 
Archaeologist at the National Museum of Canada in 1956, 
and as chief of the Museum's Archaeology Division in 
1959. By the time he was appointed director of the 
museum in 1967, Taylor had begun working with, and 
acting as consultant to, what became some 60 (at last 
count) national and international scientific organizations, 
boards and committees. This brought him in touch with 
scholars from all over the world and earned him four pres- 
tigious fellowships and two honorary degrees. 

The year 1967 was a dividing point in Bill Taylor's 
career. “I have both a profession and a job,” he says. 
“My profession is archaeology; my job is administration, 
first as director of the National Museum of Man and now 
as president of this Council.” 

How did he make the choice to lean further in one 
direction than the other? “I simply responded to a request 
to take over a job and do something with it. That was a 
challenge I couldn't turn down, though of course it pro- 
voked a lot of thought - and lament. One of the con- 
siderations, I have to tell you, was that as a family man 
with family responsibilities it seemed I should perhaps stop 
fooling around with ice pans, little boats, float planes and 
isolation. Like all scholars I had always found great 
satisfaction in getting the answer to a research problem. 
As a museum director I experienced somewhat the same 
satisfaction in helping others do so, and in seeing the 
results of their work in fine exhibits and publications.” 


Perhaps a measure of his deep commitment to publica- 
tion at the museum, both of scholarly and popular work, is 
that in 10 years the museum published in house, or co- 
published, well over 500 titles. Taylor spotted one of the 
museum's books on the Council's display shelves when he 
came here for the first time - John Weaver's Hamilton, 
from the History Division’s History of Canadian Cities 
Series. That was produced with the assistance of 
McMaster University and the Canadian Federation for the 
Humanities, using funds provided by the SSHRC. 

Taylor continues: “I also found great personal joy in 
the museum job in adding important and beautiful pieces 
to the national collection, seeing our exhibits travelling 
across the country, and promoting an interest in this 
heritage among the people of Canada. 

“The SSHRC has its own challenges and satisfactions, 
principal of which is encouraging and supporting research 
which, for a large chunk of my professional career, filled 
my life, too. At the Council we'll be having a continuous 
struggle in these difficult times to keep this support strong, 
and to hold our own among the many agencies competing 
for the public dollar. But more of that when I’ve had a 
chance to settle into this new chair,” he laughs. 

Talk with Bill Taylor easily leads to his first love, ar- 
chaeology, and the art and culture of Canada’s northern 
peoples. 

Asked how he managed working with the Inuit as a 
southern outsider, Taylor replies that they are by nature 
welcoming and hospitable and are deeply interested in 
their past. “It also helps to be a bit of a clown,” he ad- 
mits. Rapport, then, was easy, with serious talk as well as 
joking over tea in the intimacy of a small tent. “Consider 
sitting in camp with an Inuit assistant who, after a long 
day’s dig, will say, in effect, ‘Bill, how old is this stuff we're 
digging up?’ I can reply that I guess it dates near 2000 B.C.,

almost as old as the Egyptian pyramids. It is not insignifi- 
cant for a people to know that their ancestors have lived in 
that very demanding environment for literally thousands 
of years. Of course they're interested. And proud.” 


Bill Taylor points to another example of the consider- 
ation and sensitivity of the Inuit - their use of language 
with him. Taylor, who knows a bit of the Inuit language 
and studied it intensively between 1950 and 1965, is never- 
theless not fluent, nor has he mastered the exceedingly 
complex syntax. ‘They would speak my pidgin,” he says, 
“and were very careful to use only words I knew. They 
also wouldn’t use tenses until they were sure I had learned 
them. Of course I was beguiled and grateful, but it made it 
difficult for me to learn the name of a new piece of rock, 
for example, which they would, at first, insist on referring 
to by the name of the rock I did know!” 
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"... I should perhaps stop fooling around with ice pans, 
little boats, float planes and isolation.” Bill Taylor (bottom 
right) loads his canoe on a trip along the south coast of 


Cornwallis Island, NWT. 


To the amateur interested in Inuit art or archaeology, 
the names “Dorset” and ‘Thule,’ which pepper the titles of 
Dr. Taylor's long list of publications, are usually known 
only vaguely as archaeologists’ labels for the mysterious 
ancestors of the present-day Inuit. Dr. Taylor's research 
has focused on the origins of these peoples. His doctoral 
dissertation and his first monograph were on the origins of 
the Dorset culture. “And if you work on Dorset culture, 
you have to work on Pre-Dorset culture. You also have to 
work on Thule culture (which occupies another time slot) 
and the relations between the three.” So he moved first 
between Ungava, the Hudson Bay islands and the high 
Arctic islands, then to the western Arctic, where he had in- 
tended to spend a good 10 years in pursuit of answers to 
his research problems. The call to the directorship of the 
National Museum of Man interrupted his field work there, 
but did not end the interest. 


Dr. Taylor sorts out the Dorset/Thule time sequence in 
this way. There are basically four cultural periods in Arc- 
tic Canada. 1) First came the Pre-Dorset era, beginning 
about 2500 B.C., during which there was a drift of popula- 
tion from Alaska down to Labrador. 2) These people 
evolved into the Dorset group, by roughly 800 B.C., and 
this culture endured until about 1000 A.D., even as late as 
1400 A.D. 3) Beginning about 800 A.D., there was a new 
wave of migration from Alaska which is called the Thule 
culture. These people spread across Arctic North America 
to Greenland and down the Labrador coast, and are the 
direct ancestors of the present-day Inuit. 4) The fourth 
period embraces the Inuit culture which had evolved by 
the time of the arrival of the Europeans — now a post- 
traditional period. 

The artifacts of these early peoples range from the 
substantial stone Inukshuk figures and the Dorset and 
Thule houses (the latter of these house types framed by 
9-foot whale mandibles covered with limestone slabs and 
turf) to tiny, exquisite works of religious and ritual art, 
fashioned from ivory, antler, bone and wood. 

Taylor has a fascinating explanation for the mysterious 
Inukshuk (Inuksuit in the plural) in an article “Qf Soldiers 
and Inuksuit” which appeared in the magazine North 
(May-June 1968). These stone figures at a site on Victoria 
Island are built in a series of curves spanning a ridge, with 
narrow gaps between the figures. Just behind each gap, 
below the lip of the ridge, there are shallow depressions, 
adequate hiding places for archers. Caribou were driven 
by women, children and old people, Dr. Taylor conjec- 
tures, up the slope toward the ring of Inuksuit. “The 
figures spooked the caribou, which squeezed through the 
openings where their exposed breasts were easy targets for 
the archers hidden below the ridge.” 

In an article subtitled “The Silent Echoes of Culture,” 
written for The Beaver (1967) with art historian George 
Swinton, Dr. Taylor explains the fascination - and 
deplores the neglect - of Dorset works of art. Rare and 
compelling, these Dorset pieces are small - from three- 
eighths of an inch to nine or ten inches in size. It is a 
highly developed art, executed by master craftsmen, 
Taylor says. It might depict, for example, a caribou hoof, 
one-and-a-half inches long, a one-inch bundle of snowy 
owl, an-elegant group of swans about the same size, an 
ivory two-headed ermine which spans only one of your 
finger joints, grotesque or realistic little carvings of people, 
tiny ivory polar bear heads, and symbolic religious objects 
whose use and meaning are not yet fully known. 

Speculation surrounds these beautiful pieces and 
Taylor in this article makes a scholar’s points about 
shamanism, burial practices, human fears, feelings and 
thoughts - the echoes of a culture in the art of its people. 

The National Museum of Man, in collecting contem- 
porary representations of Canadian culture, of course col- 
lects art, not for its ethnographic interest, Dr. Taylor says, 
but as art. It also commissions this art. Thus links are 
made between ancient cultures and modern. In Bill 
Taylor's time at the museum, therefore, we have seen the 
commissioning and production of splendid works which 
have thrilled thousands by the brilliance of their concep- 
tion and execution — works such as Bill Reid’s golden box, 
in the Haida tradition, and Daphne Odjig’s mural ‘The In- 
dian in Transition,” which fills an entire wall of the dress 
circle lobby of the National Arts Centre. A living heritage 
this, not just a museum’s collection of the artifacts of 
history. 


During Bill Taylor's years as director of the National 
Museum of Man, he did much more than build the collec- 
tions that visitors see and admire in the public spaces. The 
Public Programs, Archaeological Survey of Canada, 
Canadian War Museum, Canadian Ethnology Service, 
History Division and the Canadian Centre for Folk Culture 
Studies, with the many scholarly disciplines they repre- 
sent, all felt the strength and stimulus of his commitment 
to research. The results rest in tangible form in the flow of 
publications and exhibitions, the exciting new acquisitions 
and commissions, the archaeological sites uncovered and 
new discovéries made in every corner of Canada. All of 
this has led to new studies of our many peoples, past and 
present - their tools, habitations, clothing, legends, 
dances, songs, art, crafts, languages, beliefs and social 
systems. 

The National Museum of Man, in Bill Taylor's time, 
became more than at any other time in its history a place 
for people. But behind that, and of ultimate lasting 
significance, was the force that also made it a scholar’s 
museum — and a museum of scholars. 


Council Responds to Applebaum-Hébert 
Committee Report 


In its response to the Federal Cultural Policy Review 
Committee report, presented to the House of Commons 
Standing Committee on Communications and Culture in 
March 1983, the SSHRC gave its support to many of the 
Committee’s recommendations, but expressed regret at the 
lack of attention paid to the contribution of the social 
sciences and humanities to the cultural life of Canada. 

“The false idea that the social sciences and humanities 
are of little importance persists, its frequent utterance 
disguising its foolishness,” the SSHRC statement declares. 
“After all,” says Council president Dr. William E. Taylor, 
Jr., “internationally known figures such as Marshall 
McLuhan, Northrop Frye, Marius Barbeau and Georges- 
Henri Lévesque are humanists and social scientists.” 

The scholarly fields of the human sciences that include 
history, economics, political science, literature and 
law - some 50 in all - and involve 55 per cent of Canadian 
scholars cannot be ignored. In fact, they were not ad- 
dressed directly by the Applebaum-Hébert Committee. 
“How should this be,” the Council says, “when their works 
provide so much material for literature and the visual and 
performing arts which, with heritage and the mass media, 
became that Committee’s main focus? What would our 
poets, playwrights and painters do without philosophers, 
classicists and historians?” 

The Council points out that cultural policy - the 
Applebaum-Hébert Committee’s concern - must embrace 
two principal definitions of culture: culture in its aesthetic 
sense, to include the visual, literary and performing arts; 
and culture as the way of life of a people, their shared store 
of knowledge and intellectual culture. According to the 
Council, such a policy must respond to four fundamental 
objectives: quality of life, Canadian identity, Canadian 
presence on the international scene, and social and 
economic development. In each of these, intellectual 
creative activity is required. None can be furthered 
without an understanding of societies - their economic 
and political systems, literature and_ history - an 
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awareness of our place in the world, an appreciation of the 
past, study of the present and a commitment to rational 
decisions for the future, based on knowledge and an ap- 
plication of reasoned judgment. The one pursuit which 
contributes most to the attainment of this understanding is 
social sciences and humanities research, the Council con- 
cludes. 

The SSHRC warmly endorses many of the Applebaum- 
Hébert Committee’s recommendations, which have direct 
bearing on its own programs, including: 


¢ the marketing and promotion of Canadian arts (which 
the Council would expand to include all cultural pro- 
ducts); 

e the establishment of a Canadian Heritage Council to 
promote Canadian heritage arts and sciences; 

* increased support for book publishing and introduction 
of new technologies; 

® greater emphasis and support for Canada’s cultural 
presence abroad; 

° the review of existing regulations on archaeological sites 
in the Northwest Territories; 

® increased support for the publishing of literature in the 
fields of history, biography, and social, political and ar- 
tistic criticism. 


However, the report poses a number of problems 
which the Council has commented upon in its response. 

The recommendations concerning the organization of 
federal cultural agencies affect the Council directly. The 
SSHRC maintains the position it expressed in its brief to 
the Applebaum-Hébert Committee, Noble in Reason, that 
“cultural agencies should be classified separately in a 
uniform manner and be granted a large degree of 
autonomy within the framework of effective account- 
ability.” The Council accepts that the government should 
retain a degree of control through its power to appoint 
board members and executive officers and, as proposed by 
the Royal Commission on Financial Management and Ac- 
countability, the right to give general directives to Crown 
corporations. It maintains its position on the necessity for 
effective accountability and a degree of autonomy which 
will provide the scholarly and administrative in- 
dependence required by the Council and the control re- 
quired by government. 


The suggestion in the report that the Council has had to 
accept an allocation of resources that is diverging increas- 
ingly from that dictated by its own judgment or that of its 
academic advisers is of particular interest. To this the 
Council replies: “It is true that some members of the 
academic community have expressed concern that parts of 
the Council's budgetary allocations have been made condi- 
tional upon their being assigned to particular fields of in- 
quiry (e.g., Canadian studies). Of course members of the 
Council are themselves concerned to maintain an ‘arm’s 
length’ relationship with government authorities in 
developing policies and plans. They acknowledge that 
maintaining this relationship in a framework of account- 
ability is a matter of balance, and do not feel that the re- 
quirements of this balance have been broken.” 

The Council agrees with the Committee's recommenda- 
tion 44 that there should be sufficient funding for various 
branches of serious nonfiction writing. It notes, however, 
that the recommendation that the Canada Council should 
provide grants to professional nonfiction writers on a basis 
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similar to its awards for fiction writers is in conflict with 
the SSHRC’s mandate. This is a matter to be resolved. 
(On March 6, 1983, the Canada Council announced that it 
was deferring its proposed new program of support for 
nonfiction writers, approved in principle in December 
1982, because of budget limitations.) 

The Council is particularly interested in the Commit- 
tee’s recommendations on publishing and new 
technologies. In recommendation 49, the Committee 
states that the federal government should adopt a book 
publishing policy which would contain two main com- 
ponents: one of subsidies geared to content and demand, 
and one of economic development for the industrial struc- 
ture of book publishing. Both types of support are need- 
ed, but the Council cannot accept the related notion that it 
is only in the second that support should be given for the 
introduction of new technologies. Direct support to learn- 
ed journals to update their means of production is essen- 
tial. Similar support might be given to eligible academic 
publishing houses through the Committee's proposed 
economic development program.

Council Presidents and Vice-President 
Receive Honorary Degrees 


Dr. William E. Taylor, Jr., president of the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council, Thomas H.B. Symons, 
vice-president, and André Fortier, former president, 
received honorary degrees from Maritime universities in 
May. Dr. Taylor received a DLitt (honoris causa) from 
Memorial University of Newfoundland on May 28 and 
delivered the convocation address. Dr. Symons was 
honoured by the University of Prince Edward Island on 
May 8 and Dalhousie University on May 13, where he 
delivered the convocation address. André Fortier, who 
retired from the public service in October 1982 after four 
years as president of the SSHRC, received an honorary 
LLD from Dalhousie University on May 13. 


Strategic Grants Division Announces 
New Programs 


Management Research 


In addition to the programs in management research 
already administered by the Council - Doctoral Comple- 
tion Fellowships, Reorientation Fellowships, Research 
Workshops - a thematic program called ‘Managing the 
Organization in Canada’ has been developed to promote 
research into the techniques and problems of management. 

At its March meeting, the Council approved expen- 
ditures of $1.6 million in 1983-84 for all grants in the 
management field, an increase of $300,000 over 1982-83, 
The new program will support both base research and 
problem-oriented research on management organization 
issues that are of immediate and long-term concern to 


Canada. The following eight areas were identified as re- 
quiring further research (subtopics are given as examples 
only, to show the wide range of possible research): 


¢ managing productivity, efficiency and competitiveness 
in Canadian enterprise: employee attitudes toward 
work and their impact on performance and organiza- 
tional effectiveness, extent and kinds of planning done 
by managers, organizational and psychological deter- 
minants of productivity in Canada; 

¢ managing innovation, research and development, and 
the direct transfer of technology in Canada: bridging the 
gap between non-technically trained managers and 
technical support staff, organizational structures  in- 
hibiting or encouraging innovation in public enterprise, 
prediction and evaluation of social and economic im- 
pact of computer technology; 

¢ managing international business in the Canadian con- 
text, export development, product mandates, role of the 
multinational corporation: trade agreements and _ar- 
rangements, export orientation of small manufacturing 
firms, international market development for 
agricultural products, problems of Canadian interna- 
tional companies and joint ventures abroad; 

® managing socially significant relationships and social 
responsibility: corporate social responsibility, impact of 
changing environments on management, government 
participation in business; 

® managing human resources, manpower, compensation, 
rewards, industrial relations, nature of work and work- 
ing life: the coming manpower shortage in Canada in 
the late 1980s and 1990s, prevention and resolution of 
industrial conflicts, public sector labour relations, 
women in management; 

® entrepreneurship, development and management of 
small and medium-sized firms: corporate strategies for 
small and medium-sized firms to sell in world markets, 
government incentives and small business growth, 
financing small enterprises; 

e financial management and markets, capital re- 
quirements and investment decisions: managing 
trusteed pension funds, investment financing, inflation 
accounting, efficiency of Canadian stock markets; 

® managing information and management information 
systems (MIS): conception and implementation of MIS 
in accounting in small and medium-sized firms and in 
the public sector, data banks and personal privacy, time 
management and record management. 


This thematic program will be administered through 
three basic forms of support: 


¢ seed money grants for the development of research pro- 
posals; 
special research grants; 
workshop grants. 


Guidelines for these programs are available and the 
deadline for receipt of applications is July 1, 1983. 


Women and Work 


In March the Council approved allocation of $280,000 for 
a new program of research support on the theme of 


Women and Work. 


“The Council has recognized the urgency of funding 
new work in this area for some time,” according to Council 
president William E. Taylor, Jr. “Women now perform 
almost one-half of all paying jobs in Canada today, yet 
studies show that they continue to suffer discrimination in 
the labour market, get locked into female-labelled jobs, 
rarely make it to the top and are paid less on average than 
men doing the same work. These facts are well known. 
But what is still needed - and this is what we hope our new 
program will help to provide - is more concerted research 
on the work of women in our society, both paid and un- 
paid. We need research that is non-sexist in method, 
perspective and language.” 


As with the new management studies program, this 
thematic program will be administered through three dif- 
ferent forms of support: 


e seed money grants for the development of research pro- 
posals; 

¢ special research grants; 
workshop grants. 


The Council developed this new theme in consultation 
with the academic community across Canada, a process 
that involved a conference in Vancouver in 1981 and a 
series of regional workshops. A workshop report and 
bibliographies on Native women and women in the clerical 
and service occupations have been published and are 
available from the Information Division of the Council. 

Detailed guidelines for the new program are available 
from the Strategic Grants Division of the Council. Ap- 
plications must be received by the Council before August 1, 
1983. 


SSHRC Supports Development of 
Research Finding Aids 


The Council awarded its first grants in the Canadian 
Studies: Research Tools program in 1981. The program 
was created to improve access to resources for research in 
Canadian studies by cataloguing and indexing existing col- 
lections of interest to researchers. Scholars, librarians and 
archivists have responded with enthusiasm to this program 
and 41 projects received Council support in 1982-83. 
Following are a few of these. 

Archivists at the Anglican Church of Canada archives 
in Toronto, under the direction of Teresa Thompson, are 
preparing a guide to the Canadian Native material in their 
collection and in Anglican diocesan libraries, archives and 
synod offices across Canada. The holdings of the 
Anglican Church of Canada include a wealth of documents 
in the Native languages of Canada; the guide will be of in- 
terest to researchers in Native studies, ethnology, an- 
thropology, history and folklore. 

As we noted briefly in our 1981-82 annual report, the 
Canadian Jewish Congress in Montreal is developing re- 
search tools to aid in the study of the immigration, recep- 
tion and integration of Jews in Canada. Inventories and a 
computerized index of the records of the Jewish Coloniza- 
tion Association, the Jewish Immigrant Aid Society and 
the United Jewish Refugee and War Relief Agencies are be- 
ing prepared, coordinated by the Jewish National Ar- 
chivist, Judith Nefsky. Researchers interested in the pro- 
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cess of immigration and assimilation of ethnic groups in 
Canada will be able to locate significant material with 
these finding aids. 

An unusual project is under way at the Canadian 
Academic Centre in Italy, in conjunction with Saint Paul 
University in Ottawa. Father Pierre Hurtubise of Saint 
Paul and Professor Luca Codignola of the University of 
Pisa are preparing “A calendar of documents of Canadian 
interest in the archives and libraries of Rome from the ear- 
ly colonial period of this country to 1799.”" The influence 
of the Vatican and Catholic orders on Canadian history is 
well known and it is hoped that this project will shed new 
light on this aspect of the early history of British and 
French North America. 

The Calgary Institute for the Humanities has a unique 
collection of manuscripts and papers relating to 19 Cana- 
dian writers, including Hugh MacLennan, Mordecai 
Richler, Brian Moore, Alice Munro, W.O. Mitchell and 
Rudy Wiebe. Charles Steele and Jean Tener are develop- 
ing inventories and indexes in machine-readable form and 
in hard copy to make these papers available to researchers 
in Canadian literature. 

Céline Cartier of Laval University is organizing a 
catalogue of the university’s collection of almost 2500 
school textbooks published in Quebec. These books are a 
rich source of information on the history of education and 
the history of ideas and ideology - notably religious and 
political attitudes - in Quebec, dating back to the early 
1700s. 

To celebrate the centenary of the incorporation of the 
City of Vancouver, the Vancouver Historical Society is 
preparing a computerized thematic bibliography of 
material on the geographical area that is now the city of 
Vancouver, from the earliest times to the present. The 
materials in the bibliography will range from manuscripts 
and photographs to works in microform and will include 
works of fiction, poetry and drama. 

Andrew Robb of the University of Prince Edward 
Island is developing a bibliography on the province. The 
project involves locating and cataloguing material on the 
island's history, geography, literature, economics, politics, 
education, art and folklore in Canadian, U.S. and Euro- 
pean libraries. Monographs and serials will be included 
and the database will be made available in print and 
machine-readable form. 


Council Appoints New Members to 
Advisory Academic Panel 


At its meeting in March 1983, the Council approved three 
new nominations to the Advisory Academic Panel. These 
members have been proposed by members of the Council 
and the Panel and will serve a three-year term from the 
date of their appointment. 

Robert Carney received an MEd from the University of 
British Columbia in 1962 and a PhD from the University of 
Alberta in 1971. For many years he worked as a teacher 
and principal in schools in British Columbia and the 
Northwest Territories, and held appointments with the 
Department of Education of the Northwest Territories and 
the Department of Recreation, Parks and Wildlife of the 
Government of Alberta. In 1971 he became a professor of 
the history of education at the University of Alberta. He is 
co-editor of The Canadian Journal of Native Education. 

Peter Daly studied German literature at the University 
of Bristol, and did graduate work at the University of 
Zurich, receiving a PhD in 1963. He has held appoint- 
ments at the University of New Brunswick, the University 
of Saskatchewan and the University of Manitoba and is the 
current chairman of the department of German at McGill. 
His research interests include emblematics, baroque poetry 
and Shakespeare in German translation. 

Edward Veitch studied history and law at the Universi- 
ty of Edinburgh. He lectured at universities in Nigeria, 
Uganda, Northern Ireland and the United States before 
coming to Canada to take up a professorship at the Univer- 
sity of Windsor. In 1979 he became dean of law at the Uni- 
versity of New Brunswick. His publications include many 
works on family law, legal education, legal history and 
African law.

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The Future of the Research Time Stipend 
in Research Grants Programs 


In December 1982 the Council decided to suspend the Re- 
search Time Stipend for university scholars participating 
in its Research Grants and Major Research Grants pro- 
grams, but to retain it for Strategic Grants projects and for 
private scholars. The Council also agreed that all past 
commitments to pay the stipend would be honoured, as 
would those made for the October 1982 competition. The 
suspension took effect as of the Spring 1983 competition. 


In letters to university deans of graduate studies, re- 
search administrators and applicants in the Spring 1983 
competition, the director of the Research Grants Division, 
Noel Gates, pointed out that the decision had to be made 
for reasons of fiscal restraint combined with an un- 
precedented number of project applications for the Re- 
search Grants competitions and a concomitant high level 
of demand for the stipend. 

Mr. Gates reports that requests for the stipend rose 
from a total of $4.2 million for applications submitted in 
October 1981 to $8.2 million in October 19828 Expressed 
as a percentage of total grant requests, the figures are 
17 per cent and 25 per cent respectively. 

Budget projections made it clear to the Council that it 
could not sustain exponential growth of this order in ap- 
plications and awards of the stipend, to the possible detri- 
ment of the Research Grants program itself. The Council 
emphasized in its December decision, however, that a 
study would be made of this form of assistance and its im- 
pact on the maintenance of excellence in research. 


Ceiling on Strategic Research Grants 


Effective immediately, the Council has established a ceiling 
on Special Research Grants for Strategic Grants projects in 
Population Aging, the Family and the Socialization of 
Children and the Human Context of Science and 
Technology. The funds requested should not exceed 
$100,000 in any one-year period or $250,000 in any three- 
year period. 


Exchange Programs with the USSR 


Federally funded exchanges with the Soviet Union were 
suspended by an order of the Cabinet early in 1980. This 
suspension was lifted in the spring of 1982, and in Novem- 
ber the Council transmitted a draft of two proposed ex- 
change programs to the Soviet authorities, in which the 
Council offered to: 


e revive the Council's exchange with the Academy of 
Sciences of the USSR, under much the same conditions 
as in the past; 

e establish an exchange of scholars with the Ministry of 
Higher and Specialized Secondary Education 
(MINVUZ), of 60 research months, in the social 
sciences and humanities. (In the past, the exchange 
with MINVUZ was administered by the Association of 
Universities and Colleges of Canada and this Council, 


with funds from the Department of External Affairs. 
Under the terms of the new proposal, the new program 
would be funded and administered by the Council.) 


Canadian authorities were not, as of December 1982, 
prepared to propose the revival of other aspects of the 
general exchange agreement with the USSR (exchanges in 
the natural sciences, sport, film and culture). 

The Council's proposal was given a disappointing 
reception. The Soviet authorities have made it clear that 
they do not at present intend to renegotiate the revival of 
exchanges limited to the social sciences and humanities. 

The Council has been informed that the federal agen- 
cies responsible for support to the natural sciences are now 
considering the issue of reviving a modified exchange in 
their fields. However, negotiations will not take place 
before the latter part of 1983. In consequenc-, the Council 
will not be in a position to place Canadian scholars in the 
Soviet Union under the exchange agreement before the 
spring of 1984 at the earliest. 


Report on University Research Libraries 
Nears Completion 


The Council has commissioned Terry Cheney, an indepen- 
dent research consultant in Ottawa, to review 
developments in university research libraries in the last 
five years since the publication of a report on the subject 
by a Canada Council consultative group. His study will 
provide a preliminary assessment of the state of collections 
and their adequacy for social science and humanities re- 
search; analyze the impact of new technologies on the 
operation of the library system; review the experience in 
regional resource sharing and suggest steps which could be 
undertaken by the Council to aid in dealing with the prob- 
lems of rationalization and coordination of collections, 
should this be required; and assess the potential role of the 
Council in this area. 


The report is in the final stages of preparation and is ex- 
pected to be available for distribution in the fall of 1983. 


National Symposium on Community- 
Based Research in Native Communities 


At its March 1983 meeting, the Council awarded a grant to 
Professor Milton Freeman of the University of Alberta, on 
behalf of the Council's Task Force on Native Affairs, to 
organize a national symposium to review the nature and 
extent of community-based research in Native com- 
munities. 

Participants from across the country will be asked to 
report on community-based projects that have been com- 
pleted, are in progress at this time, or are under active con- 
sideration for future implementation. It is envisaged that 
participants will be drawn from Native organizations and 
communities, educational institutions and_ interested 
private and government agencies. 

The symposium is seen as one of the last steps in the 
consultative process to explore the possibility of a new 
strategic grants program to support research on Native 
issues. 


The Federations of Learned Societies and 


the SSHRC: Relations Past and Future

One of the prime concerns of our Council is the com- 
munication of research results and, hence, the continued 
existence of a healthy mix of scholarly publications, learn- 
ed societies and federations of learned societies. Our sup- 
port for these activities reflects this concern. 

It is possible that too many scholarly journals exist in 
Canada, perhaps too many learned societies, and to some 
it is conceivable that the federations of learned societies 
need not exist. On the other hand, events such as the an- 
nual gatherings of the learned societies in one Canadian 
university are undoubtedly enriching experiences for par- 
ticipants. 

For several decades now there have existed two federa- 
tions of learned societies, going at times under different 
names, but in any event, federations which group together 
other learned societies. One of these is the Canadian 
Federation for the Humanities and the other the Social 
Science Federation of Canada. At least since 1972 each of 
these federations has depended on another organization 
for the greater part of its financing, first the Canada Coun- 
cil and, after’ April 1978, the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council of Canada. The budget 
percentage of this support has varied from 62.7 to 80.9 
over the years in the two federations. The other sources of 
funding are the universities (whose contributions have 
varied from a low of 7.5 per cent to a high of 28.2 per cent 
of the total budgets of the federations in the same 10-year 
period). The other contributors to the federations are the 
constituent member learned societies. In financial terms 
their support has never exceeded 15.3 per cent of the total 
budgets and occasionally has dropped as low as 3 per cent. 


Whatever the real importance and role of the two fede- 
rations, it is hard to disagree that such a heavy dependence 
on another organization is unhealthy. At worst it may 
lead to a bickering over the appropriate roles for each. At 
best it may bring about a confusion of aims. 

For some years the two federations have been making 
valiant efforts to diversify their sources of funding and 
reduce this unhealthy dependence on the SSHRC. In the 
present economic climate it is difficult to be too optimistic 
about their success. 

In March 1982 the SSHRC asked for a staff study of the 
Council's financing of the two federations. It was intended 
that this study consider the effects on the federations, and 
on the Council, of a possible “phased withdrawal” of 
Council support. It had in any case been indicated to both 
federations that it would be highly desirable for them to 
reduce their dependence on the SSHRC to less than 50 per 
cent of their total expenditures. 

One major difficulty which this Council has faced is 
that it has been increasingly difficult to maintain what 
might be called “privileged class recipients,” that is, appli- 
cants who are almost guaranteed funding when they 
request it. The federations’ requests in recent years have 
tended to fit into this privileged class of recipients. 

The Council has established an ad hoc committee, 
under the chairmanship of vice-president Thomas H.B. 
Symons, which will further study the Council's relations 


with the federations in the light of the Council’s own ear- 
lier decisions and of the considerable amount of concerned 
comment which has been received. The federations will be 
kept fully informed of the Council's ongoing consideration 
of this important issue which affects their future.

Dr. Taylor sorts out the Dorset/Thule time sequence in 
this way. There are basically four cultural periods in Arc- 
tic Canada. 1) First came the Pre-Dorset era, beginning 
about 2500 B.C., during which there was a drift of popula- 
tion from Alaska down to Labrador. 2) These people 
evolved into the Dorset group, by roughly 800 B.C., and 
this culture endured until about 1000 A.D., even as late as 
1400 A.D. 3) Beginning about 800 A.D., there was a new 
wave of migration from Alaska which is called the Thule 
culture. These people spread across Arctic North America 
to Greenland and down the Labrador coast, and are the 
direct ancestors of the present-day Inuit. 4) The fourth 
period embraces the Inuit culture which had evolved by 
the time of the arrival of the Europeans — now a post- 
traditional period. 

The artifacts of these early peoples range from the 
substantial stone Inukshuk figures and the Dorset and 
Thule houses (the latter of these house types framed by 
9-foot whale mandibles covered with limestone slabs and 
turf) to tiny, exquisite works of religious and ritual art, 
fashioned from ivory, antler, bone and wood. 

Taylor has a fascinating explanation for the mysterious 
Inukshuk (Inuksuit in the plural) in an article “Qf Soldiers 
and Inuksuit’” which appeared in the magazine North 
(May-June 1968). These stone figures at a site on Victoria 
Island are built in a series of curves spanning a ridge, with 
narrow gaps between the figures. Just behind each gap, 
below the lip of the ridge, there are shallow depressions, 
adequate hiding places for archers. Caribou were driven 
by women, children and old people, Dr. Taylor conjec- 
tures, up the slope toward the ring of Inuksuit. “The 
figures spooked the caribou, which squeezed through the 
openings where their exposed breasts were easy targets for 
the archers hidden below the ridge.” 

In an article subtitled “The Silent Echoes of Culture,” 
written for The Beaver (1967) with art historian George 
Swinton, Dr. Taylor explains the fascination - and 
deplores the neglect - of Dorset works of art. Rare and 
compelling, these Dorset pieces are small - from three- 
eighths of an inch to nine or ten inches in size. It is a 
highly developed art, executed by master craftsmen, 
Taylor says. It might depict, for example, a caribou hoof, 
one-and-a-half inches long, a one-inch bundle of snowy 
owl, an elegant group of swans about the same size, an 
ivory two-headed ermine which spans only one of your 
finger joints, grotesque or realistic little carvings of people, 
tiny ivory polar bear heads, and symbolic religious objects 
whose use and meaning are not yet fully known. 

Speculation surrounds these beautiful pieces and 
Taylor in this article makes a scholar’s points about 
shamanism, burial practices, human fears, feelings and 
thoughts - the echoes of a culture in the art of its people. 

The National Museum of Man, in collecting contem- 
porary representations of Canadian culture, of course col- 
lects art, not for its ethnographic interest, Dr. Taylor says, 
but as art. It also commissions this art. Thus links are 
made between ancient cultures and modern. In Bill 
Taylor's time at the museum, therefore, we have seen the 
commissioning and production of splendid works which 
have thrilled thousands by the brilliance of their concep- 
tion and execution — works such as Bill Reid’s golden box, 
in the Haida tradition, and Daphne Odjig’s mural ‘The In- 
dian in Transition,’” which fills an entire wall of the dress 
circle lobby of the National Arts Centre. A living heritage 
this, not just a museum’s collection of the artifacts of 
history. 


During Bill Taylor’s years as director of the National 
Museum of Man, he did much more than build the collec- 
tions that visitors see and admire in the public spaces. The 
Public Programs, Archaeological Survey of Canada, 
Canadian War Museum, Canadian Ethnology Service, 
History Division and the Canadian Centre for Folk Culture 
Studies, with the many scholarly disciplines they repre- 
sent, all felt the strength and stimulus of his commitment 
to research. The results rest in tangible form in the flow of 
publications and exhibitions, the exciting new acquisitions 
and commissions, the archaeological sites uncovered and 
new discoveries made in every corner of Canada. All of 
this has led to new studies of our many peoples, past and 
present - their tools, habitations, clothing, legends, 
dances, songs, art, crafts, languages, beliefs and social 
systems. 

The National Museum of Man, in Bill Taylor's time, 
became more than at any other time in its history a place 
for people. But behind that, and of ultimate lasting 
significance, was the force that also made it a scholar’s 
museum — and a museum of scholars. 


Council Responds to Applebaum-Hébert 
Committee Report 


In its response to the Federal Cultural Policy Review 
Committee report, presented to the House of Commons 
Standing Committee on Communications and Culture in 
March 1983, the SSHRC gave its support to many of the 
Committee’s recommendations, but expressed regret at the 
lack of attention paid to the contribution of the social 
sciences and humanities to the cultural life of Canada. 

“The false idea that the social sciences and humanities 
are of little importance persists, its frequent utterance 
disguising its foolishness,” the SSHRC statement declares. 
“After all,” says Council president Dr. William E. Taylor, 
Jr., “internationally known figures such as Marshall 
McLuhan, Northrop Frye, Marius Barbeau and Georges- 
Henri Lévesque are humanists and social scientists.” 

The scholarly fields of the human sciences that include 
history, economics, political science, literature and 
law - some 50 in all - and involve 55 per cent of Canadian 
scholars cannot be ignored. In fact, they were not ad- 
dressed directly by the Applebaum-Hébert Committee. 
“How should this be,” the Council says, “when their works 
provide so much material for literature and the visual and 
performing arts which, with heritage and the mass media, 
became that Committee’s main focus? What would our 
poets, playwrights and painters do without philosophers, 
classicists and historians?” 

The Council points out that cultural policy - the 
Applebaum-Hébert Committee’s concern —- must embrace 
two principal definitions of culture: culture in its aesthetic 
sense, to include the visual, literary and performing arts; 
and culture as the way of life of a people, their shared store 
of knowledge and intellectual culture. According to the 
Council, such a policy must respond to four fundamental 
objectives: quality of life, Canadian identity, Canadian 
presence on the international scene, and social and 
economic development. In each of these, intellectual 
creative activity is required. None can be furthered 
without an understanding of societies - their economic 
and political systems, literature and_ history - an 
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awareness of our place in the world, an appreciation of the 
past, study of the present and a commitment to rational 
decisions for the future, based on knowledge and an ap- 
plication of reasoned judgment. The one pursuit which 
contributes most to the attainment of this understanding is 
social sciences and humanities research, the Council con- 
cludes. 

The SSHRC warmly endorses many of the Applebaum- 
Hébert Committee’s recommendations, which have direct 
bearing on its own programs, including: 


e the marketing and promotion of Canadiah arts (which 
the Council would expand to include all cultural pro- 
ducts); 

e the establishment of a Canadian Heritage Council to 
promote Canadian heritage arts and sciences; 

® increased support for book publishing and introduction 
of new technologies; 

® greater emphasis and support for Canada’s cultural 
presence abroad; 

e the review of existing regulations on archaeological sites 
in the Northwest Territories; 

e increased support for the publishing of literature in the 
fields of history, biography, and social, political and ar- 
tistic criticism. 


However, the report poses a number of problems 
which the Council has commented upon in its response. 

The recommendations concerning the organization of 
federal cultural agencies affect the Council directly. The 
SSHRC maintains the position it expressed in its brief to 
the Applebaum-Hébert Committee, Noble in Reason, that 
“cultural agencies should be classified separately in a 
uniform manner and be granted a large degree of 
autonomy within the framework of effective account- 
ability.” The Council accepts that the government should 
retain a degree of control through its power to appoint 
board members and executive officers and, as proposed by 
the Royal Commission on Financial Management and Ac- 
countability, the right to give general directives to Crown 
corporations. It maintains its position on the necessity for 
effective accountability and a degree of autonomy which 
will provide the scholarly and administrative in- 
dependence required by the Council and the control re- 
quired by government. 


The suggestion in the report that the Council has had to 
accept an allocation of resources that is diverging increas- 
ingly from that dictated by its own judgment or that of its 
academic advisers is of particular interest. To this the 
Council replies: “It is true that some members of the 
academic community have expressed concern that parts of 
the Council's budgetary allocations have been made condi- 
tional upon their being assigned to particular fields of in- 
quiry (e.g., Canadian studies). Of course members of the 
Council are themselves concerned to maintain an ‘arm's 
length’ relationship with government authorities in 
developing policies and plans. They acknowledge that 
maintaining this relationship in a framework of account- 
ability is a matter of balance, and do not feel that the re- 
quirements of this balance have been broken.” 

The Council agrees with the Committee’s recommenda- 
tion 44 that there should be sufficient funding for various 
branches of serious nonfiction writing. It notes, however, 
that the recommendation that the Canada Council should 
provide grants to professional nonfiction writers on a basis 
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similar to its awards for fiction writers is in conflict with 
the SSHRC’s mandate. This is a matter to be resolved. 
(On March 6, 1983, the Canada Council announced that it 
was deferring its proposed new program of support for 
nonfiction writers, approved in principle in December 
1982, because of budget limitations.) 

The Council is particularly interested in the Commit- 
tee’s recommendations on publishing and new 
technologies. In recommendation 49, the Committee 
states that the federal government should adopt a book 
publishing policy which would contain two main com- 
ponents: one of subsidies geared to content and demand, 
and one of economic development for the industrial struc- 
ture of book publishing. Both types of support are need- 
ed, but the Council cannot accept the related notion that it 
is only in the second that support should be given for the 
introduction of new technologies. Direct support to learn- 
ed journals to update their means of production is essen- 
tial. Similar support might be given to eligible academic 
publishing houses through the Committee’s proposed 
economic development program.

Council Presidents and Vice-President

Dr. William E. Taylor, Jr., president of the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council, Thomas H.B. Symons, 
vice-president, and André Fortier, former president, 
received honorary degrees from Maritime universities in 
May. Dr. Taylor received a DLitt (honoris causa) from 
Memorial University of Newfoundland on May 28 and 
delivered the convocation address. Dr. Symons was 
honoured by the University of Prince Edward Island on 
May 8 and Dalhousie University on May 13, where he 
delivered the convocation address. André Fortier, who 
retired from the public service in October 1982 after four 
years as president of the SSHRC, received an honorary 
LLD from Dalhousie University on May 13. 


Strategic Grants Division Announces 
New Programs 


Management Research 


In addition to the programs in management research 
already administered by the Council - Doctoral Comple- 
tion Fellowships, Reorientation Fellowships, Research 
Workshops - a thematic program called ‘Managing the 
Organization in Canada’ has been developed to promote 
research into the techniques and problems of management. 

At its March meeting, the Council approved expen- 
ditures of $1.6 million in 1983-84 for all grants in the 
management field, an increase of $300,000 over 1982-83. 
The new program will support both base research and 
problem-oriented research on management organization 
issues that are of immediate and long-term concern to 
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Meet the President ... 


How many of us have awakened, camped by an Arctic sea, 
to find a polar bear sitting placidly at the tent flap? Not 
many of us, surely. But Bill Taylor, president of the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council, has. And in 
characteristic fashion, with a leap and a shout, he sent the 
bear diving into Lancaster Sound as he dipped back into 
the tent for a rifle. “We both escaped.” 

That story, told with gestures and exclamation points — 
all of which make the bear's behaviour eminently 
understandable - is our introduction to Dr. William E. 
Taylor, Jr., internationally known Arctic archaeologist 
and, for the last 15 years, director of the National Museum 
of Man. Dr. Taylor brought his scholarship, ad- 
ministrative skills, enthusiasm and commitment to re- 
search and research excellence to the SSHRC in October of 
1982, when the government of Canada appointed him 
president. A final planning drive for the new National 
Museum of Man kept Dr. Taylor trying to handle two 
organizational in-baskets for three months. But he settled 
finally into the SSHRC offices in February 1983. 

This article, prepared from a taped interview (he hates 
taped interviews), attempts to introduce Dr. Taylor the 
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Arctic scholar, writer, administrator, art connoisseur, pro- 
moter and. . . a bit of aclown. That last he admits to, as 
we shall see. 

Life for Bill Taylor started in Toronto. In school, he 
had a love affair first with history and then with ar- 
chaeology, which he discovered in Grade 9, though he 
knew very soon that it was not quite classical ar- 
chaeology. “Around Grade 12,” he recounts, “I found out 
there was a thing called ‘New World archaeology’ and that 
was it.” Spurred by this interest, which fast became a pas- 
sion, Taylor set his sights on the Arctic, and when he final- 
ly got there, it proved to be the most exciting experience of 
his life. It happened in the summer of 1950 and, “It totally 
wiped me out: the immensity of the spaces, the dramatic 
land and ice shapes, the awesome austerity. It’s a beautiful 
environment, often serene and private. And even when 
it’s not, it’s interesting. I suppose one is also bucked by the 
satisfaction of coping successfully and comfortably with 
harsh surroundings.” 

Studies to prepare him for this moment began in 1947, 
when Bill Taylor enrolled in anthropology at the Universi- 
ty of Toronto. This was followed by graduate work in an- 
thropology and sociology at the University of Illinois and, 
finally, a PhD in anthropology from the University of 
Michigan. 

All this took some time, with stints of archaeological 
field work in Ontario, Arizona, Illinois, Quebec and the 
north between university terms, and jobs as a teaching 
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fellow and research assistant. The first field trip to the 
Arctic came in 1950 when he was only 22. Many other 
trips followed, particularly after his appointment as Arctic 
Archaeologist at the National Museum of Canada in 1956, 
and as chief of the Museum’s Archaeology Division in 
1959. By the time he was appointed director of the 
museum in 1967, Taylor had begun working with, and 
acting as consultant to, what became some 60 (at last 
count) national and international scientific organizations, 
boards and committees. This brought him in touch with 
scholars from all over the world and earned him four pres- 
tigious fellowships and two honorary degrees. 

The year 1967 was a dividing point in Bill Taylor's 
career. ‘I have both a profession and a job,” he says. 
“My profession is archaeology; my job is administration, 
first as director of the National Museum of Man and now 
as president of this Council.” 

How did he make the choice to lean further in one 
direction than the other? “I simply responded to a request 
to take over a job and do something with it. That was a 
challenge I couldn’t turn down, though of course it pro- 
voked a lot of thought - and lament. One of the con- 
siderations, I have to tell you, was that as a family man 
with family responsibilities it seemed I should perhaps stop 
fooling around with ice pans, little boats, float planes and 
isolation. Like all scholars I had always found great 
satisfaction in getting the answer to a research problem. 
As a museum director I experienced somewhat the same 
satisfaction in helping others do so, and in seeing the 
results of their work in fine exhibits and publications.” 


Perhaps a measure of his deep commitment to publica- 
tion at the museum, both of scholarly and popular work, is 
that in 10 years the museum published in house, or co- 
published, well over 500 titles. Taylor spotted one of the 
museum's books on the Council's display shelves when he 
came here for the first time - John Weaver's Hamilton, 
from the History Division's History of Canadian Cities 
Series. That was produced with the assistance of 
McMaster University and the Canadian Federation for the 
Humanities, using funds provided by the SSHRC. 

Taylor continues: “I also found great personal joy in 
the museum job in adding important and beautiful pieces 
to the national collection, seeing our exhibits travelling 
across the country, and promoting an interest in this 
heritage among the people of Canada. 

“The SSHRC has its own challenges and satisfactions, 
principal of which is encouraging and supporting research 
which, for a large chunk of my professional career, filled 
my life, too. At the Council we'll be having a continuous 
struggle in these difficult times to keep this support strong, 
and to hold our own among the many agencies competing 
for the public dollar. But more of that when I’ve had a 
chance to settle into this new chair,” he laughs. 

Talk with Bill Taylor easily leads to his first love, ar- 
chaeology, and the art and culture of Canada’s northern 
peoples. 

Asked how he managed working with the Inuit as a 
southern outsider, Taylor replies that they are by nature 
welcoming and hospitable and are deeply interested in 
their past. “It also helps to be a bit of a clown,” he ad- 
mits. Rapport, then, was easy, with serious talk as well as 
joking over tea in the intimacy of a small tent. ‘Consider 
sitting in camp with an Inuit assistant who, after a long 
day's dig, will say, in effect, ‘Bill, how old is this stuff we're 
digging up?’ I can reply that I guess it dates near 2000 B.C.,

almost as old as the Egyptian pyramids. It is not insignifi- 
cant for a people to know that their ancestors have lived in 
that very demanding environment for literally thousands 
of years. Of course they’re interested. And proud.” 


Bill Taylor points to another example of the consider- 
ation and sensitivity of the Inuit - their use of language 
with him. Taylor, who knows a bit of the Inuit language 
and studied it intensively between 1950 and 1965, is never- 
theless not fluent, nor has he mastered the exceedingly 
complex syntax. ‘They would speak my pidgin,” he says, 
“and were very careful to use only words I knew. They 
also wouldn’t use tenses until they were sure I had learned 
them. Of course I was beguiled and grateful, but it made it 
difficult for me to learn the name of a new piece of rock, 
for example, which they would, at first, insist on referring 
to by the name of the rock I did know!” 
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“.. I should perhaps stop fooling around with ice pans, 
little boats, float planes and isolation.” Bill Taylor (bottom 
right) loads his canoe on a trip along the south coast of 


Cornwallis Island, NWT. 


To the amateur interested in Inuit art or archaeology, 
the names “Dorset” and “Thule,” which pepper the titles of 
Dr. Taylor's long list of publications, are usually known 
only vaguely as archaeologists’ labels for the mysterious 
ancestors of the present-day Inuit. Dr. Taylor's research 
has focused on the origins of these peoples. His doctoral 
dissertation and his first monograph were on the origins of 
the Dorset culture. “And if you work on Dorset culture, 
you have to work on Pre-Dorset culture. You also have to 
work on Thule culture (which occupies another time slot) 
and the relations between the three.” So he moved first 
between Ungava, the Hudson Bay islands and the high 
Arctic islands, then to the western Arctic, where he had in- 
tended to spend a good 10 years in pursuit of answers to 
his research problems. The call to the directorship of the 
National Museum of Man interrupted his field work there, 
but did not end the interest. 


Dr. Taylor sorts out the Dorset/Thule time sequence in 
this way. There are basically four cultural periods in Arc- 
tic Canada. 1) First came the Pre-Dorset era, beginning 
about 2500 B.C., during which there was a drift of popula- 
tion from Alaska down to Labrador. 2) These people 
evolved into the Dorset group, by roughly 800 B.C., and 
this culture endured until about 1000 A.D., even as late as 
1400 A.D. 3) Beginning about 800 A.D., there was a new 
wave of migration from Alaska which is called the Thule 
culture. These people spread across Arctic North America 
to Greenland and down the Labrador coast, and are the 
direct ancestors of the present-day Inuit. 4) The fourth 
period embraces the Inuit culture which had evolved by 
the time of the arrival of the Europeans — now a post- 
traditional period. 

The artifacts of these early peoples range from the 
substantial stone Inukshuk figures and the Dorset and 
Thule houses (the latter of these house types framed by 
9-foot whale mandibles covered with limestone slabs and 
turf) to tiny, exquisite works of religious and ritual art, 
fashioned from ivory, antler, bone and wood. 

Taylor has a fascinating explanation for the mysterious 
Inukshuk (Inuksuit in the plural) in an article “Qf Soldiers 
and Inuksuit’” which appeared in the magazine North 
(May-June 1968). These stone figures at a site on Victoria 
Island are built in a series of curves spanning a ridge, with 
narrow gaps between the figures. Just behind each gap, 
below the lip of the ridge, there are shallow depressions, 
adequate hiding places for archers. Caribou were driven 
by women, children and old people, Dr. Taylor conjec- 
tures, up the slope toward the ring of Inuksuit. “The 
figures spooked the caribou, which squeezed through the 
openings where their exposed breasts were easy targets for 
the archers hidden below the ridge.” 

In an article subtitled ‘The Silent Echoes of Culture,” 
written for The Beaver (1967) with art historian George 
Swinton, Dr. Taylor explains the fascination — and 
deplores the neglect - of Dorset works of art. Rare and 
compelling, these Dorset pieces are small - from three- 
eighths of an inch to nine or ten inches in size. It is a 
highly developed art, executed by master craftsmen, 
Taylor says. It might depict, for example, a caribou hoof, 
one-and-a-half inches long, a one-inch bundle of snowy 
owl, an-elegant group of swans about the same size, an 
ivory two-headed ermine which spans only one of your 
finger joints, grotesque or realistic little carvings of people, 
tiny ivory polar bear heads, and symbolic religious objects 
whose use and meaning are not yet fully known. 

Speculation surrounds these beautiful pieces and 
Taylor in this article makes a scholar’s points about 
shamanism, burial practices, human fears, feelings and 
thoughts - the echoes of a culture in the art of its people. 

The National Museum of Man, in collecting contem- 
porary representations of Canadian culture, of course col- 
lects art, not for its ethnographic interest, Dr. Taylor says, 
but as art. It also commissions this art. Thus links are 
made between ancient cultures and modern. In Bill 
Taylor's time at the museum, therefore, we have seen the 
commissioning and production of splendid works which 
have thrilled thousands by the brilliance of their concep- 
tion and execution - works such as Bill Reid’s golden box, 
in the Haida tradition, and Daphne Odjig’s mural ‘The In- 
dian in Transition,” which fills an entire wall of the dress 
circle lobby of the National Arts Centre. A living heritage 
this, not just a museum’s collection of the artifacts of 
history. 


During Bill Taylor’s years as director of the National 
Museum of Man, he did much more than build the collec- 
tions that visitors see and admire in the public spaces. The 
Public Programs, Archaeological Survey of Canada, 
Canadian War Museum, Canadian Ethnology Service, 
History Division and the Canadian Centre for Folk Culture 
Studies, with the many scholarly disciplines they repre- 
sent, all felt the strength and stimulus of his commitment 
to research. The results rest in tangible form in the flow of 
publications and exhibitions, the exciting new acquisitions 
and commissions, the archaeological sites uncovered and 
new discoveries made in every corner of Canada. All of 
this has led to new studies of our many peoples, past and 
present - their tools, habitations, clothing, legends, 
dances, songs, art, crafts, languages, beliefs and social 
systems. 

The National Museum of Man, in Bill Taylor's time, 
became more than at any other time in its history a place 
for people. But behind that, and of ultimate lasting 
significance, was the force that also made it a scholar’s 
museum — and a museum of scholars. 


Council Responds to Applebaum-Hébert 
Committee Report 


In its response to the Federal Cultural Policy Review 
Committee report, presented to the House of Commons 
Standing Committee on Communications and Culture in 
March 1983, the SSHRC gave its support to many of the 
Committee’s recommendations, but expressed regret at the 
lack of attention paid to the contribution of the social 
sciences and humanities to the cultural life of Canada. 

“The false idea that the social sciences and humanities 
are of little importance persists, its frequent utterance 
disguising its foolishness,” the SSHRC statement declares. 
“After all,” says Council president Dr. William E. Taylor, 
Jr., “internationally known figures such as Marshall 
McLuhan, Northrop Frye, Marius Barbeau and Georges- 
Henri Lévesque are humanists and social scientists.” 

The scholarly fields of the human sciences that include 
history, economics, political science, literature and 
law - some 50 in all - and involve 55 per cent of Canadian 
scholars cannot be ignored. In fact, they were not ad- 
dressed directly by the Applebaum-Hébert Committee. 
“How should this be,” the Council says, “when their works 
provide so much material for literature and the visual and 
performing arts which, with heritage and the mass media, 
became that Committee’s main focus? What would our 
poets, playwrights and painters do without philosophers, 
classicists and historians?” 

The Council points out that cultural policy - the 
Applebaum-Hébert Committee’s concern - must embrace 
two principal definitions of culture: culture in its aesthetic 
sense, to include the visual, literary and performing arts; 
and culture as the way of life of a people, their shared store 
of knowledge and intellectual culture. According to the 
Council, such a policy must respond to four fundamental 
objectives: quality of life, Canadian identity, Canadian 
presence on the international scene, and social and 
economic development. In each of these, intellectual 
creative activity is required. None can be furthered 
without an understanding of societies — their economic 
and political systems, literature and history - an 
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awareness of our place in the world, an appreciation of the 
past, study of the present and a commitment to rational 
decisions for the future, based on knowledge and an ap- 
plication of reasoned judgment. The one pursuit which 
contributes most to the attainment of this understanding is 
social sciences and humanities research, the Council con- 
cludes. 

The SSHRC warmly endorses many of the Applebaum- 
Hébert Committee’s recommendations, which have direct 
bearing on its own programs, including: 


e¢ the marketing and promotion of Canadian arts (which 
the Council would expand to include all cultural pro- 
ducts); 

® the establishment of a Canadian Heritage Council to 
promote Canadian heritage arts and sciences; 

® increased support for book publishing and introduction 
of new technologies; 

¢ greater emphasis and support for Canada’s cultural 
presence abroad; 

® the review of existing regulations on archaeological sites 
in the Northwest Territories; 

® increased support for the publishing of literature in the 
fields of history, biography, and social, political and ar- 
tistic criticism. 


However, the report poses a number of problems 
which the Council has commented upon in its response. 

The recommendations concerning the organization of 
federal cultural agencies affect the Council directly. The 
SSHRC maintains the position it expressed in its brief to 
the Applebaum-Hébert Committee, Noble in Reason, that 
“cultural agencies should be classified separately in a 
uniform manner and be granted a large degree of 
autonomy within the framework of effective account- 
ability.” The Council accepts that the government should 
retain a degree of control through its power to appoint 
board members and executive officers and, as proposed by 
the Royal Commission on Financial Management and Ac- 
countability, the right to give general directives to Crown 
corporations. It maintains its position on the necessity for 
effective accountability and a degree of autonomy which 
will provide the scholarly and administrative in- 
dependence required by the Council and the control re- 
quired by government. 


The suggestion in the report that the Council has had to 
accept an allocation of resources that is diverging increas- 
ingly from that dictated by its own judgment or that of its 
academic advisers is of particular interest. To this the 
Council replies: “It is true that some members of the 
academic community have expressed concern that parts of 
the Council's budgetary allocations have been made condi- 
tional upon their being assigned to particular fields of in- 
quiry (e.g., Canadian studies). Of course members of the 
Council are themselves concerned to maintain an ‘arm's 
length’ relationship with government authorities in 
developing policies and plans. They acknowledge that 
maintaining this relationship in a framework of account- 
ability is a matter of balance, and do not feel that the re- 
quirements of this balance have been broken.” 

The Council agrees with the Committee’s recommenda- 
tion 44 that there should be sufficient funding for various 
branches of serious nonfiction writing. It notes, however, 
that the recommendation that the Canada Council should 
provide grants to professional nonfiction writers on a basis 
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similar to its awards for fiction writers is in conflict with 
the SSHRC’s mandate. This is a matter to be resolved. 
(On March 6, 1983, the Canada Council announced that it 
was deferring its proposed new program of support for 
nonfiction writers, approved in principle in December 
1982, because of budget limitations.) 

The Council is particularly interested in the Commit- 
tee’s recommendations on publishing and new 
technologies. In recommendation 49, the Committee 
states that the federal government should adopt a book 
publishing policy which would contain two main com- 
ponents: one of subsidies geared to content and demand, 
and one of economic development for the industrial struc- 
ture of book publishing. Both types of support are need- 
ed, but the Council cannot accept the related notion that it 
is only in the second that support should be given for the 
introduction of new technologies. Direct support to learn- 
ed journals to update their means of production is essen- 
tial. Similar support might be given to eligible academic 
publishing houses through the Committee’s proposed 
economic development program.

Council Presidents and Vice-President

Dr. William E. Taylor, Jr., president of the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council, Thomas H.B. Symons, 
vice-president, and André Fortier, former president, 
received honorary degrees from Maritime universities in 
May. Dr. Taylor received a DLitt (honoris causa) from 
Memorial University of Newfoundland on May 28 and 
delivered the convocation address. Dr. Symons was 
honoured by the University of Prince Edward Island on 
May 8 and Dalhousie University on May 13, where he 
delivered the convocation address. André Fortier, who 
retired from the public service in October 1982 after four 
years as president of the SSHRC, received an honorary 
LLD from Dalhousie University on May 13. 


Strategic Grants Division Announces 
New Programs 


Management Research 


In addition to the programs in management research 
already administered by the Council - Doctoral Comple- 
tion Fellowships, Reorientation Fellowships, Research 
Workshops - a thematic program called ‘Managing the 
Organization in Canada’ has been developed to promote 
research into the techniques and problems of management. 

At its March meeting, the Council approved expen- 
ditures of $1.6 million in 1983-84 for all grants in the 
management field, an increase of $300,000 over 1982-83. 
The new program will support both base research and 
problem-oriented research on management organization 
issues that are of immediate and long-term concern to 


Canada. The following eight areas were identified as re- 
quiring further research (subtopics are given as examples 
only, to show the wide range of possible research): 


* managing productivity, efficiency and competitiveness 
in Canadian enterprise: employee attitudes toward 
work and their impact on performance and organiza- 
tional effectiveness, extent and kinds of planning done 
by managers, organizational and psychological deter- 
minants of productivity in Canada; 

* managing innovation, research and development, and 
the direct transfer of technology in Canada: bridging the 
gap between non-technically trained managers and 
technical support staff, organizational structures  in- 
hibiting or encouraging innovation in public enterprise, 
prediction and evaluation of social and economic im- 
pact of computer technology; 

® managing international business in the Canadian con- 
text, export development, product mandates, role of the 
multinational corporation: trade agreements and _ar- 
rangements, export orientation of small manufacturing 
firms, international market development for 
agricultural products, problems of Canadian interna- 
tional companies and joint ventures abroad; 

* managing socially significant relationships and social 
responsibility: corporate social responsibility, impact of 
changing environments on management, government 
participation in business; 

¢ managing human resources, manpower, compensation, 
rewards, industrial relations, nature of work and work- 
ing life: the coming manpower shortage in Canada in 
the late 1980s and 1990s, prevention and resolution of 
industrial conflicts, public sector labour relations, 
women in management; 

® entrepreneurship, development and management of 
small and medium-sized firms: corporate strategies for 
small and medium-sized firms to sell in world markets, 
government incentives and small business growth, 
financing small enterprises; 

¢ financial management and markets, capital re- 
quirements and investment decisions: managing 
trusteed pension funds, investment financing, inflation 
accounting, efficiency of Canadian stock markets; 

¢ managing information and management information 
systems (MIS): conception and implementation of MIS 
in accounting in small and medium-sized firms and in 
the public sector, data banks and personal privacy, time 
management and record management. 


This thematic program will be administered through 
three basic forms of support: 


¢ seed money grants for the development of research pro- 
posals; 

¢ special research grants; 

¢ workshop grants. 


Guidelines for these programs are available and the 
deadline for receipt of applications is July 1, 1983. 


Women and Work 


In March the Council approved allocation of $280,000 for 
a new program of research support on the theme of 
Women and Work. 


“The Council has recognized the urgency of funding 
new work in this area for some time,” according to Council 
president William E. Taylor, Jr. “Women now perform 
almost one-half of all paying jobs in Canada today, yet 
studies show that they continue to suffer discrimination in 
the labour market, get locked into female-labelled jobs, 
rarely make it to the top and are paid less on average than 
men doing the same work. These facts are well known. 
But what is still needed - and this is what we hope our new 
program will help to provide - is more concerted research 
on the work of women in our society, both paid and un- 
paid. We need research that is non-sexist in method, 
perspective and language.” 


As with the new management studies program, this 
thematic program will be administered through three dif- 
ferent forms of support: 


e seed money grants for the development of research pro- 
posals; 
special research grants; 
workshop grants. 


The Council developed this new theme in consultation 
with the academic community across Canada, a process 
that involved a conference in Vancouver in 1981 and a 
series of regional workshops. A workshop report and 
bibliographies on Native women and women in the clerical 
and service occupations have been published and are 
available from the Information Division of the Council. 

Detailed guidelines for the new program are available 
from the Strategic Grants Division of the Council. Ap- 
plications must be received by the Council before August 1, 
1983. 


SSHRC Supports Development of 
Research Finding Aids 


The Council awarded its first grants in the Canadian 
Studies: Research Tools program in 1981. The program 
was created to improve access to resources for research in 
Canadian studies by cataloguing and indexing existing col- 
lections of interest to researchers. Scholars, librarians and 
archivists have responded with enthusiasm to this program 
and 41 projects received Council support in 1982-83. 
Following are a few of these. 

Archivists at the Anglican Church of Canada archives 
in Toronto, under the direction of Teresa Thompson, are 
preparing a guide to the Canadian. Native material in their 
collection and in Anglican diocesan libraries, archives and 
synod offices across Canada. The holdings of the 
Anglican Church of Canada include a wealth of documents 
in the Native languages of Canada; the guide will be of in- 
terest to researchers in Native studies, ethnology, an- 
thropology, history and folklore. 

As we noted briefly in our 1981-82 annual report, the 
Canadian Jewish Congress in Montreal is developing re- 
search tools to aid in the study of the immigration, recep- 
tion and integration of Jews in Canada. Inventories and a 
computerized index of the records of the Jewish Coloniza- 
tion Association, the Jewish Immigrant Aid Society and 
the United Jewish Refugee and War Relief Agencies are be- 
ing prepared, coordinated by the Jewish National Ar- 
chivist, Judith Nefsky. Researchers interested in the pro- 
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cess of immigration-and assimilation of ethnic groups in 
Canada will be able to locate significant material with 
these finding aids. 

An unusual project is under way at the Canadian 
Academic Centre in Italy, in conjunction with Saint Paul 
University in Ottawa. Father Pierre Hurtubise of Saint 
Paul and Professor Luca Codignola of the University of 
Pisa are preparing ‘A calendar of documents of Canadian 
interest in the archives and libraries of Rome from the ear- 
ly colonial period of this country to 1799.” The influence 
of the Vatican and Catholic orders on Canadian history is 
well known and it is hoped that this project will shed new 
light on this aspect of the early history of British and 
French North America. 

The Calgary Institute for the Humanities has a unique 
collection of manuscripts and papers relating to 19 Cana- 
dian writers, including Hugh MacLennan, Mordecai 
Richler, Brian Moore, Alice Munro, W.O. Mitchell and 
Rudy Wiebe. Charles Steele and Jean Tener are develop- 
ing inventories and indexes in machine-readable form and 
in hard copy to make these papers available to researchers 
in Canadian literature. 

Céline Cartier of Laval University is organizing a 
catalogue of the university’s collection of almost 2500 
school textbooks published in Quebec. These books are a 
rich source of information on the history of education and 
the history of ideas and ideology - notably religious and 
political attitudes - in Quebec, dating back to the early 
1790s. 

To celebrate the centenary of the incorporation of the 
City of Vancouver, the Vancouver Historical Society is 
preparing a computerized thematic bibliography of 
material on the geographical area that is now the city of 
Vancouver, from the earliest times to the present. The 
materials in the bibliography will range from manuscripts 
and photographs to works in microform and will include 
works of fiction, poetry and drama. 

Andrew Robb of the University of Prince Edward 
Island is developing a bibliography on the province. The 
project involves locating and cataloguing material on the 
island's history, geography, literature, economics, politics, 
education, art and folklore in Canadian, U.S. and Euro- 
pean libraries. Monographs and serials will be included 
and the database will be made available in print and 
machine-readable form. 


Council Appoints New Members to 
Advisory Academic Panel 


At its meeting in March 1983, the Council approved three 
new nominations to the Advisory Academic Panel. These 
members have been proposed by members of the Council 
and the Panel and will serve a three-year term from the 
date of their appointment. 

Robert Carney received an MEd from the University of 
British Columbia in 1962 and a PhD from the University of 
Alberta in 1971. For many years he worked as a teacher 
and principal in schools in British Columbia and the 
Northwest Territories, and held appointments with the 
Department of Education of the Northwest Territories and 
the Department of Recreation, Parks and Wildlife of the 
Government of Alberta. In 1971 he became a professor of 
the history of education at the University of Alberta. He is 
co-editor of The Canadian Journal of Native Education. 

Peter Daly studied German literature at the University 
of Bristol, and did graduate work at the University of 
Zurich, receiving a PhD in 1963. He has held appoint- 
ments at the University of New Brunswick, the University 
of Saskatchewan and the University of Manitoba and is the 
current chairman of the department of German at McGill. 
His research interests include emblematics, baroque poetry 
and Shakespeare in German translation. 

Edward Veitch studied history and law at the Universi- 
ty of Edinburgh. He lectured at universities in Nigeria, 
Uganda, Northern Ireland and the United States before 
coming to Canada to take up a professorship at the Univer- 
sity of Windsor. In 1979 he became dean of law at the Uni- 
versity of New Brunswick. His publications include many 
works on family law, legal education, legal history and 
African law.

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The Future of the Research Time Stipend 
in Research Grants Programs 


In December 1982 the Council decided to suspend the Re- 
search Time Stipend for university scholars participating 
in its Research Grants and Major Research Grants pro- 
grams, but to retain it for Strategic Grants projects and for 
private scholars. The Council also agreed that all past 
commitments to pay the stipend would be honoured, as 
would those made for the October 1982 competition. The 
suspension took effect as of the Spring 1983 competition. 


In letters to university deans of graduate studies, re- 
search administrators and applicants in the Spring 1983 
competition, the director of the Research Grants Division, 
Noel Gates, pointed out that the decision had to be made 
for reasons of fiscal restraint combined with an un- 
precedented number of project applications for the Re- 
search Grants competitions and a concomitant high level 
of demand for the stipend. 

Mr. Gates reports that requests for the stipend rose 
from a total’ of $4.2 million for applications submitted in 
October 1981 to $8.2 million in October 19824 Expressed 
as a percentage of total grant requests, the figures are 
17 per cent and 25 per cent respectively. 

Budget projections made it clear to the Council that it 
could not sustain exponential growth of this order in ap- 
plications and awards of the stipend, to the possible detri- 
ment of the Research Grants program itself. The Council 
emphasized in its December decision, however, that a 
study would be made of this form of assistance and its im- 
pact on the maintenance of excellence in research. 


Ceiling on Strategic Research Grants 


Effective immediately, the Council has established a ceiling 
on Special Research Grants for Strategic Grants projects in 
Population Aging, the Family and the Socialization of 
Children and the Human Context of Science and 
Technology. The funds requested should not exceed 
$100,000 in any one-year period or $250,000 in any three- 
year period. 


Exchange Programs with the USSR 


Federally funded exchanges with the Soviet Union were 
suspended by an order of the Cabinet early in 1980. This 
suspension was lifted in the spring of 1982, and in Novem- 
ber the Council transmitted a draft of two proposed ex- 
change programs to the Soviet authorities, in which the 
Council offered to: 


e revive the Council’s exchange with the Academy of 
Sciences of the USSR, under much the same conditions 
as in the past; 

¢ establish an exchange of scholars with the Ministry of 
Higher and Specialized Secondary Education 
(MINVUZ), of 60 research months, in the social 
sciences and humanities. (In the past, the exchange 
with MINVUZ was administered by the Association of 
Universities and Colleges of Canada and this Council, 


with funds from: the Department of External Affairs. 
Under the terms of the new proposal, the new program 
would be funded and administered by the Council.) 


Canadian authorities were not, as of December 1982, 
prepared to propose the revival of other aspects of the 
general exchange agreement with the USSR (exchanges in 
the natural sciences, sport, film and culture). 

The Council's proposal was given a disappointing 
reception. The Soviet authorities have made it clear that 
they do not at present intend to renegotiate the revival of 
exchanges limited to the social sciences and humanities. 

The Council has been informed that the federal agen- 
cies responsible for support to the natural sciences are now 
considering the issue of reviving a modified exchange in 
their fields. However, negotiations will not take place 
before the latter part of 1983. In consequenc-, the Council 
will not be in a position to place Canadian scholars in the 
Soviet Union under the exchange agreement before the 
spring of 1984 at the earliest. 


Report on University Research Libraries 
Nears Completion 


The Council has commissioned Terry Cheney, an indepen- 
dent research consultant in Ottawa, to review 
developments in university research libraries in the last 
five years since the publication of a report on the subject 
by a Canada Council consultative group. His study will 
provide a preliminary assessment of the state of collections 
and their adequacy for social science and humanities re- 
search; analyze the impact of new technologies on the 
operation of the library system; review the experience in 
regional resource sharing and suggest steps which could be 
undertaken by the Council to aid in dealing with the prob- 
lems of rationalization and coordination of collections, 
should this be required; and assess the potential role of the 
Council in this area. 


The report is in the final stages of preparation and is ex- 
pected to be available for distribution in the fall of 1983. 


National Symposium on Community- 
Based Research in Native Communities 


At its March 1983 meeting, the Council awarded a grant to 
Professor Milton Freeman of the University of Alberta, on 
behalf of the Council’s Task Force on Native Affairs, to 
organize a national symposium to review the nature and 
extent of community-based research in Native com- 
munities. 

Participants from across the country will be asked to 
report on community-based projects that have been com- 
pleted, are in progress at this time, or are under active con- 
sideration for future implementation. It is envisaged that 
participants will be drawn from Native organizations and 
communities, educational institutions and_ interested 
private and government agencies. 

The symposium is seen as one of the last steps in the 
consultative process to explore the possibility of a new 
strategic grants program to support research on Native 
issues. 


The Federations of Learned Societies and 
the SSHRC: Relations Past and Future

One of the prime concerns of our Council is the com- 
munication of research results and, hence, the continued 
existence of a healthy mix of scholarly publications, learn- 
ed societies and federations of learned societies. Our sup- 
port for these activities reflects this concern. 

It is possible that too many scholarly journals exist in 
Canada, perhaps too many learned societies, and to some 
it is conceivable that the federations of learned societies 
need not exist. On the other hand, events such as the an- 
nual gatherings of the learned societies in one Canadian 
university are undoubtedly enriching experiences for par- 
ticipants. 

For several decades now there have existed two federa- 
tions of learned societies, going at times under different 
names, but in any event, federations which group together 
other learned societies. One of these is the Canadian 
Federation for the Humanities and the other the Social 
Science Federation of Canada. At least since 1972 each of 
these federations has depended on another organization 
for the greater part of its financing, first the Canada Coun- 
cil and, after’ April 1978, the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council of Canada. The budget 
percentage of this support has varied from 62.7 to 80.9 
over the years in the two federations. The other sources of 
funding are the universities (whose contributions have 
varied from a low of 7.5 per cent to a high of 28.2 per cent 
of the total budgets of the federations in the same 10-year 
period). The other contributors to the federations are the 
constituent member learned societies. In financial terms 
their support has never exceeded 15.3 per cent of the total 
budgets and occasionally has dropped as low as 3 per cent. 


Whatever the real importance and role of the two fede- 
rations, it is hard to disagree that such a heavy dependence 
on another organization is unhealthy. At worst it may 
lead to a bickering over the appropriate roles for each. At 
best it may bring about a confusion of aims. 

For some years the two federations have been making 
valiant efforts to diversify their sources of funding and 
reduce this unhealthy dependence on the SSHRC. In the 
present economic climate it is difficult to be too optimistic 
about their success. 

In March 1982 the SSHRC asked for a staff study of the 
Council's financing of the two federations. It was intended 
that this study consider the effects on the federations, and 
on the Council, of a possible “phased withdrawal” of 
Council support. It had in any case been indicated to both 
federations that it would be highly desirable for them to 
reduce their dependence on the SSHRC to less than 50 per 
cent of their total expenditures. 

One major difficulty which this Council has faced is 
that it has been increasingly difficult to maintain what 
might be called “privileged class recipients,” that is, appli- 
cants who are almost guaranteed funding when they 
request it. The federations’ requests in recent years have 
tended to fit into this privileged class of recipients. 

The Council has established an ad hoc committee, 
under the chairmanship of vice-president Thomas H.B. 
Symons, which will further study the Council's relations 


with the federations in the light of the Council's own ear- 
lier decisions and of the considerable amount of concerned 
comment which has been received. The federations will be 
kept fully informed of the Council's ongoing consideration 
of this important issue which affects their future.

An old friend was much taken aback when he heard that 
Volume II would not be available for his 1982 Christmas 
list of presents. It certainly won't be ready for Christmas, 
1983, and may not even make Christmas, 1984. (Indeed, 
given the menacing Orwellian ring of 1984, it might be wise 
to avoid that year altogether.) In contemplating this gap bet- 
ween Volume I and Volume II, I am comforted by the reflec- 
tions that other two-volume biographies have had a similar 
history. To compare great things with small, Donald 
Creighton’s first volume of his biography of Sir John A. 
Macdonald appeared in 1951 and his second in 1953. 


“The reason for the gap between the two Massey volumes 
is that Volume II is a much more complex work. Volume 
I fell into a simple genre that literary critics call the 
bildungsroman — the education of the hero, his emancipa- 
tion from family restrictions and social restraints, and his 
gradual formation of new assumptions. No such simple 
theme presents itself in Volume II. If a principal theme 
emerges, it is the presence, without conflict in Massey’s 
mind, of a deep love for England and an intense Canadian 
nationalism. (I say ‘England’, because Massey had reserva- 
tions about the Irish, Welsh, and even the Scottish.) His 
Canadian nationalism is most vividly portrayed in his book 
On Being Canadian — a sort of confession of faith on his 
return to Canada in 1945. That book makes current profes- 
sions of nationalism seem feeble and apologetic. 


“If | must be indefinite about the date of completion of 
Volume II, I can be reasonably certain about its title. I have 
no intention of pursuing the parallelism implicit in the title 
of the first volume — The Young Vincent Massey. The pro- 
posed title is Vincent Massey, the Imperial Canadian. ‘Im- 
perial’ draws attention to the double loyalty toward England 
and Canada, and also reminds us of the public manner that 
was such a sharp contrast to the relaxed private manner. 


“| have one general observation to make about the writing 
of a biography. No matter how much research you do, no 
matter how carefully you document each observation, a 
biography is a work of fiction. By ‘fiction’ I don’t mean the 
‘unreal’ and the ‘untruthful’; I mean a pattern of interpreta- 
tion, or a narrative structure. Biography, if it hopes to sur- 
vive its period of composition, must be a work of art. I 
hasten to add that to strive for such a result is not to assure 
its achievement. Still there is satisfaction in making the at- 
tempt, and I am sure that Vincent Massey, the best exam- 
ple of the aesthete in Canadian public life, would have 
warmly approved. 


“I am grateful to the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council for the award of the Léger Fellowship. (I 
trust that this decision will not undermine their confidence 
in their academic advisers.) | am most grateful to the Gover- 
nor General and Mrs. Schreyer for being hosts on this oc- 
casion, and thus honouring both the recipient and the two 
illustrious Canadians whose name it bears.” 


Francess Halpenny Awarded 
Molson Prize 


The Canada Council's prestigious $50,000 Molson Prize has 
been awarded to a long-time associate of the SSHRC — 


Francess Halpenny of the University of Toronto and the 
University of Toronto Press. 


Dr. Halpenny who, along with Jean Hamelin, is general 
editor of the bilingual Dictionary of Canadian Biography, 
was the unanimous choice of the Molson Prize Selection 
Committee, chaired by the SSHRC president Dr. William 
E. laylor, Jr. 


The Molson Prize recognizes outstanding contributions 
to the arts, humanities and social sciences. The arts winner 
this year was choreographer Brian Macdonald of Montreal. 


Dr. Halpenny’s contributions to publishing and scholar- 
ship have won her honorary doctorates from Guelph, 
Dalhousie, Memorial and York universities. She was ap- 
pointed an Officer of the Order of Canada in 1979. In addi- 
tion to her work as general editor of the DCB, a post she 
has held since 1969, Dr. Halpenny has been dean of the 
Faculty of Library Science at the University of Toronto. She 
served on the SSHRC’s consultative group on scholarly 
publishing, which reported in 1980. 


Members of the Molson Prize Selection Committee, in 
addition to Dr. Taylor, were Roseann Runte, president of 
Sainte-Anne University; Alan Cairns, professor of political 
science at the University of British Columbia and a 1982 
Molson Prize winner; Jean-Pierre Wallot, vice-rector 
(academic) of the University of Montreal; and Lloyd Barber, 
president of the University of Regina. 


The Dictionary of Canadian Biography project began in 
1959 and eight volumes have appeared to date. Four more 
are in progress. The Canada Council and later the SSHRC 
have been supporting the project since 1963. 


John G. Nicholson to Leave SSHRC 


Dr. John Greer Nicholson, executive director of the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council of Canada for 
the past five years, has resigned effective May 1, 1984. He 
informed the SSHRC of his decision at the December 
meeting of the Council. 


Dr. William E. Taylor, Jr., president of the SSHRC, paid 
tribute to Dr. Nicholson's service ‘through five difficult 
years, during which the real value of government support 
steadily decreased while the demand for SSHRC research 
support steadily increased. Dr. Nicholson, as executive 
director, serving with diligence and loyalty, carried a 
substantial part of the burden of doing more with less and 
braving the slings and arrows of disappointed applicants.” 


A leading scholar of Russian studies, Dr. Nicholson came 
to the SSHRC from McGill University where he was pro- 
fessor of slavic studies. Until May, he will serve as special 
adviser to the president. 


Brahms Catalogue Completed 
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Margit L. McCorkle receives a copy of the first Thematic 
and Critical Catalogue of All the Works of Johannes 
Brahms, from Freiherr von Maltzahn, West German con- 
sul in Vancouver. The ceremony took place during the 
meeting of the Canadian Association of University of 
Teachers of German at the Learned Societies Conference 
1983. It marked the completion of 18 years of work by Mrs. 
McCorkle, her late husband Professor Donald McCorkle, 


and a team of UBC researchers in compiling the catalogue. 


Report on the National Symposium on 
Community-Based Research in Native 
Communities 


A report of the Task Force on Native Issues recommending 
that the Council implement a new program to support 
community-based research on native issues has been sub- 
mitted to the Council. The report is based on advice receiv- 
ed through extensive consultation over the last three years 
which culminated in the National Symposium on 
Community-Based Research in Native Communities, at 
Banff, Alberta, in October 1983. 

Participants at the Banff Symposium included members 
of the native community from all regions of Canada, facul- 
ty from several native studies departments and native educa- 
tional institutions, and academics closely involved with 
research and/or training in the native issues field. The pur- 
pose of the symposium was to bring together practitioners 
of community-based research in the native people’s area and 
to apply the lessons of experience to planning the new 


SSHRC program. 
The recommendations of the Task Force on Native Issues 


were unanimously supported by the Advisory Academic 


Panel at its December 1983 meeting. A decision on approval 
of the program is expected at the March 1984 meeting of 
the Council.

Law and Learning Attracts International 
cclaim 


Law and Learning, the report to the SSHRC by the Con- 
sultative Group on Research and Education in Law, has at- 
tracted attention from legal and academic institutions 
around the world. A good number of the first printing of 
4,000 copies have been mailed to libraries throughout the 
U.S.A. and Britain, and to institutions such as the Univer- 
sity of Singapore and the Supreme Court of Queensland. 


Now known as the Arthurs Report, after chairman Harry 
W. Arthurs, professor and former dean of Osgoode Hall 
Law School, York University, the publication and its four 
background studies (Canadian Law Professors; Canadian 
Law Faculties; Profile of Published Legal Research: and 
Sources of Support for Legal Research) are available free 
from the SSHRC. 

A conference on Law and Learning, held in Ottawa in 
December of 1983, attracted more than 200 participants. In 
his remarks at the opening session, the SSHRC president 
Dr. William E. Taylor, Jr., commented: 

“... Why did we launch the law and learning study in 
the first place? Well, it was high time. Our statistics had 
been showing shockingly low participation rates for law 
faculty in our Research Grants Program — only two grants 
were awarded in 1978 — and we, and the academic com- 
munity with us, wanted to find out why. Incidentally, the 
situation has improved a bit, but not much. In 1982-83 we 
received 18 research grant applications and awarded 16 
grants, compared with activity in the most heavily funded 
discipline, history, for which the figures were 137 applica- 
tions and 102 awards. 

“The vital and substantial contributions of law research 
to every part of our lives and to the very legislative process 
of our governments make it imperative that such work be 
adequately funded and promoted: hence, the urgency of the 
Arthurs review, with its probe of the situation and its recom- 
mendations for remedial action. 

“Our main reason as a funding organization to sponsor 
the study and this conference was, of course, to promote 
more research in law and to improve our national capacity 
to do such research. Questions such as those around inter- 
national waterways, native land claims, air and space law 
and the recent challenges to Canada’s Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms all need solid underpinnings which only research 
in your fields can provide. 

“How your profession is going to step up this research 
is one of the key questions of this conference. Our Council, 
as you may know, has a tradition of consultation and debate 
on program and policy questions, and we look to the reports 
and conclusions of these meetings to help advise us on our 
role in supporting increased legal research.” 


New Psychology Guidelines 


The three federal granting councils, SSHRC, NSERC and 
MRC, in collaboration with the Canadian Psychological 
Association (CPA), recently reached agreement on a revis- 
ed set of guidelines describing the division of responsibility 
at the federal level for the support of psychological research. 

The CPA has kindly agreed to send copies of the new 
guidelines to all psychology department heads and they will 
be published in the next issue of The Canadian Psychologist. 
Copies of the guidelines, in both official languages, may also 
be obtained on request from the Council. 


Chinese Academy Renews Exchange 
Agreement 


An official delegation from the Chinese Academy of Social 
Sciences (CASS) spent 14 days in Canada in October, 
becoming acquainted with Canadian institutions, organiza- 
tions and traditions in humanities and social sciences 
research. During the visit they renewed the memorandum 
of understanding on exchanges, signed with Canada in 1980, 
for a further period of three years. Of particular interest in 
the discussion of an extended agreement are: 


e the willingness of CASS to accept ‘junior scholars’ (Ph.D. 
candidates) as long as close supervision is not necessary; 

e CASS’ unwillingness to accept pro forma nominations, 
i.e. outside the quota provided for under the agreement; 

e CASS’ invitation to the SSHRC to send an official delega- 
tion to China, to be its guest, for the purpose of better 
acquainting Canadian scholars with the research situa- 
tion in China. 


The delegation presented the SSHRC with a copy of a 
booklet (in Chinese only) describing CASS’ activities; a copy 
of China’s 1981 Statistical Yearbook, and copies of two 
issues of CASS’ only publication in English (Social Sciences 
in Canada, Vol. IV, No 1 and No 2). All are now in the 
SSHRC library. The delegation was informed that the 
SSHRC was offering it a collection of works on Canada 
(worth $5,000), as well as a collection of calendars from our 
major universities, in order to help Chinese exchangees to 
familiarize themselves with research in this country. 

After reviewing the agreement in Ottawa, the Chinese 
delegation visited institutions in Montreal, Toronto and 
Vancouver.

She has also taught French and philosophy at 
several foreign and Canadian universities and was a pro- 
fessor of French and comparative literature at Carleton 
University from 1961 to 1974. 

Dr. Kushner has won numerous literary prizes, including 
the City of Montreal’s Grand prix des critiques and the Prix 
littéraire de la Province de Québec (essay category). She is 
a member of a number of Canadian and international 
literary associations. Dr. Kushner has published an im- 
pressive number of works and articles dealing with French 
literature and poetry. In 1971 she was elected to the Royal 
Society of Canada and was appointed to the Canada Council 
in 1975. 

Gilles Marcotte has an Honours BA in Humanities, a 
Master’s degree in French-Canadian Literature from the 
University of Montreal and a Doctorate in French-Canadian 
Literature from Laval University. He was a literary critic 
with Le Devoir from 1948 to 1955 and then worked with 
the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation and the National 
Film Board for six years. From 1961 to 1966 Dr. Marcotte 
was a member of the editorial board and head of the arts 
section of La Presse. He later worked as a full professor at 
the University of Montreal and was director of the French 
studies department of that university from 1978 to 1981. 

Dr. Marcotte hosted the CBC radio show Des livres et 
des hommes from 1967 to 1970, and was a text editor for 
radio and television. He has received several literary awards 
and has published a considerable number of works on 
French-Canadian literature. 

Terrence P. Hogan, a professional psychologist, holds an 
Honours BA in Counselling Psychology and Social Work 
from Loras College, lowa and a Master’s degree and a Doc- 
torate in Clinical Psychology from the Catholic University 
of America in Washington. He has taught in many American 
and Canadian universities, and in 1983 was appointed 
associate vice-president (academic) of the University of 
Manitoba. He also continues his teaching as a professor of 
psychology and a special lecturer in the faculty of medicine. 

President of the Canadian Psychological Association, Dr. 
Hogan is a member of many Canadian and international 
professional associations and the author of a large number 
of works. He has been a consultant for many organizations 
and is particularly well known for his work in the field of 
family therapy. 

James William Lightbody, professor at the University of 
Alberta, has been reappointed to the Council for a three- 
year period. 


Advisory Academic Panel 


Charles Alfred Davis, of Montreal, is professor of religion 
at Concordia University. Born in England, Professor Davis 
received his theological education at St. Edmunds College, 
Ware, England, and at the Pontifical Gregorian University 
in Rome. He has taught at Oxford and Cambridge and took 
his first Canadian teaching position at the University of 
Alberta in 1967. He joined Sir George Williams University 
(Concordia University) as professor of religion in 1970. Pro- 
fessor Davis has lectured widely at universities and on radio 
and television in Canada, Britain, the United States and 
Belgium. He has served on the editorial board and is now 
the editor of Studies in Religion/Sciences religieuses, and 
is the general editor for a new series of studies on com- 
parative ethics to be published by Wilfrid Laurier Universi- 
ty Press. He is the holder of a Killam Research Fellowship 
for a project on the practical meaning of Christianity in light 
of modern social theory, and has written numerous books, 
of which several have appeared in French, German, Spanish, 
Italian and Dutch translations. 


Brian Stuart Merrilees is chairman of the department of 
French, Victoria University, in Toronto. A native of New 
Zealand, Professor Merrilees is a graduate of the Universi- 
ty of Otago. He obtained his doctorate from the University 
of Paris in 1964. He is a specialist in Mediaeval French, the 
history of the French language, and Anglo-Norman language 
and literature. Professor Merrilees has produced numerous 
books and articles in his field, and is a contributor to the 
Dictionary of the Middle Ages, published by Scribners. He 
prepared both English and French versions of the video pro- 


ductions of Le Roman de la Rose by the University of Toron- 
to Media Centre and Centre for Mediaeval Studies. Among 
his many scholarly and professional activities he has serv- 
ed as general editor of Toronto Mediaeval Texts and 
Translations and as chairman of the association of French 
departments of Ontario universities. 

Jean-Pierre Wallot is vice-rector (academic) and professor 
of history at the University of Montreal and a well-known 
writer and researcher in his field of French-Canadian history. 
He is a native of Valleyfield, Quebec, and holds a doctorate 
in history from the University of Montreal. He has taught 
at the University of Toronto and has been a sessional lec- 
turer at the universities of Sherbrooke, British Columbia and 
Laval. He has also served as associate research director at 
the Ecole pratique des Hautes Etudes en Sciences sociales 
in Paris. Among the many professional associations and 
publications to which he has contributed are The Canadian 
Historical Review and The Historical Atlas of Canada, the 
Association canadienne-francaise pour l'avancement des 
sciences and the Historical Society of Canada (serving as 
president of both bodies in 1982-83). He was elected a 
member of the Royal Society of Canada in 1978 and the 
Académie canadienne-francaise in 1983.

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The SSHRC at the Learned Societies 


The SSHRC will use the Learned Societies meetings in 
Guelph this year as a major opportunity to bring researchers 
up-to-date on its programs and policies. Responding to an 
invitation from the organizers, the Council has agreed to 
staff an information and services office throughout the 
period May 27 to June 13. Formal information sessions will 
be held on the unbiased treatment of the sexes in research, 
and with any society or group which requests a briefing or 
exchange. 

Stephen Goban, Director of Research Communication, 
says the Council's response forms part of a major thrust to 
inform social scientists and humanists of research and train- 
ing opportunities “even in a cold climate”. Four major liaison 
meetings were held in January, in Halifax, Montreal, Toron- 
to and Calgary. The Council was strongly represented at 
the ACFAS Congress at Laval, May 9 to 11, and will have 
representatives of all program and support divisions 
available at Guelph for individual or group consultations. 
The Council will also have a booth at the publishers’ ex- 
hibit, for display of its own publications and some recent 
examples of the hundreds of scholarly works supported by 
SSHRC.

Lobbying in Favour of the Humanities 


and Social Sciences 


An unprecedented lobbying effort on behalf of social 
sciences and humanities research has swept Canada since 
early in 1984. Its focus is the SSHRC Five-Year Plan, with 
particular attention paid to the base funding for 1984-85. 

The immediate question, “Would the special three-year 
grant for Canadian studies and priority research be renew- 
ed”, was partially answered in February when Francis Fox, 
Minister of Communications, announced a $2 million in- 
crease in the base budget for SSHRC. Council has made ten- 
tative allocation of funds for 1984-85, pending formal ap- 
proval of the $2 million increase by Cabinet. (See story 
below.) 

The lobby, given much of the credit for the immediate 
increase in the base, had many components but reflected 
a united front of the Federations, AUCC, CAUT, CAURA, 
CAGS, the Royal Society and other groups, not all of which 
are in the humanities and social sciences. 
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In the first few weeks of 1984, some 1,000 letters were 
sent to Mr. Fox, to Senator Jack Austin, Minister of State 
for Social Development and chair of the social affairs 
envelope, and to other ministers and MPs. There were also 
many telephone calls and personal discussions, involving 
members of all sectors of the university community. Atten- 
tion has now switched to local MPs, with copies of letters 
going to social envelope ministers. 

A media briefing arranged by Dean John Leyerle, Univer- 
sity of Toronto, attracted national attention, making the 
case for humanities and social science research in a “no- 
apologies” manner. The dangers of the loss of a generation 
of young scholars were underlined. 


An example of the strength and scope of the lobby is the 
protest of the Social Science Federation of Canada, in the 
form of a press release dated February 17, 1984. The text 
follows. 

The Social Science Federation of Canada is shocked to 
learn that the budget of the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council for 1984 will be substantially reduced. 

The Council is the Federal Government agency respon- 
sible for funding research and scholarship in the social 
sciences and humanities. It is the most important and, in 
many areas, the only source of research funds for university- 
based researchers: approximately 80 per cent of Federal 
Government support to university research and develop- 
ment in the social sciences and humanities is distributed 
through the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council. 


Communications Minister Francis Fox announced yester- 
day that the budget of the Council would be increased by 
$2 million in 1984-1985. This increase, however, does not 
by any means offset the very substantial reduction in the 
Council's budget resulting from the deliberate non-renewal 
of a $5.9 million allocation which has originally been granted 
for Canadian studies and for research programs on themes 
of national inportance. Even when one adds to the announc- 
ed $2 million increase the regular 5 per cent inflation factor 
which will be applied to the Council's base budget, the total 
amount of money which will be available for research in 
the social sciences and humanities in 1984-1985 will be $1.2 
million less than the amount available in 1983-1984. $1.2 
million is a substantial amount of money, representing ap- 
proximately 75 significant research projects which will be 
lost in 1984. It is certainly possible that some training pro- 
grams for young graduates, so essential for our technological 
society, will have to be abolished completely. 


John Adair, president of the Social Science Federation of 
Canada, declared that the government is incredibly short- 
sighted in reducing its contribution to research when the 
need for a developed society to invest heavily in education, 
research and development is well recognized. He went on 
to say that the reduction of the funding agency’s budget is 
totally unacceptable at a time when it is so obvious that 
many of the major problems facing Canada today are in fact 
social and economic problems. More — not less — research 
is needed in these areas if we are to develop the right policies 
to address these problems. Stagnant productivity (83 million 
work days a year lost through absenteeism), high unemploy- 
ment, the impacts of the micro-electronic revolution on the 
job market, the social impact of the changing role of women, 
aging, drug abuse, health care delivery system, relationships 
with Native peoples and changing family norms and their 
impact on children are among the many crucial issues that 
face Canadian society. For these issues to be properly 


understood, and for solutions to be worked out, it is essen- 
tial that more funds be invested by government in social 
sciences and humanities research. 

The Social Science Federation of Canada notes with in- 
terest that Communications Minister Francis Fox will be sub- 
mitting to Cabinet in the near future SSHRC’s Five-Year Plan 
requesting additional funding for research. It is the very 
strong view of the Social Science Federation that the govern- 
ment must seize this opportunity to redress the current situa- 
tion and give the SSHRC the opportunity to continue ade- 
quate funding of the research and scholarship which Cana- 
dian society so desperately needs. 


SSHRC Budgetary Adjustments 


At its meeting of March 8-9, 1984, the Council of the SSHRC 
discussed the problem of the 1984-85 budget for research 
in the social sciences and humanities. The Council con- 
sidered the following factors: 


® a three-year allocation (over and above the base budget) 
of special funds for the support of Canadian studies and 
research in priority areas expires March 31, 1984, and 
has not yet been renewed. The third-year grant is $5.9 
million; 

® $2.8 million will be added to the Council's base budget 
in 1984-85 to compensate for the effects of inflation; 

» the Minister of Communications has recently announc- 
ed that $2 million in new money will be added to the base 
in 1984-85. In making the announcement, the Minister 
hoped that there would be a further increase in the near 
future, following the Cabinet's discussion of the SSHRC 
Five-Year Plan. 


Faced with a net decrease of $1.1 million, the Council 
decided that it was necessary to make an immediate adjust- 
ment to the program budgets, based on the above factors, 
while maintaining its arguments for additional needs under 
the Five-Year Plan, and for the need to maintain the momen- 
‘um built through the special grants for Canadian studies 
and research in priority areas. 

The Council passed three motions, with the following 
ffects: 


» Pending a decision on supplementary funding for Cana- 
dian studies and research in priority areas, under the Five- 
Year Plan the $5.9 million will be withdrawn from the 
areas to which it had been allocated, in the proportions 
in which it had been allocated. 

» The $2.8 million price increase will be allocated amongst 
the following program clusters, proportionate to their 
1983-84 budget: disciplinary based research; research in 
priority areas; human resource development; research 
communication. 

» To ensure continued operations, even at an inadequate 
level, of the programs launched through the special fun- 
ding, the new $2 million will be allocated to programs 
in the following proportions (after providing the 
necessary minimum for increase in operating budget): 
Canadian studies, 36 per cent; research in priority areas, 
60 per cent; research communication, 4 per cent. 


The Council arrived at these decisions in the context of 
1 1984-85 budget which is almost totally committed at this 
ime. 


The net impact of these decisions will be to reduce the 
funding for disciplinary based research by $100,000 (to $26.4 
million), to cut the money for research in priority areas by 
$2.0 million (to $5.2 million), and to increase the budgets 
for human resource development by $700,000 (to $14.9 
million) and for research communication by $100,000 (to 
$6.6 million). 

The Budgetary Adjustments for 1984-85 (in $000s) are as 
follows: 


Disciplinary based research will be $95K below 1983-84 level 
in absolute terms. In real capacity terms, it will be 5% still 
lower than that of current year.

Supplementary Grant for the 
Aid to Scholarly Publications Program 


A special supplementary grant of $92,000 by SSHRC has 
enabled the Canadian Federation for the Humanities to make 
up the reduction in its subsidies to publications. The Federa- 
tion, under budget pressure, had earlier announced a 
retroactive cut from $7,500 to $5,000 in the limit for grants 
under the Aid to Scholarly Publications program. 

Stephen Goban, Director of Research Communication at 
SSHRC, notes that the Council itself has budget problems 
but was convinced of the need for this one-time grant. Since 
1978, the Council has carried on the annual grants, begun 
by the Canada Council in 1957, to maintain the scholarly 
publishing program. 


McMaster Publishes Bertrand Russell 


Cambridge Essays, 1888-99, the first volume of The Col- 
lected Papers of Bertrand Russell, has now been released by 
the Bertrand Russell Editorial Project, of McMaster Univer- 
sity. Plans for an edition of Russell’s work began in 1968 
when McMaster acquired Russell’s large collection of 
manuscripts and letters and established the Bertrand Russell 
Archives. Cambridge Essays is the first in a planned edition 
of 28 volumes, to be published at a rate of one every nine 
months until 1990. The second volume, Volume VIII: 
Russell's Philosophy of Logical Atomism, 1914-19, will ap- 
pear in July 1984. The texts are complete for two more 
volumes, and critics are already taking enthusiastic notice. 
Reviews of Volume I have appeared in The Observer, The 
Listener, London Review of Books, The Spectator, The 
Times Higher Education Supplement, and The Sunday 
Times, among others. 

In the Introduction to Volume I the editors explain their 
reasons for taking on such an enormous project: 


The aim of this edition is to bring together all the 
shorter writings that record Russell’s own thoughts, 
whether or not they have been published. Scholars will 
now be able to find, in a compact, accessible form, 
most of the material that needs to be added to his 
published books for a full understanding of his views. 


The editors also define the series structure: 


After the first volume,...the edition divides into two 
parallel series. The first series, Volumes 2-11, contain 
Russell's philosophical, logical and mathematical 
papers....The subsequent volumes...contain his 
writings on the many other subjects which absorbed 
his attention....international relations from World War 
I to the Vietnam War, and political campaigns for Free 
Trade, women’s suffrage and unilateral disarmament. 


The first volume, bound in a deep blue cloth cover with 
a gold silhouette of Russell’s bust, is set in Plantin typeface. 
The book has seven parts which include Adolescent 
Writings, Apostolic Essays, graduate and professional 
essays, and papers on political economy. These writings will 
be of interest to the general reader, because of Russell's fluid 
direct style and range of topic, as well as to the student of 
ethics, epistemology and the history of philosophy. Those 
interested in the Bloomsbury Group will want to read what 
Russell said to the Apostles. All readers will find helpful the 
descriptive headnotes for each entry; the chronology of 
Russell's life and writings; the appendices, including Russell's 
extensive and eclectic reading list; and the annotations. 

The editorial board for Volume I included Kenneth 
Blackwell, Andrew Brink, Nicholas Griffin and Richard A. 
Rempel, of McMaster University; and John G. Slater of The 
University of Toronto. Their advisory editorial board was 
comprised of Sir Alfred Ayer, Ursula Franklin, Philip 
Gaskell, Yvon Gauthier, I. Grattan-Guinness, Jock Gunn, 
H.C.G. Matthew, John Passmore, D.F. Pears, John M. Rob- 
son, Katharine Tait, and John W. Yolton. George Allen & 
Unwin Inc. are the publishers. As a sponsor since 1980, the 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council of Canada 
is proud to be associated with The Collected Papers of Ber- 
trand Russell.

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Women and Work: 
The First Competition 


The Strategic Grants Division has released the results of the 
first competition in the Women and Work program. The 
Council has awarded $630,000 for 55 projects, out of a total 
of 138 applications requesting $2.2 million. While the Coun- 
cil and the adjudication committee were excited by the 
calibre of the proposals, funds were limited. 

The first competition for this strategic thematic program 
was held in the autumn of 1983, and response to its initia- 
tion was striking. Applicants substantiated the claim, made 
by scholars and interested groups at national and regional 
workshops, that this theme is of national interest. 

This program offers special research grants, seed money 
for the development of research proposals, and grants for 
research workshops. Sixty applications for special research 
grants, with a total request of $1,800,000, were submitted. 
Nineteen of these were funded, with awards going to 14 
women and five men. Studies on secretaries, accountants, 
business women and women pharmacists will be carried out. 
The segregation of women in the legal profession and the 
differential pay and promotion for women in the 
bureaucracy will also be examined. Three projects will deal 
with the role of women in socio-economic development in 
rural Nova Scotia and Ontario. Three historical studies will 
discuss women in labour movements; women in Manitoba; 
and women in religious groups in Quebec. In the area of 
health matters, a study in Quebec will examine the effects 
of the sexual division of labour on the well-being of both 
male and female workers. Other studies will concern the 
relationship of women’s work in the home to work outside 
of the home, with one study specifically about immigrant 
women in Montreal. A philosopher will examine the discus- 
sions of women’s work in moral and political terms. A fur- 
ther study will scrutinize the perception of women and men 
regarding adequate behaviour in the management context. 
Finally, two studies will look at women’s work and the 
economic crisis of the 1980s: one exploring the various types 
of work that women do in a hospital in Montreal; and 
another examining job segregation and income inequality 
in Canada in the 1980s. 

Thirty of the 69 applications for seed money were ap- 
proved. These studies will be directed toward the profes- 
sions, the rdle of women in rural development, affirmative 
action, differential earning patterns of males and females 
in Canada, rural family conflict among immigrants and 
Native Canadians, as well as women and health. There will 
also be a feasibility study for a history of organized work- 
ing women in British Columbia. 

Five of the nine workshop requests were approved. These 
will probe evaluation research (impact assessment and 
assessment of specific programs and policies concerning 
women); the history of women’s work in British Columbia; 
strategies for comparative research on women and work in 
Alberta; the invisible workers, i.e. women outside the labour 
force; and women’s organizations, from an historical 
perspective. 

The budget situation is unclear for fiscal year 1984-85, 
and Council is concerned that it may not be able to fund 
all meritorious grant applications in the next competition.

Native Studies Program 


The SSHRC has approved in principle a program in Native 

Studies as an area of priority research. Implementation 

depends on funds being available under the Five-Year Plan, 

to be considered by Cabinet in the near future. 
Following a discussion in March of the recommendations 
of the report of the Task Force on Native Issues, the Coun- 
cil passed the motion that it approve, in principle, subject 
to the availability of additional program funds and ad- 
ministrative resources, a Strategic Grants program in Native 

Studies with the following conditions: 

e Native groups may initiate projects; 

e inthe interest of encouraging cooperative efforts between 
academic researchers and Native communities, the agree- 
ment of the relevant Native groups or communities must 
be obtained; 

¢ a training component should be involved in the new 
program; 

e research results shall be made available, in Native 
languages, if appropriate, to involved Native groups; 

e Native groups will be invited to nominate qualified per- 
sons as part of the pool of possible assessors and 
adjudicators; 

¢ in Council's selection of assessors and adjudicators, the 
primary criterion of scholarly qualification and the usual 
distributional factors of region, language and sex, will 
be augmented by consideration of cultural heritage; 

e there shall be no veto on publications and no ethnic quota 
on adjudication committees. 


Clarification of Fellowship Criteria 


The question of criteria for scholarships and fellowships has 
been raised with the Council. The following should clarify 
the situation. 

The SSHRC administers two fellowship competitions, one 
at the master’s level and one at the doctoral level, in which 
academic excellence is the criterion upon which our juries 
base their recommendations. 

Doctoral fellowships awarded to Canadian citizens are 
tenable at any recognized university, in Canada or abroad. 
Nationals of other countries with permanent resident status 
in Canada may also hold their awards abroad but only if, 
at the time of application, they have held a full-time facul- 
ty appointment at a Canadian university for at least two 
years and can produce satisfactory evidence that they will 
be returning to a Canadian academic appointment at the 
end of the fellowship period. 

Applicants for Special MA Scholarships must be Cana- 
dian citizens, and must carry out their master’s degree pro- 
gram at a Canadian university. Funds available for this par- 
ticular program are extremely limited, and only 100 awards 
are available every year. It is in this context that the Coun- 
cil has established as a rule that Special MA Scholarships 
can be held only at a Canadian university. 

Both of these competitions are national in character, and 
the successful candidates are not selected on the basis of the 
geographic location of either their home or university. The 
initial screening and interviews for the Special MA Scholar- 
ships are done on a regional basis, by four regional juries; 


the applications of those that continue in the competition 
beyond the interview stage are pooled with those from the 
other regions for the final selection process by a national 


jury. 


Abolition of Supplementary Allowances 


Some questions have been raised recently about the aboli- 
tion of supplementary allowances for special MA scholar- 
ships, and doctoral and postdoctoral fellowships. The 
following provides a background to these changes. 

In June 1982 Council decided that, beginning with the 
1983-1984 competition, SSHRC scholarships and fellowships 
would no longer carry supplementary allowances. Such 
allowances had hitherto been offered to MA and doctoral 
award holders for research expenses and travel costs to their 
place of tenure; postdoctoral award holders could also 
benefit. 


The Council's decision followed consultation with the Ad- 
visory Academic Panel. Two reasons prevailed. Firstly, due 
to inflation and the very low increase in budget, fellowships 
were progressively losing their real value. It was estimated 
that, in order to increase this value, Council would be wise 
to use its only available resource, which was the amount 
allocated for the supplementary allowances (some $400,000 
in 1982-1983). Secondly, the administration of supplemen- 
tary allowances, which involved the development and ap- 
plication of guidelines and procedures, were very complex 
and required more time and cost than the staff, already ex- 
cessively burdened, could afford. 

The Council acknowledges that some disciplines and 
types of activities will be particularly affected by this change, 
and that some students and postdoctoral fellows will have 
to look elsewhere for additional support. The Council re- 
mains convinced, however, that it is better to help the 
greatest possible number of award holders, even at a cost 
for a few, and to simplify the procedures and operations. 
If the budget of the Council were to increase, this matter 
would be re-examined. 


Access to Dorval Vector Computer 


Thanks to an agreement between the Atmospheric Environ- 
ment Service (AES) of Environment Canada and the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Council, the university research 
community will have access to the Dorval Vector Computer 
facility. Through this agreement, AES will provide up to 
10 per cent (or 500 hours) of processing time on the Dorval 
Cray facility for users from the university sector during fiscal 
years 1984-85 and 1985-86. University researchers in any 
discipline, including those supported by granting agencies 
other than NSERC, will be permitted access to the facility. 
It is expected, however, that researchers in the natural 
sciences and engineering will be the principal users.

Changes Amongst Council Members 


Three of the founding members of SSHRC, Dr. Thomas 
H.B. Symons (Vanier Professor at Trent University), Dr. 
Douglas Kenny (President emeritus of University of British 
Columbia) and Dr. Gustave Gingras (ex-Chancelor at 
University of Prince Edward Island), are leaving the Coun- 
cil after serving for six years. Professor Symons served on 
the Canada Council from 1976 to 1978, and was SSHRC’s 
first vice-president. The terms of Dr. Kenny and Professor 
Symons ended in March, while that of Dr. Gingras ends 
May 31, 1984. The new vice-president is Eva Kushner, of 
Ottawa. Dr. Kushner is a faculty member at the Depart- 
ment of French Language and Literature at McGill 
University. 

Two members of Council have been re-appointed for 
three years, effective March 1984. They are Edward F. Ryan, 
Counsel for Imperial Oil Limited of Toronto, and Denis 
Winfield Stairs, of the Faculty of Political Science, Dalhousie 
University. And a new member has been appointed to Coun- 
cil: John F. Leyerle, of Toronto. 

Dr. Leyerle is professor of English and dean of the School 
of Graduate Studies at the University of Toronto. He receiv- 
ed his doctorate from Harvard University and has held the 
post of visiting professor at both Yale and Harvard. He is 
the author of numerous articles and the editor or co-editor 
of several books on mediaeval literature. He also sits on the 
editorial board for various publications of the University 
of Toronto Press and the Cambridge University Press. In 
1975 Professor Leyerle wrote Humane Prospectives for a 
Changing World: An Interim Report... to the Canada Coun- 
cil Commission on Graduate Studies in the Humanities and 
Social Sciences. Professor Leyerle was honoured with a 
D.Litt. from the University of Western Michigan in 1972.

Public Awareness Program for Science 


and Technology 


Social scientists are eligible for grants under a new Federal 
Government program for the promotion of public awareness 
of science and technology. Objectives of the program are: 


¢ to increase general public awareness of scientific and 
technological achievements and potential, particularly 
those of Canadian origin or application; 

© to stimulate greater public interest in, and understanding 
of, the role and impact of science and technology in con- 
temporary society; and 

¢ to improve communications between scientists and non- 
scientists, between the creators and users of technology 
and between those who generate technological change 
and those who are affected by it. 


For the purposes of this program, science and technology 
encompasses the social sciences, the natural sciences, 
engineering and the health sciences. 

Awards are expected to range from $5,000 to $50,000, 
with an average of $20,000. Deadlines for this year’s com- 
petition are May 15 and November 1, 1984. Application

Archival Standards Study Launched 


A major study of archival descriptive standards has been 
launched with the help of a $94,000 special Canadian studies 
grant from SSHRC. The study, to be made by a working 
group of the Bureau of Canadian Archivists, began in March 
1984 and is scheduled for completion by February 1985. The 
goal is to produce a set of proposals, for adoption by the 
Canadian archival community, for the development of stan- 
dards and guidelines for the description of archival materials. 
A study will be made of: 


e the type of finding aids produced by Canadian 
repositories; 

e data elements captured by Canadian repositories in the 
production of finding aids; 

e standards or guidelines developed by Canadian 
repositories to control descriptive practices; 

e standards or guidelines developed outside Canada and 
in other fields and applicable to archival descriptive work. 


Reports will be produced on: 


e the extent to which current descriptive practices have 
developed along similar lines and may be further codified; 

¢ prospects for the production of a Canadian data element 
dictionary; 

¢ prospects for the systematization of intra-institutional and 
inter-institutional finding aids to Canadian archival 
material; 

¢ recommendations for the development of networks of in- 
formational exchange with respect to the holdings of 
Canadian archival repositories. 


In order to publicize its work, the Working Group will 
attend archival meetings to explain the project and report 
regularly on its progress through the Bureau of Canadian 
Archivists. It will solicit the active involvement of Cana- 
dian repositories, communicate with practitioners in other 
countries and related disciplines, and disseminate the results 
of the projects to all interested parties. 

The group will be co-chaired by Marcel Caya, McGill 
University Archives and Terry Eastwood, School of 
Librarianship, University of British Columbia. The other 
members are Jean Dryden, Provincial Archives of Alberta; 
Marion Beyea, Provincial Archives of New Brunswick; 
Anne McDermaid, Queen's University Archives; Jacques 
Grimard, Archives nationales du Québec; Victorin Chabot, 
Public Archives of Canada. Ralph Manning, of the National 
Library, will act as an observer. 


It is to be noted that this major initiative on archival stan- 
dards will be taking place at a time when the Federal Govern- 
ment is examining a new National Archives and Records 
Act. 
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Ministerial Responsibility for SSHRC 


The transfer of ministerial responsibility for the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council from the Minister 
of Communications to the Secretary of State was made 14 
June, 1984. The Council now reports to Parliament through 
the Honourable Rev. Walter Franklin McLean, Secretary of 
State. 

Walter McLean was born in Leamington, Ontario in 
1936. His educational background includes Victoria College, 
the University of British Columbia Knox College, the 
University of Toronto and the University of Edinburgh. 

First elected to public office as an alderman for the city 
of Waterloo (1976-79) he won election to the House of Com- 
mons in 1979. 

Walter McLean has served as the Party's spokesperson 
for the Secretary of State since 1981. His previous appoint- 
ment was that of spokesperson for the Status of Women. 

He served on numerous committees of the House of Com- 
mons, including the Standing Committee on Communica- 
tions and Culture; the Standing Committee on External Af- 
fairs and National Defence; the Special Sub-Committee on 
Canada’s Relations with Latin America and the Caribbean. 

Mr. McLean’s career has spanned many fields of service. 
He was co-founder of CUSO, and its first Nigerian coor- 
dinator, the executive director of the Manitoba Centennial 
Corporation and the former Minister of Knox Presbyterian 
Church in Waterloo. 


A Review of 1984-1985 


This review of the 1984-1985 fiscal year signals the last of 
the current style of Update. The first of a new style will be 
published in May for distribution at the Learned Societies 
and ACFAS meetings. The new publication will be organized 
by divisions, concentrating on programs, people and the 
general progress of the social sciences and humanities and 
the Council itself. Update will be published regularly, rather 
than on an ad hoc basis, February 1, June 1, and October 1. 

As the fiscal year ends, the financial picture of the Council 
is as follows: 

Parliament confirmed the $5.9 million of supplementary 
estimates in the SSHRC 1984-1985 budget, giving the Coun- 
cil some $56.8 million of grants and scholarship funds. The 
supplementary funds effectively replaced the three-year 
special increment which expired in March 1984. They were 
the subject of separate announcements ($2 million and $3.9 
million) in 1984 by then Minister of Communications Fran- 
cis Fox. But they were not confirmed until December's ap- 
proval of the supplementary estimates. 

Estimates for 1985-1986 were based on: a loss of the $3.9 
million supplement; a price increase to counteract the ef- 
fect of inflation; and an increase from 104 to 107 person- 
years. Funds available for grants and scholarships total $54.6 
million. 

The final picture of SSHRC funding will not be clear un- 
til after Cabinet consideration of the Council’s Five-Year 
Plan. Additional funds are sought under this Plan for the 
support of the Council's current thrusts: discipline-based 
research; human resource development; targeted research; 
and dissemination of research. 
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Task Force on Technology and Research 


Communication 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council has 
recently set up a task force on technology and research com- 
munication, chaired by Dr. Terrence Hogan, member of 
Council. 


The mandate is: 


Advise on the use of new technology to enhance the 
wider, thriftier and more rapid dissemination of the results 
of research and greater accessibility of such results to 
users; 

Advise on format and content of possible demonstrations 
of new technology and its application to research 
communication; 

Advise on design and implementation of a new Research 
Communication Technology Innovation Program; 
Evaluate, and advise on funding of, proposals submitted 
for projects dealing with the application of new 
technology to research communication.

The task force will in due course be soliciting comments 
and opinions about its work through briefs and question- 
naires. At present, it is defining its priorities and workplan.

Electronic Publishing: 
Why and Why Not? 


The “whys and why nots” of electronic publishing have 
formed a turbulent background to research communication 
for several years and the questions are not going away. 
Stephen B. Goban, director of the International Relations 
and Research Communication Division, examined the issues 
in a talk to the Ottawa Chapter of the Canadian Associa- 
tion for Information Science, in March 1984. 

After quoting the research community’s reactions to the 
SSHRC’s Park Report on scholarly communication, Mr. 
Goban looks at electronic publishing’s image problem. Elec- 
tronic publishing is at once perceived as being very technical 
and complicated and yet ominously simple. It provides, in 
fact, many ways of publishing, ranging from machine- 
readable manuscripts to video-cassettes. 

For the academic, the concepts of the electronic journal 
and information networks are part of the forecast. Yet the 
discursive, interpretive and explanatory nature of the 
humanities does not translate well onto screens and videotex 
systems. Besides, electronic publishing may not provide the 
archival stability of the library, nor does it lend itself easily 
to browsing. 

Mr. Goban goes on to explore the problem of quality con- 
trol and the dangers of a communication network clogged 
with rubbish. And, he asks, who pays the costs of input- 
ting and extracting? Where there is a possibility of profit, 
will the private sector rush in where academics fear to tread? 

On the brighter side, Mr. Goban notes the flexibility that 
electronic publishing offers at a variety of levels. And “where 
scholarship and a certain urgency meld, electronics score.” 
This new publishing form may also break down “barriers 
to expression and dissemination of ideas which do not ac- 
cord with a discipline’s received wisdom,” says Mr. Goban. 
“The different, the iconoclastic - even the absurd - may find 
electronic streams of contact that stimulate debate, reflec- 
tion and quite new research.” 


Falling costs and simpler systems may remove many of 
the “why nots”, he adds, but only over time. The “ques- 
ions are salutary reminders that everything in new publica- 
Hons and communications forms isn’t simple, and that the 
existence of a capability is not a reason to use it.” 

Mr. Goban quotes the optimistic future foreseen in the 
1979 Report of the U.S. National Enquiry into Scholarly 
Communication. It’s a nice vision, he comments, perhaps 
-oo nice. And he concludes with a quote from an electronic 
oublication, the American television program Hill Street 
Blues: ‘‘Let’s be careful out there.” 


Report of the Task Force on Federal 
Policies and Programs for Technology 


Development 


The Task Force on Federal Policies and Programs for 
Technology Development, chaired by Douglas Wright, 
president of the University of Waterloo, published its report 
in July 1984. Following are extracts of particular interest to 
SSHRC and to the scholarly community. 

“Technology is. . .not just about machines; it’s about the 
skills and knowledge and ability of people to develop and 
use tools which make their lives more enjoyable and pro- 
ductive. . ..[Technology is] a social, cultural and educa- 
tional phenomenon which cannot be considered in isolation 
from its human context. 

“It was not possible for this task force to address fully 
one of the most crucial issues of all: the social impact of 
new technologies. They have great potential to improve the 
quality of our lives. To realize this potential will require that 
we marshal our wit and skill, bringing together labour and 
management in productive enterprise. We discussed and 
debated the subject in great detail, and concluded that the 
subject is too important and too complex to be treated mere- 
ly as a side-issue of our enquiry. A task force or organiza- 
tion devoted to that subject alone, we believe, would be a 
more appropriate response to the urgency and magnitude 
of the issues involved,” (Introduction, page 1). 

“The social and human consequences of technological 
change are substantial, but they are imperfectly understood. 
The impact of technological innovation on employment and 
working conditions has not received the attention it deserves 
from researchers or policy makers. This most important sub- 
ject should be studied by a federal task force created for the 
purpose, or by an existing organization, such as the Labour 
Market Productivity Centre. The federal government must 
find ways to minimize the human costs of technological 
change, and to ensure that innovation enhances the quality 
of life of all Canadians. Measures such as making social 
science research eligible for tax incentives should be con- 
sidered,” (Report, page 37). 


Learned Societies and ACFAS Annual 
Meetings 


ACFAS will hold its 1985 meeting at the University of 
Quebec at Chicoutimi, May 20-24; the Learned Societies 
Conference will take place at the University of Montreal, 
from the 26th of May to the 8th of June. 

At the request of the organizers for the 1984 conferences, 
SSHRC participated by organizing information meetings for 
individual societies, special meetings on particular themes 
such as the treatment of the sexes in research, and by main- 
taining an information office. The Council received a good 
reaction to these activities, and plans are being made for 
the 1985 conferences.

Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship 


Winner of the 1984 Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship is 
Douglas V. Verney, of York University. The Governor 
General and the Honourable Maurice Sauvé were hosts at 
Government House, on July 3, at a reception during which 
Madame Sauvé presented the award. 

Dr. Verney, a distinguished political scientist, is a 
graduate of Oxford and Liverpool universities, and taught 
at Liverpool before coming to Canada, in 1961, to assume 
teaching at York University. Promoted full professor the 
following year, he also served as chairman of the depart- 
ment of political science from 1962 to 1967. He went to Col- 
umbia University as Visiting Graduate Professor in 1967, 
and is currently on leave from York as the recipient of a 
SSHRC Leave Fellowship and a Shastri Indo-Canadian 
Senior Long-Term Fellowship. 

Dr. Verney will work on a political analysis of the role 
of the head of state in a parliamentary democracy, 
distinguishing particularly between the principles and prac- 
tices of the Westminster model of parliamentary supremacy 
and those of the American presidential system. 

This is the sixth annual Léger Fellowship awarded by 


SSHRC. The last one went to Claude T. Bissell, of Massey 
College. 

In 1985 the fellowship was awarded for the first time to 
a woman. On March 14, 1985 Dr. Janet Ajzenstat received 
the award from the Governor General during a reception 
at Rideau Hall. 

Dr. Ajzenstat, of Hamilton, Ontario, graduated from the 
University of Toronto in 1959 with a BA in art and ar- 
chaeology. She was awarded an MA in political science by 
McMaster University in 1972 and a PhD in political 
economy by the University of Toronto in 1979. She has 
published several major articles on Canadian political 
developments of the 19th century and recently held a SSHRC 
research grant and a postdoctoral fellowship for a study of 
the political thought of Lord Durham. Dr. Ajzenstat is cur- 
rently lecturing part-time at McMaster on Canadian politics. 


The theme that won Dr. Ajzenstat the Jules and Gabrielle 
Léger Fellowship is a study on the views of two French- 
Canadian political writers, Pierre Bédard and Etienne 
Parent, on the British “monarchic” system of government 
established in the Canadas in the 19th century. In addition 
to increasing our understanding of the foundations of 
Canada’s political institutions, she hopes to illuminate cur- 
rent debates about the Constitution, conditions for stable 
parliamentary government, and the place of the Cabinet.

Applications for the Jules and Gabrielle 


Leger Fellowship 


The Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship was established in 
1979 by the Government of Canada in honour of the Rt. 
Hon. Jules Léger and Madame Léger in recognition of their 
contribution to the office of Governor General. It is ad- 
ministered by the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council and awarded annually to an outstanding Canadian 
scholar for research and writing on the role and function 
of the Crown and the Governor General in a parliamentary 
democracy. The award is valued at $20,000, with an 
allowance up to $5,000 for research and travel expenses. 

The closing date for personal applications for the Jules 
and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship is October 1. The Council 


emphasizes that the committee for the Léger Fellowship ac- 
cepts only personal applications and not nominations for 
this award. Interested scholars should write for further in- 
formation from the Fellowships Division of SSHRC, at least 
two months before the deadline.

Bernard L. Vigod, of Fredericton, a professor in the 
Department of History at the University of New Brunswick, 
is also coordinator of UNB’s French language policy. Pro- 
fessor Vigod is the author of many articles and books deal- 
ing with Canadian history. 


Harold O. Ricker, of Regina, has a PhD in Management 
Sciences and is an associate professor at the University of 
Saskatchewan. He was Visiting Scholar, Higher Education 
Group Research on post-secondary enrolment forecasting, 
at the Ontario Institute for Studies in Education from 
1981-1982. He has published numerous articles concerning 
educational systems.

The first recipient of the Bora Laskin National Fellowship 
in Human Rights, Douglas E. Sanders, was announced on 
December 10, 1984 by Hon. Walter McLean, Secretary of 
State of Canada, on the occasion of the 36th anniversary 
of the proclamation of the Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights by the United Nations. 

Douglas Sanders, a professor of law at the University of 
British Columbia, has been awarded the fellowship to under- 
take a project entitled “The Development of Standards for 
the Treatment of Indigenous Populations in Canada and 
Internationally.” 

In announcing the award, the Secretary of State noted 
that Professor Sanders has an impressive background in the 
area of aboriginal rights, and said that the pursuit of work 
in this area in Canada at this time is considered most im- 
portant by the Government of Canada. 

The Bora Laskin Fellowship, named for the late Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of Canada, was established 
last year to encourage research and the development of ex- 
pertise in the field of human rights. The Bora Laskin Na- 
tional Fellowship is administered by the Secretary of State.

Inter-Council Funding Agreement 


The three granting Councils, NSERC, MRC and SSHRC, 
have an agreement providing a mechanism for joint review 
and funding of research activities overlapping the jurisdic- 
tions of two or more Councils. 

The procedure is as follows: the application goes to the 
Council that appears to be the most directly involved. The 
“lead agency” then invites the appropriate Council(s) to 
engage in the review of the project. The executive directors 
of the participating Councils recommend the level of fun- 
ding and the share required of each granting body. Their 
recommendation must be approved through the proper 
channels, with the lead ageney taking funds from its 
Research Grants budget, and the other(s) from their own 
special funds. The minimum amount to be considered for 
this cooperative funding is $50,000.

Five-Year Plan for Financing Research 
in the Social Sciences and Humanities, 
1985-1990: Summary 


Introduction 


The second Five-Year Plan of the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council (1985-90) clearly recognizes 
the national need for discipline-based research in the social 
sciences and humanities to be strengthened, for new 
Canadian research talent to be trained, and for further 
initiatives in areas of national interest to be launched. The 
Plan, which reflects extensive national consultation, seeks 
a more effective place for the social sciences and humanities 
in the government's overall research policy. 

A strong and dynamic social sciences and humanities 
research community is essential to an enlightened, 
democratic, progressive and equitable society. Canada needs 
to generate more of its own research: to contribute to the 
solution of economic problems; to compete internationally; 
and to have access to, and adapt, internationally produced 
knowledge. Only in this way can we move from a resource- 
based to a knowledge-based society, while avoiding the 
common assumption that information is knowledge and that 
technology alone provides solutions. 

Graduates of the social sciences and humanities are a 
major resource when it comes to improving productivity and 
the quality of Canadian management, making the best use 
of our human and material capital, and overhauling the 
structure of Canadian society as a whole. Just as the natural 
sciences explain the natural world, so do the human sciences 
explain the social, economic, political, moral, emotional and 
intellectual world in which we exist. They provide the 
knowledge, data and understanding needed for wise policy 
decisions. 

In 1984-85, the federal government spent $771 million on 
activities in the social sciences and humanities - the 
equivalent, after inflation, of the amount spent in 1978-79, 
the first year of SSHRC operations. Direct federal payments 
to Canadian universities for activities in the social sciences 
and humanities in 1984-85 totalled $90 million, half of it 
through the SSHRC. The Council itself was created by the 
Government Organization (Scientific Activities) Act, 1976. 
This measure, while recognizing the traditional and vital 
roles of universities in research and the training of 
researchers, provided for a portion of federal support to be 
directed to specific national research areas. 

SSHRC funds research and training in some 70 
universities; its more than 50 disciplines include such areas 
as education, law, economics, management and business 
administration, industrial relations, women’s studies, 
criminology, Third World studies, languages, Canadian 
studies, gerontology and demography - vital to economic 
recovery, social justice and renewed international 
participation. 

The Council's clientele includes 56 per cent of Canada’s 
full-time university faculty and 65 per cent of full-time 
graduate students. The 1985-86 budget is $60.9 million, 
down from $62.8 million in 1984-85. 


The First Five-Year Plan, 1980-1985 


The Council's first Five-Year Plan, approved in principle but 
not funded beyond its first year, was designed to: foster basic 
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research essential for the generation of new knowledge; 
identify and examine pressing issues of social policy and 
national concern; and, improve communication of 
knowledge. Programs were delivered under four broad 
categories: Discipline-based Research; Strategic Programs; 
Human Resources Development; and, Research 
Communication. Although Council funding remains at the 
same level, in real terms, as in 1978-79, much has been 
achieved. Fostering of discipline-based research accounted 
for 50 per cent of the budget over five years, a period in 
which applications doubled. 


A significant accomplishment of the first Plan was the 
introduction of targeted research, in the areas of Popula- 
tion Aging, Women and Work, the Human Context of 
Science and Technology, the Family and the Socialization 
of Children, and Managing the Organization in Canada. 

In human resources development, some 6,000 doctoral 
fellowships and MA scholarships were awarded over five 
years, but with success rates for these outstanding candidates 
dropping as low as 16 per cent. 


The Second Five-Year Plan, 1985-1990 


With the accomplishments of the first Plan as a base, the 
second Five-Year Plan is designed to help the country attain 
the economic renewal, innovation and improved 
productivity called for in the Throne Speech, in the 
framework of social development and justice. The Plan 
recognizes that the Council, as a federal agency, must 
strengthen those areas where research needs and aspirations 
coincide with Canada’s national priorities. 

The Plan seeks to provide the highly qualified personnel 
that the Canadian research enterprise, universities, 
government and the private sector will need in the next 
decade. It also proposes to increase the capacity for strategic 
work on persistent issues of national concern. The second 
major objective is a modest reinforcement of the core 
activities on which all else depends: discipline-based 
research, and the infrastructure such as communications 
networks, research tools and specialized library collections. 
It addresses the needs of more than 40,000 full-time faculty 
and graduate students in the universities alone. 

The objectives are: 


¢ to stimulate greater research output, especially in areas 
of national importance; 

¢ toensure a supply of researchers to meet Canada’s defined 
needs; 

© to provide research infrastructure support to universities; 

¢ to provide rapid research communication in Canada and 
abroad. 


Discipline-based research is the fulcrum of research 
activity. The goal is to increase by 30 per cent the number 
of researchers supported directly or indirectly. Under 
strategic programs new targeted research themes identified 
include education for the post-industrial society, Native 
issues and law. Small universities would be helped to 
improve their faculties’ contributions to the national research 
effort and the solution of regional problems. Specialized 
collections would be strengthened and further support 
accorded Canadian studies research tools and the Canadian 
Institute for Historical Microreproductions. Access to 
communications networks must be improved so that 
research results can be used by society and its leaders. 


The Council proposes to expand its doctoral and 
postdoctoral fellowships programs and to introduce a new 
five-year Canada Research Fellowship, to stimulate research 
activity immediately and to provide a partial solution to the 
looming problem of staffing advanced education and 
research in the 1990s. The low replacement rate of faculty 
in the 1980s will restrict innovation in the system and drive 
well-qualified researchers and advanced students from the 
field. Women, who have just begun to establish themselves 
in significant numbers in the research community, will be 
especially frustrated; they now constitute 46 per cent of our 
doctoral and postdoctoral fellows. 

The Plan calls for consultation with the community on 
the creation of research centres. These would: focus research 
on persisting national problems; promote interdisciplinary 
and multidisciplinary research; provide research training; 
provide facilities for visiting researchers and the proposed 
Canada research fellows; act as nodes in communication net- 
works; and link researchers and research users in govern- 
ment and the private sector. The Council would ensure that 
research centres stress topics of long-term relevance to the 
country. Modest additional support is also proposed for 
Canadian research institutes abroad. 

The recommended Plan calls for a phasing-in of the two 
major initiatives and allows for modest growth in existing 
programs. The Canada Research Fellowships would be in- 
troduced in 1986-87 and grow by $5 million a year to 
1989-90, with almost 600 fellows supported. The research 
centres on national interest would begin as a $1 million pro- 
gram in 1985-86, averaging growth of $2.8 million annual- 
ly to 1989-90. Total Council budget would double to $120 
million by 1989-90, in real terms. 

By capitalizing on the work of the first five years, the 
SSHRC will help Canada’s policy-makers in the transition 
to a post-industrial society. The recommended Plan would 
enable the research community to make an important con- 
tribution to Canadian society.

Council Accepts “Crocker Report” on 
the Research Grants Program 


The Special Committee on the Research Grants Program 
presented Council with its report, “Policies and Procedures 
for the Research Grants Program,” in July 1985. After 
deliberation and the incorporation of minor changes, the 
Council approved the report. The full report will be 
available from SSHRC, without charge, in October. The 
Conclusions and Summary of Recommendations follow. 

The Committee included Council members Robert K. 
Crocker (chair; Department of Curriculum, Memorial 
University), Elizabeth Arthur (Department of History, 
Lakehead University) and Terrence P. Hogan (Associate 
Vice-President, Academic Programs, University of 
Manitoba). They were aided by Erika v. C. Bruce, Director 
General, Program Branch, and Noel F.W. Gates, director 
of the Research Grants Division. 


Conclusions 


The task of the Special Committee on Research Grants was 
to carry out a complete review of the Research Grants 
program and to formulate options for its future. The review 
was conducted against a background of ever-increasing 
constraints on resources to administer the program, coupled 
with concern in the scholarly community about certain 
aspects of its functioning and, in particular, over the 
continuing uncertainty about its future. These problems had 
been identified in several previous attempts at restructuring 
the program, but had been acted upon only in a series of 
ad hoc changes in response to immediate circumstances. 
The committee approached its task open-mindedly, 
without preconceptions as to the final outcome. All previous 
documentation on the program was reviewed, a broadly- 
based process of consultation with the scholarly community 
was carried out, and the views of staff and management 
sought. An effort was made to avoid extreme solutions 
where moderate ones would suffice. Also, the committee 
was concerned to ensure that certain basic principles, such 
as peer review and the freedom to submit proposals in any 
area of investigation, would be maintained. It was 
recognized from the outset that no set of proposals for 
change would meet universal approval. It was also 
recognized that Council, in making its decisions, would need 
to be aware of the likely reception of the proposals in the 
community, but that this would be only one of the 
considerations which could affect the final decisions. 
This report has presented a series of proposals aimed at 
a substantial restructuring of the program without altering 
its essential characteristics. These proposals have been 
adopted by Council and must be interpreted as a revised 
set of policies and procedures for the program. In some 
cases, the details of implementation and the specific 
regulations which follow from the recommendations remain 
to be worked out. Nevertheless, the framework within which 
such work is to be conducted has now been presented. 
In perusing the report, the reader may feel that the 
problem has been approached in a somewhat episodic 
manner, as each issue has been discussed separately. 
Nevertheless, it is possible to identify several general thrusts 
in the report. In this concluding chapter, these are discussed 
briefly, in the hope that this will add an element of coherence 
to the report. The major thrusts may be stated as follows: 


1. Clarifying and narrowing the objectives of the program 
to ensure that emphasis is placed on support of indepen- 
dent research of high quality, initiated by scholars and 
judged by their peers. 


2. Preserving the integrity of peer review, while changing 
its form, in recognition of constraints on resources to ad- 
minister the peer review system, and to allow some 
reallocation of resources to other tasks, especially follow- 
up and evaluation. 


3. Allowing greater flexibility in a number of areas, especial- 
ly in the degree to which adjudication committees can 
take account of the characteristics of their disciplines, and 
in the use of funds by grant holders. 


4. Placing greater emphasis on the productivity of the pro- 
gram through follow-up and evaluation activities. 


5. Allowing for a longer term perspective on research pro- 
jects to reduce the need for repeat applications and to give 
greater stability to those engaged in ongoing research. 


6. Reinstating the practice of providing support for the time 
of researchers, under modified conditions. 


7. Continuing to allow sabbaticants - who will not be eligi- 
ble for Council research time support during their sab- 
batical year - to apply in the regular Research Grants pro- 
gram for research costs incurred during the sabbatical 
year. 


8. Modifying certain operational procedures to increase ef- 
ficiency and flexibility and to permit prompt response to 
enquiries. 


In examining the question of objectives, the committee 
found that a number of different objectives could be infer- 
red from previous Council discussion and from the contents 
of the Guide for Applicants and the adjudication procedures. 
It was felt that this was somewhat confusing, and that the 
program should not be expected to have such functions as 
dissemination and training as major objectives, although 
these might be valuable adjuncts to the major purpose of 
the program. It was concluded that the program should have 
the single broad objective of supporting independent 
research of high quality, with emphasis on projects rather 
than scholarly careers, and with particular stress on the judg- 
ment of quality being made by a scholar’s peers. 

Following from the last point, the committee felt that it 
was desirable to reaffirm the principle of peer assessment 
and adjudication, since many scholars seem to have perceiv- 
ed that this principle would be placed in jeopardy by at- 
tempts to improve efficiency. Having done this, it was 
necessary to propose some modifications to the manner in 
which such assessment would be conducted, since resource 
constraints would obviously prevent the maintenance of the 
existing system. These modifications are in the direction of 
having committees assume greater responsibility for both 
assessor selection and the preparation of assessments, thus 
reducing the staff workload involved in this task and en- 
suring that the activity comes under greater academic 
control. 

A number of submissions to the committee made the 
point that the support requirements and the nature of 
research proposals vary from one discipline to another. At 
the same time, it is obviously not feasible to have separate 
regulations for different disciplines. Accordingly, the com- 
mittee proposed that adjudication committees be given suf- 
ficient scope to allow for the characteristics of a particular 
discipline and that grant applicants be advised to prepare 
proposals in accordance with the practices and conventions 
within the discipline, rather than in some standard form 
which might not be appropriate to some disciplines. 


There are at least three aspects to the question of follow- 
up and productivity. First, it is necessary to have a system 
in place for dealing with routine matters of submission of 
reports, payment of grant installments, responding to en- 
quiries and the like. A number of proposals were made on 
these matters. Second, information on how a scholar has 
used previous grants is an important ingredient in the assess- 
ment of any subsequent request for support. Although at- 
tempts are made to inform adjudication committees of a 
scholars past grant history, this has not been a requirement. 
It was therefore proposed that this be formalized, that 
former grant holders be required to submit the necessary 
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evidence, and that the record-keeping system be designed 
to identify the outcomes of previous research supported by 
the program. Finally, one of the major problems in defend- 
ing the use of public funds in support of independent 
research is that insufficient evidence is available on the scope 
and outcomes of such research. The absence of such evidence 
also inhibits attempts at evaluation. The committee therefore 
recommended that this problem be addressed at the staff 
level and that resources be allocated to the development of 
an evaluative system. 

While there is considerable support in the scholarly com- 
munity for an emphasis on short-term rather than long-term 
research, some research is obviously of an ongoing nature 
and requires some assurance of stability of support. Also, 
there is a need for support of some large-scale research. 
However, such projects should be treated somewhat dif- 
ferently from others to ensure that their presence does not 
distort the regular adjudication process or the funding 
envelopes allocated to committees. On a more practical 
level, the need to submit repeat applications for an ongo- 
ing project is frustrating for applicants and places an un- 
necessary burden on the system. 

In light of the opposing views, the committee did not feel 
justified in recommending substantially greater emphasis on 
long-term research, proposing, instead, that this be a mat- 
ter of judgment within adjudication committees. Never- 
theless, it was thought necessary to make recommendations 
which would reduce the need for repeat applications. As for 
large-scale projects, it was felt that these should be integrated 
somewhat more into the adjudication process than is now 
the case, in order to avoid delays in approval, but that there 
should continue to be a separate allocation of funds for such 
projects. 

The need for some support of the time of principal in- 
vestigators was made clear in a number of submissions. 
Some, in fact, went as far as to suggest that the present 
system is biased in favour of relatively routine research 
which can be done by assistants, as the salaries of assistants 
are allowed while those of principal investigators are not. 
At the same time, there was consensus that the previous 
system of research time stipends was too generous in allow- 
ing for researchers’ salaries rather than the cost of 
replacements for teaching. The committee therefore conclud- 
ed that the reinstatement of a modified form of research time 
stipend is justified. 

In deliberating on this issue, it soon became obvious that 
support of research time is intimately linked to the Leave 
Fellowships Program. This resulted in some of the most in- 
tense debate in the committee, and to recommendations 
which are expected to be quite controversial. Since research 
time is available, as a matter of course, during regular sab- 
batical leaves, it was concluded that Council's contribution 
to support of sabbaticals is marginal in terms of stimulating 
research. A much greater effect could be achieved by award- 
ing support to replace teaching time. For some scholars, it 
would obviously be advantageous to combine such support 
with a sabbatical leave to give two consecutive years 
research time. 


Aside from this, the Leave Fellowships Program is uni- 
que among the programs of this and other Councils, in pro- 
viding funds to augment the salaries of researchers who 
already hold regular university appointments. Although, in 
most universities, there is some loss of income during a sab- 
batical leave, this loss can be offset, for those engaged in 
research, by the tax advantages of taking a research grant 


in lieu of part of the individual's salary from the universi- 
ty. Leave fellowships thus provide funds which are available 
in other ways. Finally, certain of the provisions of leave 
fellowships are substantially more generous than those for 
research grants. It is difficult to justify such provisions at 
a time of financial restraint. 

It was therefore concluded that, despite its obvious 
popularity, a separate program of leave fellowships cannot 
be sustained under present circumstances, and that this pro- 
gram should be integrated with the Research Grants pro- 
gram. Sabbaticants should be eligible to apply for research 
grants. Any additional research time required at any time 
other than during sabbatical leave could also be supported 
as part of a research grant, on the basis of teaching 
replacement. 

The committee was asked to examine the General 
Research Grants (GRG) program following submission of 
an evaluation report on that program and a staff paper pro- 
posing certain changes. The committee's conclusion was that 
GRGs should be treated as an extension of the Research 
Grants program to the lower end of the funding spectrum, 
and that the program should continue to be used as a vehi- 
cle for removing from the latter program applications which 
would be uneconomical to process. More important, it 
became clear that some additional provision is needed for 
researchers requiring modest levels of support, greater than 
that which is now provided by GRGs. The Research Grants 
program does not attract applications from scholars seek- 
ing such support, even though it has been argued by many 
that there is considerable demand at the lower levels. 

Accordingly, the committee concluded that modifications 
should be made to the GRG program to reduce the discon- 
tinuity that now exists between the current GRG maximum 
of $2,500 and the amounts that applicants find it worth re- 
questing under the regular Research Grants program. In- 
creases in both the maximum allowable individual grant and 
the total budget for the GRG program have therefore been 
proposed. Also, it has been proposed that the program 
revert to a version of the earlier formula whereby the size 
of the GRG for a particular university is related to that 
university's granting record under the Research Grants pro- 
gram, subject to a base amount. 

Among major changes proposed in operational pro- 
cedures are: the introduction of a single annual competition; 
the use of a reserve pool of funds to allow flexibility in suc- 
cess rates across disciplines, as determined by the quality 
of applications in a particular competition; limits on the 
length of project descriptions; suggestions for increasing flex- 
ibility in staff use; increased discretion allowed grantees in 
the use of funds; removal of fixed limits on expenditures in 
favour of the use of university rates; and improvements in 
procedures for responding to enquiries. Taken together, 
these proposals are intended to make the system simpler and 
more flexible for applicants, grantees, staff and adjudica- 
tion committees. 

A few final comments are necessary on implementation. 
The Council’s management will be responsible for pro- 
mulgating the new principles and for scheduling the transi- 
tion to the new procedures. It can be stated here and now 
that the last research grants adjudication to be held under 
the existing rules will be that of March 1986, for which the 
deadline is October 15, 1985. After March 1986 the new 
research grants procedures will come into force; the deadline 
for the following competition will be set at October 15, 1986, 
and the adjudication, including decisions, will be completed 
by March 31, 1987. 


Since there will be no adjudication in October 1986, ap- 
plicants who would otherwise have presented their requests 
for consideration at that time are invited to present them 
for the adjudication of March 1986 (deadline: October 15, 
1985). 

Furthermore, potential leave fellowship applicants are ad- 
vised that the last leave fellowship competition will be held 
in 1985 (deadline October 1); they will wish to take account 
of this in making their plans. 


Summary of Recommendations 


RECOMMENDATION 1 
That the existing principle of “essential funding under 
competitive adjudication” be maintained in preference to a 
system of partial funding. 


RECOMMENDATION 2 

That two assessments normally be obtained for each file, 
with one assessor being a committee member and one being 
external. A larger number of assessments would be sought 
for cases judged to present exceptional difficulty and for 
applications for major research grants. 


RECOMMENDATION 3 

That both the committee and the external assessor be chosen 
by the chair of the appropriate adjudication committee, in 
consultation with Council staff, as appropriate. 


RECOMMENDATION 4 

That the practice of sending assessors’ reports to applicants 
be discontinued and replaced (in the case of refusals, 
conditional awards, or awards with substantial budget 
reductions) by a committee report explaining the decision. 


RECOMMENDATION 5 

That the requirement for submission of six copies of the 
project description and eight copies of supporting documents 
be subject to a staff review, with a view to reducing this 
requirement. 


RECOMMENDATION 6 

That the emphasis, as expressed in program objectives, 
remain on the quality of the specific project, but that 
applications be judged in a balanced manner, with due 
regard for the research record of the applicant. 


RECOMMENDATION 7 

That adjudication committees take into account the 
practices, methods, and standards of their particular 
disciplines in such matters as person/project emphasis, 
funding of small versus large scale research, provisions for 
beginning scholars, and, most important, the nature of the 
project description required. 


RECOMMENDATION 8 

That the Guide for Applicants refer to the preparation of 
proposals in accordance with accepted practices within the 
discipline of the applicant and to the relative autonomy of 
adjudication committees in determining the standards for 
project descriptions and related matters. 


RECOMMENDATION 9 
That the Academic Advisory Panel be required to examine 
the implications for policy of differences between disciplines 
which arise from research grant adjudications, and advise 
management accordingly. 
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RECOMMENDATION 10 

That Council be open to applications for programs of 
research of any duration, as determined by the requirements 
of individual applicants and the characteristics of their 
discipline. 


RECOMMENDATION 11 

That adjudication committees be requested to allocate a 
proportion of their budget envelopes to long-term research, 
this proportion to be determined by each committee on the 
basis of characteristics of the discipline. 


RECOMMENDATION 12 
That grants be awarded for up to five years, on the basis 
of the merits of specific requests for long-term funding. 


RECOMMENDATION 13 

That adjudication committees make decisions in such a way 
as to avoid, as far as possible, repeat applications for the 
same project within a five-year period. 


RECOMMENDATION 14 

That major research grants, with a minimum budget of 
$100,000 for one year, $250,000 for three years or $400,000 
for five years, be continued as a category of the Research 
Grants program. 


RECOMMENDATION 15 

That awards for periods of up to five years be made under 
the major research grants category, with a specific statement 
to the applicant that there is no further commitment to fund- 
ing beyond this period. 


RECOMMENDATION 16 

That committee chairs have discretion as to the number of 
external assessments to be sought for major research grant 
applications, and that committees may suggest to senior 
management other procedures which they deem necessary 
to secure adequate assessment of applications. 


RECOMMENDATION 17 

That committees have the power to shift into the major 
research grants category applications which are close to the 
major research grants limits, in terms of amounts requested. 


RECOMMENDATION 18 

That the adjudication of major research grant applications 
normally be completed within the framework of the regular 
adjudication system. 


RECOMMENDATION 19 

That the practice of awarding support for research time be 
reinstated, on the basis of the cost per course of replace- 
ment teaching, using a standard rate to avoid problems of 
differing salary rates among the universities. 


RECOMMENDATION 20 

That leave fellowships be discontinued as a separate category 
of awards and that funds currently allocated to leave 
fellowships be added to the budget for the Research Grants 
program. 


RECOMMENDATION 21 

That sabbaticants who wish to apply for research expenses 
which will be incurred during their sabbatical leave be given 
the opportunity to do so under the rules of the Research 
Grants program. 


RECOMMENDATION 22 
That support of research time, as indicated in Recommen- 
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dation 19, be considered as complementary to sabbatical 
leave provisions of universities. This could allow a scholar 
two consecutive years of research time where appropriate. 


RECOMMENDATION 23 

That the upper limit on awards to be made by universities 
under the GRG program be increased to $5,000, and that 
this amount be subject to periodic review. 


RECOMMENDATION 24 
That applications for amounts under $5,000 no longer be 
accepted under the Research Grants program. 


RECOMMENDATION 25 
That the total current budget for GRGs be increased by ap- 
proximately $1 million per year. 


RECOMMENDATION 26 

That the condition for award of the GRG is that funds be 
used to fulfil the same broad objective as that of the Research 
Grants program. 


RECOMMENDATION 27 

That the amount of the GRG award to a particular univer- 
sity consist of a base amount plus a fixed proportion of the 
average amount awarded that university under the Research 
Grants program during the previous three years. 


RECOMMENDATION 28 

That adjudication committees be enjoined to give special 
consideration to first-time applications, especially those from 
scholars at the beginning of their careers. In particular, com- 
mittees should ensure that their consideration of scholarly 
track record does not result in a bias against such applicants. 


RECOMMENDATION 29 

That the policy of the Research Grants Division be to res- 
pond expeditiously to enquiries on matters of budget 
transfers, changes in research plans, and other matters not 
requiring referral to adjudication committees. 


RECOMMENDATION 30 

That all duties associated with response to enquiries from 
award holders, current applicants, and prospective ap- 
plicants be assumed by the appropriate research grants 
officer. 


RECOMMENDATION 31 
That applicants who have held previous grants be required 
to submit evidence of their use of such awards. 


RECOMMENDATION 32 

That the record-keeping system be designed to identify the 
results of previous grants, and that this become part of the 
documentation available to adjudication committees. 


RECOMMENDATION 33 

That the results of research conducted under any previous 
Council grants be an explicit criterion for judging current 
applications for research grants. 


RECOMMENDATION 34 

Emphasis on gathering and interpreting data on productivity 
of scholars supported under the Research Grants program, 
be developed jointly by the Research Grants and Policy and 
Planning Divisions, in consultation with the Audit and 
Evaluation Committee, and that research grants officers 
assume primary responsibility for data collection, in the first 
instance. 


RECOMMENDATION 35 

That appeals based on failure to follow proper procedure 
in processing an application be investigated, in the first in- 
stance, by the director of the Research Grants Division, who 
would consult the appropriate committee chair as necessary. 


RECOMMENDATION 36 

Because of the competitive nature of the adjudication pro- 
cess no appeals are possible on substantive grounds. Ap- 
plicants who receive an unfavourable decision may resub- 
mit their applications at the next competition, with revisions 
as appropriate. Such applications will be adjudicated in the 
normal way. 


RECOMMENDATION 37 

That funds continue to be allocated to committees on the 
basis of demand, but that a small reserve pool of funds be 
retained for reallocation as a competition proceeds and for 
support of projects placed on a supplementary list by the 
adjudication committees. 


RECOMMENDATION 38 

That the size of the envelope for each committee be based 
on a moving average of total dollar demand within the com- 
mittee over the previous three years. 


RECOMMENDATION 39 

That there be a single annual competition for research 
grants, with an application deadline of October 15 and with 
decisions to be rendered by March 31. 


RECOMMENDATION 40 
That all adjudication committee meetings be scheduled for 
the same time. 


RECOMMENDATION 41 

That staff be redeployed in such a manner that personnel 
are not assigned exclusively to the Research Grants Divi- 
sion but are available for other assignments. 


RECOMMENDATION 42 

That management consider the coordination of adjudication 
schedules in all programs to achieve an overall balance 
throughout the year, and that staff be assigned as necessary 
to accommodate peak workloads in a division and to shorten 
turnaround times for applications. 


RECOMMENDATION 43 

That grant holders be given discretion to transfer funds from 
one budget category to another, within overall regulations 
on allowable expenses, provided that this entails no major 
substantive changes. 


RECOMMENDATION 44 

That proposals for major changes in research plans be refer- 
red to adjudication committees for decision, with commit- 
tee chairs having discretion to confer with other committee 
members as necessary to resolve cases arising between 
regular committee meetings. 


RECOMMENDATION 45 

That the current regulations on allowable rates for various 
research expenses be removed and replaced by a statement 
that grant holders must conform to the expenditure regula- 
tions of their own universities. Universities would be ex- 
pected to certify that this was so in their financial statements 
to Council. 


RECOMMENDATION 46 
That the current policy of not allowing committee members 
to apply for grants be maintained. 


RECOMMENDATION 47 

That applications involving projects of an interdisciplinary 
nature, or other projects which cannot be clearly identified 
with a specific committee, be adjudicated through inter- 
committee coordination during regular adjudication 
meetings. 


RECOMMENDATION 48 
That project descriptions normally not exceed 3,000 words.
